WEATHER   SUMMARY 

January  was  mild  and  wet  with  less  than  half  the  normal  snowfall.  Twenty-five  stations,  mostly  in  southern  and 
western  counties,  averaged  5  degrees  or  more  above  normal.  Marcus  Hook  averaged  38.7  degrees  as  the  warmest  re- 
porting station,  while  Pleasant  Mount  1  W  was  coldest  with  24.2  degrees.  Temperature  extremes  were  73  degrees 
at  Uniontown  on  the  1st,  and  -9  degrees  at  Bradford  on  the  30th  (the  lowest  January  temperature  in  4  years).  De- 
gree day  totals  averaged  slightly  lower  at  most  stations  this  month  than  in  December  1951,  and  ranged  from  under 
900  in  the  extreme  southeast  and  southwest  to  over  1100  in  most  northern  counties.  January  was  the  6th  wettest 
of  record,  and  the  wettest  since  1937.  Precipitation  averaged  5.5  inches  over  the  western  part  of  the  State, 
but  only  4.1  inches  over  the  eastern  part  where  a  few  stations  failed  to  receive  normal  amounts.  Precipitation 
amounts  varied  from  8.65  inches  at  Sagamore  to  1.96  inches  at  Kegg.  The  greatest  precipitation  in  24  hours  was 
2.30  inches,  reported  from  Coraopolis  Neville  Island  on  the  27th,  and  from  East  Brady  on  the  26th.  Barely  a 
dozen  stations  reported  as  much  as  12  inches  total  snowfall  for  the  month,  with  Corry  leading  the  list  with  18.5 
inches.  Thunderstorms  were  reported  on  9  days  this  month,  sleet  on  17,  and  glaze  on  17  days.  Fog  was  frequent 
during  the  month  with  a  maximum  of  19  days  with  fog  at  Blairsville.  The  sudden  formation  of  dense  fog  over  most 
of  the  eastern  half  of  the  State  on  the  15th,  from  shortly  after  4  p.m.  until  it  dissipated  just  as  suddenly 
about  10  p.m.,  seriously  hampered  all  travel.  One  tornado  was  reported  on  the  17th  at  Conneaut  Lake.  A  meteor 
flash  which  "resembled  a  ball  of  fire  which  burst  into  greenish  sparks  and  disappeared"  was  reported  by  observers 
near  Galeton,    Bloserville,    Enola  and  Camp  Hill  shortly  after  6   p.m.    on  January  29,    1952. 

Temperatures  on  the  1st  ranged  in  the  forties  over  eastern  counties,  but  over  the  western  half  of  the  State  they 
soared  to  the  sixties.  Fog-shrouded  wet  highways  on  the  1st  and  2nd  were  responsible  for  the  series  of  auto- 
mobile crashes  (one  involved  a  horse  and  buggy)  in  which  4  persons  were  killed  and  35  were  injured,  in  central 
and  eastern  counties.  A  cold  front  passage  late  on  the  1st  sent  temperatures  to  more  seasonable  levels  by  the 
2nd,  attended  by  general  rains  and  some  snow.  High  temperatures,  rain  and  snow-melt  broke  up  ice  on  many  streams, 
and  caused  local  ice  jams  above  Mosgrove,  and  between  Eagle  Rock  and  Walnut  Bend  on  the  Allegheny  (the  latter 
being  about  8  miles  long).  On  the  Susquehanna  there  were  temporary  jams  near  Lock  Haven  and  near  Wrightsville 
where  3  families  were  forced  from  their  homes  by  backed-up  waters.  Fair,  cold  weather  on  the  3rd  and  4th  was 
followed  by  mixed  snow,  sleet  and  freezing  rain  the  night  of  the  4th  and  morning  of  the  5th.  Cold  weather  with 
daily  snow  flurries  prevailed  until  the  9th  when  freezing  drizzle  at  daybreak  made  highways  slippery  until  temp- 
eratures began  to  rise  during  midday.  Fair,  cold  weather  through  the  11th  moderated  on  the  12th  with  daily 
light  precipitation  through  the  15th,  on  which  date  the  temperatures  reached  the  sixties  at  most  western  stations, 
but  remained  near  50  degrees  at  most  eastern  stations.  Warm  and  very  moist  air  aloft  over  the  cold,  moist  air 
on  the  surface  in  eastern  sections  resulted  in  the  sudden  formation  of  very  dense  fog  over  many  eastern  counties 
about  sunset  on  the  15th.  It  seriously  affected  all  travel  until  drier  air  from  the  west  dissipated  the  fog  and 
the  clouds  about  10  p.m.  just  as  suddenly  as  it  had  formed.  The  16th  was  a  fine  day  with  above  normal  tempera- 
tures, but  it  told  nothing  of  the  weather  in  store  for  Pennsylvania  on  the  17th.  The  17th  was  perhaps  the  rough- 
est day  of  the  winter,  with  sleet,  snow  pellets  and  freezing  rain  over  eastern  portions  in  the  morning  and  a 
series  of  thunderstorms,  some  attended  by  hail,  moving  from  west  to  east  with  a  warm  front  during  the  afternoon 
and  evening.  Between  8  and  9  p.m.  that  evening,  a  tornado  moved  from  southwest  to  northeast  through  the  north- 
west part  of  Conneaut  Lake,  crossed  the  lake  and  damaged  cottages  on  its  eastern  shore.  Several  garages  were 
blown  down,  some  cars  damaged;  a  lumber  yard  had  2  storage  buildings  destroyed  and  lumber  scattered  all  over;  a 
prefabricated  school  building  was  entirely  demolished;  many  roofs  and  television  antennae  were  damaged;  and  a 
large  stained  glass  church  window  was  blown  in.  Total  damage  was  estimated  at  $100,000.  Unable  to  cram  all  the 
damage  into  the  17th,  a  fast-moving  cold  front  early  on  the  18th  ushered  in  northwest  winds  with  gusts  to  35-45 
miles  per  hour  generally,  and  up  to  80  miles  per  hour  over  the  upper  Allegheny  River  basin.  Rains  of  the  17th 
caused  the  Allegheny  River  to  rise  rapidly  to  near  flood  stage  in  its  upper  reaches.  Cold,  showery  weather  on 
the  19th  gave  way  to  milder  temperatures  on  the  20th,  became  cold  again  on  the  21st,  and  moderated  on  the  22nd 
with  general  rains.  That  evening  another  cold  front  with  gusty  winds  of  35-45  miles  per  hour  swept  across  the 
State  followed  by  snow  flurries.  Colder  weather  on  the  23rd  was  climaxed  with  zero  temperatures  at  several 
stations  the  morning  of  the  25th  with  daily  snow  flurries  in  most  of  the  State.  Moderating  temperatures  the 
afternoon  of  the  25th  marked  the  approach  of  warm,  moist  air  from  the  southwest  with  rains  beginping  in  south- 
western counties  during  the  evening,  and  totals  of  1  to  2  inches  falling  over  western  and  northern  counties  by 
the  morning  of  the  27th.  These  rains  caused  rapid  rises  to  flood  stage  and  higher  from  Pittsburgh  downstream. 
At  Pittsburgh,  the  river  rose  8  feet  in  14  hours  and  remained  above  flood  stage  for  42  hours.  Damage  was  re- 
latively light,  although  business  firms  in  the  lower  triangle  were  forced  to  pump  out  cellars  and  sub-basements, 
and  North  Side  residents  suffered  from  water  in  basements.  At  Burgettstown ,  an  overflow  about  16  inches  deep 
over  the  60-foot  spillway  of  the  reservoir  caused  wash  damage  to  all  roadways  in  the  vicinity.  Some  low-land 
homes  were  evacuated  in  the  Farrell-Sharon  area.  A  weak  cold  front  with  several  waves  drifted  eastward  across 
the  State  on  the  27th  with  showers  and  on  the  28th  with  snow  flurries.  Colder  weather  on  the  29th  with  snow 
flurries  in  the  mountains  was  climaxed  with  sub-zero  temperatures  at  many  mountain  stations  the  morning  of  the 
30th.      Temperatures   remained   below   freezing   from  the  night  of   the  28th  until   the   afternoon  of   the  31st. 

Rains  and  melting  snows  this  month  improved  soil  moisture  conditions,  but  inadequate  snow  cover  during  portions 
of   the  month   exposed  winter   grains   to   alternate  freezing  and  thawing.      -      C.L.R.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 

This  was  the  warmest  February  in  3  years,  and  the  first  month  since  October  with  deficient  precipitation. 
Precipitation,  although  light,  was  relatively  uniform.  Only  two  stations  reported  less  than  one  inch, 
and  only  10  stations  reported  more  than  4  inches.  Snowfall  was  barely  half  the  normal,  with  nearly  half 
the  State  receiving  less  than  4  inches  of  snow,  and  only  the  area  from  Corry  to  Port  Allegany  recording 
more  than  24  inches.  Rew  reported  the  greatest  total,  31.8  inches.  Many  stations  in  the  extreme  south- 
west and  in  the  southeast  reported  no  snow  at  all  or  only  a  trace.  Mean  temperatures  for  the  month  varied 
from  40.0  degrees  at  Marcus  Hook,  to  23.6  degrees  at  Pleasant  Mount,  while  the  extremes  were  59  degrees 
at  5  stations  (Artemas,  Marcus  Hook,  Indiana,  Uniontown  and  Waynesburg)  on  the  1st,  and  -11  degrees  at 
Coudersport  on  the  14th.  Degree  day  totals  ranged  from  less  than  800  in  the  Monongahela  Valley  and  from 
Columbia  and  Holtwood  to  Philadelphia,  to  1100  or  more  in  sections  of  McKean ,  Sullivan,  Susquehanna  and 
Wayne  Counties.  Thunderstorms  occurred  on  4  days,  hail  on  4,  sleet  on  9  and  glaze  on  8  days  during  the 
month.  Fog  was  relatively  common  on  7  days  during  the  month,  and  strong  winds  were  general  on  8  days. 
The  1951-52  winter  season,  with  a  mean  temperature  of  32.4  degrees,  was  2.9  degrees  warmer  than  average; 
the  total  precipitation  of  11.47  inches  was  2.4  inches  above  average,  and  was  the  wettest  winter  since 
1936-37. 

A  broad  flow  of  warm  air  sent  temperatures  into  the  fifties  on  the  1st  and  2nd,  with  light  rains  over 
northern  and  western  counties.  General  rains  of  1/2  to  1-1/2  inches  on  the  3rd  continued  throughout  the 
4th  until  the  cold  front  passage  late  that  day.  Moderate  rises  (the  only  ones  for  the  month)  occurred 
on  all  rivers  from  these  rains.  Temperatures  slowly  receded  on  the  4th  and  5th  with  snow  flurries  oc- 
curring over  the  higher  mountains  and  becoming  general  over  western  and  northern  counties  on  the  6th. 
Depth  from  this  snow  ranged  from  1  to  4  inches  over  the  mountains,  with  a  maximum  of  7  inches  at  Erie. 
Snow  flurries  on  the  8th  gradually  changed  to  rain  as  warmer  air  again  spread  across  the  State  from  the 
southwest.  A  series  of  fast-moving  storms  travelled  eastward  across  the  State,  attended  by  high  winds 
and  locally  heavy  rains  on  the  8th  and  9th.  The  winds  were  first  reported  in  western  Washington  County 
about  7:00  p.m.,  where  they  damaged  roofs  and  windows.  Gusts  to  85  miles  per  hour  were  reported  in  the 
Pittsburgh  area  about  10:00  p.m.  Damage  to  farm  buildings,  utility  lines,  television  installations  and 
windows  over  the  southwestern  counties  as  far  east  as  Altoona  and  Breezewood  amounted  to  several  thousand 
dollars.  Storm  systems  continued  their  fast  eastward  pace  across  the  State  with  fresh  to  strong  winds 
and  snow  flurries  through  the  11th.  The  cold  front  passage  on  the  early  morning  of  the  11th  was  atten- 
ded by  scattered  thunderstorm  activity  with  lightning  causing  damage  to  power  lines  near  Carlisle,  and 
to  at  least  3  buildings  near  Gratz.  Hail,  3/4  inch  in  diameter,  was  reported  at  Bloserville.  Winter 
temperatures  returned  to  Pennsylvania  the  morning  of  the  12th  and  continued  through  the  15th,  with  morn- 
ing temperatures  dropping  to  near  zero  in  mountain  sections  during  that  period.  Moderating  temperatures 
the  afternoon  of  the  16th  were  quickly  followed  by  snow  beginning  in  the  afternoon,  which  changed  to 
freezing  rain  and  sleet  during  the  evening.  Precipitation  amounts  averaged  3/4  inch  with  snow  depths 
of  2  to  10  inches  mostly  confined  to  the  Susquehanna  drainage  area.  Temperatures  hovered  about  the  freez- 
ing level  through  Sunday  the  17th,  with  light  rain  and  drizzle  adding  to  the  difficulties  produced  by 
the  precipitation  the  day  before.  Icy  roads  in  the  south-central  counties  resulted  in  a  series  of  high- 
way accidents  in  which  one  man  was  killed  and  at  least  14  persons  injured  in  the  Harrisburg-Chambersburg- 
Lewistown  area.  A  deep  low  pressure  system  off  the  New  England  coast  caused  strong  northerly  winds 
throughout  the  18th  and  kept  temperatures  generally  at  or  below  freezing.  The  odd  phenomenon  of  pink 
ice  on  the  river  at  Berwick  on  the  18th  was  traced  to  a  pipe  line  leak  4  miles  up  river  that  permitted 
red  gasoline  to  flow  into  the  stream  and  thus  tint  the  ice.  Moderately  cold  weather  prevailed  on  the 
19th  and  20th  until  a  brief  wave  of  warm,  moist  air  the  night  of  the  20th  brought  a  mixture  of  snow,  rain 
and  sleet  across  the  State.  Snow  squalls  continued  on  the  21st  until  evening,  when  they  ended  over  the 
southeastern  counties,  but  they  continued  through  the  22nd  over  the  mountains.  A  spell  of  fair,  cold 
weather  from  the  23rd  to  the  27th  was  interrupted  by  daytime  snow  flurries  on  the  25th  and  27th.  One  to 
3  inches  of  snow  fell  over  northwestern  counties  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  the  28th,  with  increasing 
cloudiness  spreading  over  the  southern  counties  by  evening.  Leap  Year  Day  closed  the  month  with  fair 
weather  and  moderate  temperatures. 

Temperatures  the  first  half  of  February  extended  the  consecutive  period  of  warm  weather  to  6  weeks.  In 
spite  of  mild  temperatures,  there  were  2  to  4  inches  of  ice  on  Presque  Isle  Bay  during  most  of  February. 
Above  normal  precipitation  mid-January  to  mid-February  had  nearly  saturated  much  of  the  ground,  and  freez- 
ing and  thawing  in  such  ground  has  been  hard  on  winter  grain  crops.  Snows  the  middle  of  the  month  bene- 
fited grasses  and  winter  grains,  but  were  not  general  or  persistent  enough.  Williamsport  reported  the 
ground  snow  covered  only  from  the  16th  to  the  24th.  Philadelphia  reported  that  the  total  snowfall  this 
month  was  only  a  trace.  It  is  only  the  third  time  in  67  years  that  this  has  occurred,  the  last  time  being 
in  1932.  Reading  also  reported  February  snowfall  as  the  third  lowest  of  record,  and  that  the  absence  of 
snow  cover  hindered  soil  conditioning.  Soft  ground  slowed  normal  field  activity.  Runs  of  maple  sap  pro- 
gressed, but  were  spotty.   -   C.L.R.

March  wasted  no  time  in  convincing  people  that  winter  had  not  yet  departed.  A  small  disturbance  over  east- 
ern Kentucky  at  the  close  of  February,  deepened  as  it  moved  eastward  to  Chesapeake  Bay  and  produced  general 
snow  over  the  State  on  the  1st,  with  the  heaviest  (6  to  12  inches)  in  the  southern  tier  of  counties.  Snow 
fell  at  the  rate  of  1  inch  an  hour  in  several  sections  and  slowed  traffic  to  a  virtual  crawl.  A  Harrisburg 
man  died  while  shoveling  the  heavy  snow.  In  Philadelphia  one  person  was  killed  and  4  injured  when  the  car 
driver,  blinded  by  snow,  crashed  into  a  traffic  island.  Within  12  to  15  hours  after  it  started,  the  snow 
ended  as  colder,  drier  air  came  in  from  the  northwest.  Temperatures  dropped  to  a  low  of  6°  at  Curwensville 
on  the  2nd  but  sunshine  and  somewhat  warmer  temperatures  southeast  of  the  mountains  in  the  afternoon  helped 
melt  much  of  the  heavy  snow  cover.  A  large,  slow-moving  Low  pressure  system  in  the  southwest  brought  warm, 
moist  air  aloft  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  to  Pennsylvania  to  start  more  snow  falling  over  western  counties. 
As  this  flow  of  air  increased,  the  snow  changed  to  rain  on  the  3rd,  ended  long  enough  in  the  afternoon  to 
allow  scattered  sunshine  and  then  began  again  on  the  4th.  The  cold  front  passage  that  evening  changed  the 
rain  to  mixed  snow,  sleet  and  freezing  rain,  with  thunderstorms  in  the  mountains.  Light  drizzle  falling  on 
icy  highways  near  Marysville  resulted  in  one  major  accident  with  1  man  dead  and  4  injured,  and  a  series  of 
minor  crashes  which  did  property  damage,  but  caused  no  injuries.  Near  Meyersdale,  a  power  line  was  blown 
down  over  telephone  lines,  causing  telephones  to  ring  until  friction  set  them  afire,  and  set  one  farm  house 
afire.  A  large,  cold  high  pressure  system  over  the  north-central  states  maintained  northerly  winds  and 
daily  snow  flurries  over  much  of  the  State  through  the  9th.  A  second  major  storm  system  developed  in  the 
southwest  on  the  9th  and  10th  with  warm,  moist  air  producing  rain  over  western  counties  late  in  the  after- 
noon of  the  10th.  This  storm  center  moved  northeastward  rather  than  eastward  as  on  the  1st ,  and  so  Penn- 
sylvania received  general,  heavy  rains  and  strong  winds  on  the  11th.  These  winds  were  southeasterly  35 
to  55  m.p.h.  in  the  morning,  becoming  west  and  northwest  40  to  65  m.p.h.  in  the  afternoon  following  the 
cold  front  passage  and  leaving  spotty  property  damage  over  the  State  in  their  wake.  In  this  storm,  as  in 
the  storm  of  the  1st,  the  precipitation  was  concentrated  over  a  period  of  12  to  18  hours  with  most  stations 
in  the  east  of  the  mountains  receiving  more  than  2  inches,  and  14  stations  receiving  more  than  3  inches  of 
rain.  As  a  result  of  these  rains  plus  melting  snow,  many  of  the  smaller  streams  rose  well  over  their  banks, 
covered  roads,  forced  residents  from  their  homes,  and  caused  schools  to  close.  In  central  Pennsylvania, 
newspapers  estimated  total  storm  damage  at  $300,000.  At  Meyersdale,  lowland  sections  had  2  to  6  feet  of 
water  over  them.  At  Mechanicsburg,  the  sewage  disposal  plant  was  unable  to  handle  the  drainage  as  the  water 
table  in  that  area  rose.  At  Hughesville,  Muncy  Creek  smashed  a  valve  in  the  water  supply  line  leaving  about 
2000  people  without  safe  water  and  forcing  schools  to  close.  At  Carlisle,  the  Conodoguinet  Creek  rose  above 
the  high  water  mark  of  the  Johnstown  Flood  year.  Many  autos  were  stranded  in  flood  waters  and  many  homes 
in  the  Conodoguinet,  Yellow  Breeches,  Muncy,  Lycoming  and  Swatera  Creek  Valleys  were  inundated  by  flood 
waters.  The  12th  was  sunny  and  pleasant,  and  marked  the  gradual  approach  of  Spring.  Rain  mixed  with  sleet 
reappeared  early  on  the  13th,  changing  to  rain  during  the  morning.  Muddy  rain  on  this  date,  was  traceable 
to  the  duststorms  of  the  12th  in  Oklahoma  and  Kansas.  Northwest  winds  sent  afternoon  temperatures  on  the 
14th  down  as  much  as  20°  to  30°  below  those  of  the  13th  in  western  and  extreme  southeastern  counties. 
Mostly  cloudy,  cold  and  scattered  snow  flurries  was  the  description  of  the  weather  of  the  15th  and  16th. 
The  brief  interlude  of  fair  weather  the  next  2  days  was  followed  by  mixed  rain  and  snow  from  the  evening 
of  the  18th  to  the  evening  of  the  19th.  Then  another  surge  of  mild  weather  sent  temperatures  into  the  60s 
and  70s  for  two  days  and  helped  melt  much  of  the  snow  cover.  Again  on  the  22nd,  temperatures  were  down  20° 
to  30°  below  the  preceding  day  with  general  rains  which  continued  into  the  afternoon  of  the  23rd.  Scattered 
rain  and  snow  showers  on  the  24th  came  from  small  coastal  disturbances,  and  tended  to  mark  the  end  of  March's 
storminess.  Fair  weather  with  seasonal  ups  and  downs  of  temperature  the  remainder  of  the  month  was  interrup- 
ted briefly  on  the  29th  with  showers  and  snow  flurries,  and  on  the  31st  with  scattered  showers.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 

April  was  wet  and  warm.  It  was  the  second  wettest  of  record,  exceeded  only  by  1929  (6.12  inches).  Nearly  three-fourths  of 
the  area  from  Adams,  Schuylkill  and  Pike  Counties  southeastward  had  monthly  totals  in  excess  of  3  inches,  with  7  stations 
recording  over  10  Inches  of  rainfall.  The  11.82  inches  total  at  Long  Pond  set  a  new  record  for  April.  This  was  the  wettest 
April  of  record  at  Reading  WB  City  and  Allentown,  the  second  wettest  of  record  at  Scranton,  and  the  fourth  wettest  of  record 
at  Harrisburg.  The  rains  of  the  last  8  days  of  the  month  thoroughly  saturated  the  eastern  half  of  the  State,  and  in  the 
Philadelphia  area  there  was  general  flooding  on  the  Perkiomen  Creek  on  the  28th,  with  little  damage  except  for  traffic  detours 
due  to  water  on  the  highways.  In  Cumberland  County  these  rains  raised  ground  water  levels  above  the  surface  in  several  areas, 
flooded  cellars,  and  interfered  with  the  operation  of  the  Hechanicsburg  Sewage  Disposal  Plant.  In  sharp  contrast,  the  area 
west  of  Fayette,  Indiana  and  Potter  Counties  averaged  less  than  4  inches  for  the  month,  with  Albion  recording  the  least,  1.82 
inches.  Mt .  Pocono  2  N  AP  recorded  3.25  Inches  on  the  5th  for  the  greatest  single  day's  precipitation.  Snowfall  averaged 
more  than  any  April  since  1944,  with  a  maximum  fall  of  9.0  inches  at  Titusville,  and  a  maximum  depth  on  the  ground  of  5  Inches 
at  Blairsville  6  ENE  and  Springs  1  SW.  Only  2  stations  east  of  a  line  from  Somerset  County  to  McKean  County  reported  more  than 
one  inch  of  snowfall  for  the  month.  This  was  the  warmest  April  in  4  years,  and  was  the  first  time  in  7  years  that  temperatures 
reached  90  degrees,  which  occurred  on  the  22nd  at  Artemas  and  Uauch  Chunk  1  SW.  The  minimum  for  the  month  was  17  degrees  on 
the  12th  at  Pleasant  Mount  1  W.  Mean  temperatures  for  the  month  ranged  from  56.8  degrees  at  Marcus  Hook  to  44. t>  degrees  at 
Kane  1  NNE.  The  Monongahela  Valley  and  the  counties  southeast  of  the  ridges  averaged  above  52  degrees  for  the  month,  while 
the  north-central  and  extreme  northeastern  counties  averaged  less  than  48  degrees.  Degree  day  totals  ranged  from  less  than 
300  in  the  Philadelphia  area  to  500  in  Somerset  County,  the  northwestern  mountains  and  extreme  northeastern  counties.  April 
was  notable  for  its  storminess  and  variety  of  phenomena.  Thunderstorms  occurred  on  15  days,  hail  on  7,  sleet  on  4,  and  glaze 
on  5  days.  The  aurora  borealis  was  reported  on  3  days.  A  series  of  small  tornadoes  occurred  on  the  5th  from  York  County  to 
Monroe  County.   An  earthquake  was  reported  from  Marcus  Hook  on  the  22nd. 

Thundershowers  on  the  1st  and  2nd  set  the  general  pattern  for  the  month.  A  brief  interval  of  fair  weather  on  the  3rd  was 
followed  by  rainy,  warm  weather  on  the  4th,  5th  and  6th  with  scattered  tornadoes  on  the  5th  from  Waynesboro  to  Stroudsburg. 
Rainfall  totalled  1  to  2  Inches  in  the  Susquehanna  River  basin  for  this  period,  with  lesser  amounts  elsewhere.  Cloudy  and 
colder  weather  on  the  6th  with  afternoon  temperatures  20  degrees  lower  than  the  previous  day  ushered  in  snow  showers  in  the 
mountains,  with  some  snow  plows  being  used  in  the  Somerset -Donegal  sector  of  the  Pennsylvania  Turnpike  on  the  7th.  Icy  roads 
resulted  in  a  trailer  truck  overturning  on  the  Turnpike.  A  two-day  interval  of  milder  weather  ended  with  the  cold  front 
passage  in  the  late  afternoon  and  evening  of  the  10th,  accompanied  by  showers  and  thundershowers.  Fair,  colder  weather  on 
the  11th  was  followed  by  chilly  rainy  weather  the  12th  and  13th.  A  low  pressure  system  moved  northeastward  across  Pennsylvania 
on  the  14th  with  70-degree  temperatures  over  the  eastern  sections  that  afternoon,  but  turning  colder  again  that  night.  The 
15th  was  cool  with  rain  and  snow  in  the  mountains.  Snowfall  was  most  active  in  and  near  Venango  County  where  the  total  fall 
amounted  to  5  to  8  inches.  This  was  about  the  last  worthwhile  snow  of  the  season.  Rainfall  totals  for  the  13th  to  the  16th 
ranged  from  2  to  3-1/2  inches  in  Clearfield  and  Centre  Counties,  and  from  2  to  3  inches  in  the  Pleasant  Mount,  Allentown,  York 
triangle.  The  finest  week  of  spring  began  on  the  17th  and  continued  through  the  22nd,  with  temperatures  reaching  the  seventies 
and  eighties  nearly  every  day.  This  provided  a  much  needed  interlude  for  catching  up  on  farm  and  garden  activity.  The  cold 
front  passage  on  the  23rd  resulted  in  afternoon  temperatures  west  of  the  mountains  being  30  to  35  degrees  colder  than  the 
previous  day.  This  chilly  weather  with  nearly  steady  rain  persisted  over  the  southeastern  counties  of  the  State  into  the  29th, 
but  the  north  and  west  portions  enjoyed  considerably  drier  and  somewhat  milder  weather  during  this  period.  Six-day  rainfall 
totals  ending  the  morning  of  the  29th  ranged  from  2  to  over  6  inches  from  Altoona ,  Selinsgrove  and  Avoca  southeastward.  Clear- 
ing skies  the  afternoon  of  the  29th  brought  in  sunny,  mild  weather  with  moderate  to  fresh  northerly  winds  for  the  30th. 

According  to  the  summary  of  the  Federal-State  Crop  Reporting  Service,  excessive  moisture  during  April  caused  some  grain  to  turn 
yellow.  Late  planted  fields  of  winter  wheat  and  barley  showed  effects  of  winter-kill,  and  abandonment  appeared  to  be  greater 
than  usual.  Frosts  occurred  during  the  month,  but  damage  was  light,  as  little  vegetative  growth  had  been  made.  Favorable 
weather  gave  legumes  and  grasses  a  good  start.  Fruit  was  in  bloom  in  all  areas,  and  peaches  and  sweet  cherries  in  the  south 
had  set  fruit.  Freeze  damage  was  especially  light,  and  prospects  continued  for  a  heavy  set  of  fruit,  although  pollination 
was  slowed  by  cool,  wet  weather. 

The  Storm  of  April  5.  1952 

A  trough  of  low  pressure  moved  eastward  across  Pennsylvania  on  April  5.   The  cold  front  attending  this  trough  became  re-ene' 
gized  as  it  approached  the  Franklin  County  area.   Active  thunderstorms  and  strong,  gusty  winds  developed  first  in  this  county 
about  noontime  and  spread  east  and  northeastward,  reaching  the  Delaware  River  in  the  Stroudsburg  area  about  4:30  p.m.   Hit- 
skip  tornado  activity  was  first  noted  in  the  York  area,  reappearing  in  sections  of  Dauphin,  Lancaster,  Schuylkill  and  Monroe 
Counties  later  in  the  afternoon.   In  Waynesboro,  two  concrete  block  buildings  were  severely  damaged  with  a  loss  estimated  at 
$4500.   In  Gettysburg,  one  man  was  injured,  a  church  was  unroofed  with  one  of  its  walls  blown  down,  several  other  buildings 
were  damaged,  and  4000  chicks  were  lost.   York  County  suffered  the  greatest  monetary  loss.   Total  damages  over  the  State  from 
this  day's  storms  are  estimated  to  be  near  $2,000,000.   In  the  City  of  York,  several  factory  roofs  were  blown  off  and  carried 
some  distance  away.   Others  had  portions  of  walls  blown  down  or  damaged;  chimneys  were  toppled,  in  one  instance  crashing 
through  3  floors  of  a  building;  a  greenhouse  was  twisted  and  1000  panes  of  glass  broken,  and  many  more  barns,  garages  and 
houses  throughout  York  and  York  County  suffered  lesser  wind  damage.   Civilian  Defense  units  were  called  out  to  patrol  areasj 
of  greatest  damage.   Four  persons  were  injured  in  the  York  area.   At  Wrightsville,  show  windows  were  broken,  a  corner  ripped- 
from  a  boathouse ,  and  a  chimney  blown  through  the  roof  of  a  church.   In  Steelton,  a  building  roof  was  lifted  and  tossed  onto 
a  bus  and  into  store  windows,  while  a  coal  shed  roof  was  picked  up  and  blown  through  power  lines  which  led  to  3  suburbs.   Three 
persons  were  injured  in  this  area.   At  Lawnton,  a  man  was  carried  100  feet  into  the  air,  spun  around,  bumped  by  the  roof  he 
had  been  on,  then  dropped  across  light  wires  and  into  a  fallen  tree  before  hitting  the  ground.

200  feet  of  retaining  wall  and  flooded  basements  of  a  power  plant  and  a  paper  mill.  Spotty  wind  damage  occurred  in  many  other] 
local  areas  in  the  southeastern  counties  of  the  State.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 

May  was  cool  and  wet.  It  was  only  the  4th  time  since  1888  when  temperatures  failed  to  reach  90°  at  a  Pennsylvania 
Station  in  May.  Temperature  extremes  for  the  month  were  88°  on  the  5th  at  Claysville  and  20°  on  the  3rd  at  Kane, 
while  mean  temperatures  for  the  month  ranged  from  63.7°  at  Marcus  Hook  to  49.8°  at  Kane.  This  was  the  coolest  May 
since  1945  and  recorded  the  largest  monthly  temperature  deficiency  in  6  months.  Degree  day  totals  ranged  from  under 
100  in  the  Marcus  Hook  area  to  over  400  in  Mckean  County  and  at  Donegal.  This  was  the  wettest  May  in  5  years  with 
precipitation  totals  ranging  from  8.70  inches  at  Kregar  to  3.52  at  West  Hickory.  There  was  no  general  area  of  ex- 
treme wetness  or  extreme  dryness,  but  the  southwestern  mountains  in  general  received  the  bulk  of  the  heavy  rains. 
The  average  snowfall  for  the  state  was  measurable  for  the  first  time  in  5  years.  Except  for  a  narrow  band  of  measur- 
able snowfall  from  Titusville  to  Coudersport  the  fall  was  restricted  to  occasional  traces.  Titusville  reported  the 
highest  monthly  total,  5.0  inches.  Thunderstorms  were  plentiful  during  the  month,  being  reported  on  19  days.  Hail 
was  noted  on  5  days,  sleet  on  4,  and  snowfall  on  2  days  (5th  and  12th).  The  aurora  borealis  was  reported  on  the 
7th  from  Pimple  Hill  and  on  the  26th  from  Greenville,  while  a  double  rainbow  was  reported  from  Watsontown  on  the 
25th.  Little  or  no  frost  was  reported  south  of  a  line  from  Greenville  through  Franklin,  Dubois,  State  College, 
Williamsport ,  Gratz,  Strausstown  and  Stroudsburg.  Elsewhere  there  were  almost  daily  reports  at  various  substations 
through  the  first  half  of  the  month.  In  spite  of  the  generous  rainfall,  there  were  many  brush  fires  and  a  few 
forest  fires,  mainly  on  the  5th,  6th  and  7th.  Rainfall  the  remainder  of  the  month  resulted  in  rises  on  most  rivers 
about  the  11th,  20th  and  25th,  but  no  flooding  or  damage  of  consequence  was  reported. 

The  meteorological  spring  (March,  April  and  May)  was  cool  and  wet.  Temperature  averaged  48.0°  which  was  0.6°  below 
normal.  Precipitation  totaled  15.91  inches  (4.94  inches  above  normal)  which  was  the  wettest  of  record.  The  total 
precipitation  for  the  eastern  section  averaged  17.18  inches,  also  the  wettest  of  record,  while  the  western  counties 
totaled  13.78  inches,  which  was  not  of  record  proportions.  At  Harrisburg,  the  spring  rainfall  totaled  10  inches 
more  in  1952  than  in  1951. 

May  opened  auspiciously  with  generally  sunny  skies,  but  with  chilly  temperatures,  especially  in  the  northeast,  al- 
though high  ground  water  levels  persisted  on  the  first  of  May  in  portions  of  Adams,  York  and  Cumberland  counties, 
with  scores  of  cellars  still  flooded  and  several  roads  covered  with  shallow  layers  of  surface  water.  Cool  weather 
with  near  or  sub-freezing  temperatures  persisted  through  the  4th  with  moderate  to  fresh  northwest  winds  and  low 
humidity,  which  rapidly  dried  soils  and  forest  ground  cover.  Thousands  of  forested  acres  were  burned  before  fires 
were  brought  under  control  and  extinguished.  Although  much  property  was  threatened  by  these  fires,  very  little 
damage  to  buildings  was  reported  due  to  the  remote  areas  which  were  burned  and  to  the  prompt  attention  by  the  dis- 
trict foresters.  Moderating  temperatures  with  light  rain  spread  into  western  counties  the  evening  of  the  4th,  and 
on  the  5th  a  warm  front  moved  northeastward  across  the  state,  attended  by  thundershowers  and  hail.  Temperatures  on 
the  6th  were  10  to  25  degrees  warmer  than  the  previous  day,  and  the  7th  was  sunny  with  gusty  northwest  winds.  This 
marked  the  end  of  reasonably  fair  May  weather,  Cloudy  skies  and  cool  temperatures  with  scattered  showers  were  general 
on  the  8th,  9th  and  10th  with  locally  heavy  rains  and  thunderstorms  in  eastern  Pennsylvania  on  the  afternoon  and 
evening  of  the  11th.  Precipitation  totals  on  this  date  ranged  from  1.0  to  2.4  inches.  Cloudy,  cool  weather  con- 
tinued with  scattered  showers  and  thundershowers  until  the  morning  of  the  15th.  A  northward-moving  warm  front  on 
this  date  raised  Pennsylvania's  temperatures  to  80°  in  southern  counties  for  the  first  time  in  10  days,  but  these 
were  short-lived  as  a  cold  front  in  the  afternoon  sent  temperatures  back  down  to  the  50's.  Showers  reappeared  in 
southwestern  counties  the  evening  of  the  16th  and  over  much  of  the  state  on  the  17th  and  18th.  A  second  disturbance 
spread  rain  over  the  state  again  on  the  19th,  with  the  20th  being  cloudy,  cool  and  rainy  all  day  as  one  disturbance 
centered  over  Ohio  and  another  over  the  New  Jersey  coast  brought  in  a  continuous  flow  of  moist  air.  This  rainy 
spell  ended  the  morning  of  the  21st  to  usher  in  a  two-day  intermission  of  milder  weather  so  that  temperatures  could 
again  rise  to  near  80°  for  the  first  time  in  8  days.  Warm  front  rains  oh  the  24th  averaged  1  to  2  inches  with 
scattered  thundershowers  in  the  southwestern  mountains.  These  rains  ended  the  morning  of  the  25th,  but  were  follow- 
ed by  locally  heavy  thunderstorms  and  some  hail  that  evening.  Locally  heavy  rains  in  the  Harrisburg  area  on  the 
25th  flooded  some  basements  and  made  lakes  of  many  intersections.  Rainfall  was  so  heavy  for  a  brief  period  that 
cars  were  forced  to  pull  to  the  side  of  the  road  for  lack  of  visibility.  Another  brief  spell  of  sunny,  mild  weather 
attempted  to  gain  control  in  Pennsylvania  on  the  27th  and  28th,  but  was  dispelled  by  a  cold  front  from  the  north- 
west by  night  of  the  28th  and  morning  of  the  29th.  Cloudy,  showery  weather  continued  on  the  30th  with  the  showers 
spreading  from  the  eastern  counties  westward  into  the  mountains  as  far  as  Blairsville  on  easterly  winds  from  a  dis- 
turbance off  the  Atlantic  coast. 

The  following  is  a  digest  of  the  weekly  weather  and  crop  report  collected  and  summarized  by  the  Federal-State  Crop 
Reporting  Service.  The  first  week  was  dry  in  northwestern  counties,  but  most  outdoor  work  was  delayed  until  the  end 
of  the  week  in  southeastern  areas  due  to  wet  ground.   Frost  occurred  almost  daily,  but  did  little  damage  because 
only  hardy  growth  was  active.   Winter  grains  improved.   General  rains  of  up  to  5  inches  the  second  week  replenished 
soil  moisture,  helped  vegetal  growth,  and  aided  the  sizing  of  early  set  fruit.   Freezing  temperatures  were  again, 
reported  in  northern  counties,  but  little  damage  resulted.   Fruit  bloom  was  heavy.   The  third  week  was  cool  and  wet, 
and  hindered  planting,  field  work,  spraying  and  development  of  corn  and  grains,  with  some  fields  showing  poor  color- 
ing.  Daytime  maxima  this  week  averaged  9  degrees  below  normal.  The  4th  week  was  cool  and  wet,  as  rainfall  averaged 
3  times  normal.   Field  work  and  spraying  continued  to  be  hampered  while  some  seed  rotted  in  the  ground.   The  set  of) 
fruit  was  reported  good,  and  all  fruit  was  sizing  well.   The  last  few  days  of  the  month  were  wet,  and  scab  was  re-, 
ported  in  orchards.   Sunshine  was  needed  to  help  tender  crops  and  to  promote  good  growth  of  all  crops.  -  C  L.R.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 

The  month  was  dry  and  warm  and  closely  paralleled  June  1949.  It  was  the  2nd  driest  of  record,  exceeded  only  by  1949, 
the  11th  warmest  of  record  and  the  warmest  since  1949.  The  prolonged  dry  spell  lasting  throughout  the  month  in  all 
except  a  few  southwestern  localities  stunted  growth  and  development  of  crops,  dried  up  small  streams,  and  browned  or 
burned  pastures.  Only  the  southwestern  counties  and  northeastern  Poconos  had  more  than  3  inches  of  rain.  Thus  about 
a  dozen  stations  in  the  southwest  and  Matamoras  in  the  east,  reported  more  than  normal  precipitation.  The  greatest 
monthly  total  was  7.79  inches  at  Greensburg  3  SE  and  the  least  was  0.31  inches  at  Selinsgrove  CAA  AP.  The  Susquehanna 
River  Basin  Stations  generally  reported  less  than  one  inch  rainfall.  Heat  was  a  major  problem,  especially  during  the 
latter  half  of  the  month.  Every  reporting  station  reached  at  least  90°  during  the  month,  and  27  stations  reached 
100°  or  more.  The  extremes  were  104°  at  Newport  on  the  27th  and  30°  at  Kane  1  NNE  on  the  2nd.  This  was  the  5th  year 
since  1888  that  temperatures  have  reached  104°  in  June.  Monthly  mean  temperatures  ranged  from  76.1°  at  Marcus  Hook 
to  63.0°  at  Pleasant  Mount  1  W.  Thunderstorms  were  numerous,  having  been  reported  on  21  days,  and  hailstorms  were 
also  rather  frequent,  having  been  reported  on  11  days,  but  their  effect  was  not  general  enough  to  relieve  the  dryness. 
At  least  6  stations  reported  frost  on  the  2nd,  13th  or  20th. 

Showery  weather  slowly  spread  eastward  across  the  State  on  the  first  with  the  cooler  drier  air  following  it,  sending 
temperatures  down  to  35°  to  45°  over  northwestern  sections  the  morning  of  the  2nd.  Frost  was  reported  in  several 
localities.  Clear  skies  and  moderating  temperatures  prevailed  the  next  two  days  until  another  cold  front,  attended 
by  thunderstorms  east  of  Harrisburg  and  Williamsport ,  moved  across  the  State  on  the  afternoon  of  the  4th.  Chilly 
morning  temperatures  were  common  in  the  northern  counties  and  mountain  sections  on  the  5th  and  6th,  although  after- 
noon temperatures  generally  climbed  to  near  80.  Temperatures  again  fell  into  the  40's  and  low  50's  on  the  morning  of 
the  8th,  but  moderated  considerably  on  the  9th.  The  evening  of  the  8th,  a  series  of  four  thunderstorms  hit  Erie 
County.  Three  persons  were  drowned  when  their  boat  was  capsized  by  wind  and  waves  5  miles  off  shore.  The  same  wind 
picked  up  sand  along  the  peninsula,  hurled  it  against  the  multitude  of  cars  along  the  drive,  damaging  paint  finishes 
on  them.  The  Presque  Isle  Coast  Guard  Unit  reported  winds  up  to  70  miles  per  hour.  Lightning,  high  winds  and  hail 
caused  much  damage  to  power  lines,  roofs,  chimneys,  small  farm  buildings,  truck  patches  and  corn.  Hailstones  were 
reported  as  large  as  one  inch  in  diameter.  The  heaviest  damage  was  from  Girard  to  Presque  Isle  and  in  the  Wattsburg 
area.  In  sharp  contrast  to  this,  a  man  collapsed  from  sunstroke  in  Chambersburg  that  afternoon.  A  weakening  cold 
front  became  nearly  stationary  east-west  across  the  State  on  the  9th,  with  scattered  thundershowers  along  and  ahead 
of  the  front  in  the  afternoon.  A  plane  pilot  reported  heavy  hail  in  the  Avoca  area  as  he  flew  over  there  about  noon- 
time. Morning  temperatures  continued  in  the  low  50's  in  northern  counties  through  the  11th,  and  dropped  into  the  40's 
on  the  12th,  13th  and  14th,  with  frost  reported  in  north-central  counties  the  morning  of  the  13th.  Afternoon  temp- 
eratures still  continued  to  reach  the  70's  during  this  period.  Warm  weather  made  its  presence  known  the  afternoon  of 
the  14th,  and  especially  in  the  afternoon  of  the  15th,  when  temperatures  were  in  the  90's  from  Pittsburgh  to  Williams- 
port,  Allentown  and  Philadelphia,  reaching  97°  at  Williamsport  and  Middletown.  The  16th  and  17th  continued  this  warm 
phase  with  a  high  of  100°  reported  at  Williamsport  on  the  17th.  Scattered  light  showers  and  scattered  thunderstorms 
were  ineffectual  in  relieving  this  extreme  warmth  until  northwesterly  breezes  brought  temperatures  back  down  into  the 
80 's  on  the  18th.  The  cold  front  passage  southeastward  across  the  State  on  the  19th  resulted  in  numerous  thunder- 
storms, many  of  them  with  heavy  showers,  gusty  winds  and  sometimes  hail.  The  Chambersburg-Harrisburg-Allentown  area 
was  hardest  hit  that  evening,  with  damage  to  trees,  utility  lines,  and  some  buildings.  At  Fredericksburg,  the  roof 
and  entire  second  story  of  a  cement  block  building  was  blown  off,  and  4000  prize  chickens  were  scattered  over  adjacent 
fields.  Chilly  temperatures  returned  to  northern  counties  with  many  readings  again  in  the  30's  and  40*s  th°  morning 
of  the  20th,  with  frost  reported  in  local  areas  in  the  north-central  counties.  Showery  weather  on  the  21st  continued 
on  the  22nd,  culminating  in  a  series  of  thunderstorms  and  heavy  rains  in  the  Pittsburgh  area,  causing  an  estimated 
property  damage  of  $500,000.  The  Weather  Bureau  Office  in  Pittsburgh  recorded  0.92  inch  rainfall  in  10  minutes  and 
Sharpsburg  3.40  inches  in  6  hours,  and  this  was  not  necessarily  the  center  of  the  heaviest  rain.  These  thunderstorms 
struck  in  three  waves  -  at  approximately  3  p.m.,  6  p.m.  and  10  p.m.  Many  streets  had  water,  mud  and  debris  flowing 
6  feet  deep.  Thousands  of  homes  were  flooded,  scores  of  autos  submerged,  walls  shattered,  gardens  washed  out,  build- 
ing equipment  damaged  and  utility  service  disrupted.  Landslides  were  reported  in  many  sections  of  the  city,  and  per- 
sons were  still  being  rescued  from  marooned  cars  two  hours  after  the  storm  struck.  Low  cloudiness  and  occasional 
showers  covered  eastern  and  central  Pennsylvania  all  day  on  the  23rd,  with  temperatures  remaining  in  the  low  60's, 
but  west  of  the  mountains  sunshine  sent  temperatures  rising  as  high  as  86°  at  Pittsburgh  and  Erie.  This  warm  air 
spread  into  central  and  eastern  Pennsylvania  about  noon  of  the  24th,  sending  temperatures  to  the  upper  80 's.  The 
25th  to  the  27th  was  the  hottest  period  of  the  month,  with  temperatures  reaching  100°  on  the  25th,  104  on  the  26th, 
and  receding  slightly  to  the  mid-nineties  on  the  27th.  During  this  three-day  heat  wave,  12  persons  died  and  scores 
were  prostrated  from  the  100-degree  heat.  Overnight  temperatures  during  this  spell  frequently  remained  between  75 
and  80  degrees,  especially  in  the  southeastern  counties.  More  comfortable  overnight  temperatures  spread  over  the 
State  on  the  evening  of  the  27th,  but  afternoon  temperatures  continued  in  the  80's  and  low  90's  at  most  stations 
through  the  29th.  The  afternoon  of  the  29th,  thunderstorms  attended  by  high  winds  and  hail  were  active  in  the  Cham- 
bersburg-Shippensburg  area,  where  hail  damaged  grains,  crops  and  orchards,  and  winds  unroofed  sheds,  overturned  silos 
and  did  further  damage  to  crops.  In  the  Harrisburg  area,  4  persons  were  overcome  by  the  heat  before  thunderstorms 
brought  relief,  and  the  high  winds  and  rain  attending  them  damaged  trees,  forced  cancellation  of  auto  races,  and  over- 
turned some  farm  buildings.  The  Pittsburgh-Greensburg  area  received  another  severe  blow  from  thunderstorms,  high 
winds  and  heavy  rains  the  afternoon  of  the  29th.  A  Duquesne  Light  Company  spokesman  reported  more  wires  down  than 
in  any  previous  storm  in  the  company's  history.  One  thousand  telephone  lines  were  reported  out  in  Pittsburgh  and 
3000  out  in  Greensburg.  High  water  and  mud  again  disrupted  trolley  service.  Winds  blew  down  a  600-foot  hangar  in 
Monroeville,  crushed  19  planes,  capsized  6  river  craft,  and  felled  scores  of  trees.  Large  sections  of  Pittsburgh 
were  seriously  affected  by  power  failures  as  a  result  of  these  storms.  The  cold  front  which  moved  southward  across 
Pennsylvania  early  on  the  30th  brought  relief  from  the  heat  and  humidity  of  the  last  week  of  the  month,  with  inch 
rains  from  thunderstorms  in  the  south-central  counties. 


Based  on  information  supplied  by  the  Federal-State  Crop  Reporting  Service,  lack  of  sunshine  and  below  normal  tempera- 
tures slowed  growth  of  tender  crops  at  the  beginning  of  the  month,  but  generous  sunshine  and  above  normal  temperatures 
the  following  3  weeks  resulted  in  good  vegetative  growth.  Lack  of  rainfall  became  noticeable  about  the  middle  of 
the  month,  and  with  the  advent  of  extreme  summer  temperatures  during  the  last  week,  topsoil  moisture  was  steadily 
depleted,  so  that  many  crops  slowed  their  development,  many  pastures  dried  up,  and  small  streams  were  becoming  nearly 
dry.

WEATHER   SUMMARY 


July  was  warm  and  wet,  the  warmest  since  1949,  with 
four  stations  reaching  100°.  In  contrast,  four  sta- 
tions also  reported  temperatures  below  40°.  Mean  tem- 
peratures for  the  State  ranged  from  80.9°  at  Philadel- 
phia Drexel  Institute  to  68.1°  at  Kane  1  NNE.  Nearly 
half  of  the  temperature  reporting  stations  recorded 
15  or  more  days  with  temperatures  90°  or  higher,  and 
10  stations  reported  20  or  more  days  with  temperatures 
90°  or  higher.  Only  a  half-dozen  stations  in  the 
northeastern  mountains  failed  to  reach  90°  this  month. 
Only  six  stations  to  the  west  of  a  boundary  line  through 
Chambersburg ,  Williamsport  and  Leroy  had  more  than  5 
inches  of  rain  for  the  month,  while  to  the  east  barely 
25  stations  reported  less  than  5  inches.  In  the  north- 
eastern counties,  16  stations  reported  totals  between 
9  and  13  inches  for  the  month.  Thunderstorms  occurred 
over  the  State  on  23  days,  with  hail  reported  on  8. 
Sunshine  percentages  reached  the  high  values  of  62  to 
78  percent  of  possible.  The  rainfall  extremes  were 
12.83  inches  at  Freeland  and  1.15  inches  at  Kegg. 
Thunderstorms,  high  winds,  heavy  rains  and  two  tor- 
nadoes reaped  a  heavy  toll  of  damage  to  properties  and 
crops  during  the  month.  A  faint  aurora  borealis  dis- 
play was  noted  on  the  25th  and  26th  from  Pimple  Hill. 
The  heavy  rains  of  July  8-10  relieved  the  extended  dry 
spell    that    began   the    end   of  May. 

Moderate  high  pressure  over  the  New  England  and  Middle 
Atlantic  states  provided  a  welcome  period  of  moderate 
temperatures  and  low  humidity  until  the  afternoon  of 
the  3rd,  when  a  series  of  thunderstorms,  some  heavy, 
occurred  with  the  passage  of  a  squall  line.  Additional 
showers  fell  on  the  4th  as  the  cold  front  moved  east- 
ward, and  a  second  mass  of  air  with  moderate  tempera- 
tures and  humidity  allowed  for  comfortable  nights  and 
warm  afternoons  until  the  7th,  when  southeast  winds 
brought  more  humid  air  into  the  State.  The  heavy  rains 
of  the  8th  to  10th  over  eastern  counties  are' discussed 
in  detail  in  a  separate  paragraph.  The  cool  air  mass 
following  these  rains  brought  the  lowest  temperatures 
of  the  month  to  Pennsylvania  on  the  10th  and  11th  with 
the  fair  weather  holding  through  the  14th,  although  tem- 
peratures and  humidity  rose  to  uncomfortable  levels  on 
the  14th.  Beginning  with  the  15th,  thunderstorms  were 
of  nearly  daily  occurrence  for  the  next  two  weeks,  as 
high  pressure  over  the  south  Atlantic  and  Gulf  of  Mexico 
fed  warm,  moist  tropical  air  northward  to  Pennsylvania. 
Thunderstorms  on  the  15th  in  the  Philadelphia  area  had 
winds  up  to  55  miles  per  hour,  and  near  Park  Place  on 
the  21st  winds  reached  72  miles  per  hour  from  the  north 
with  "gusts  to  90  miles  per  hour  during  one  of  the  ac- 
tive thunderstorms.  Lightning  struck  and  fired  a  barn 
near  Bloser'ville  on  the  18th,  killed  a  number  oflcattle, 
fired  a  haystack,  while  hail  attending  the  storm  damaged 
corn  fields'.  On  the  19th,  lightning  fired  a  barn  near 
Newville,  destroying  the  contents.  The  morning  of  the 
19th  a  tornado  hit-skipped  across  the  Beaverdam-Corry 
area,  ripped  off  a  church  belfry,  twisted  the  building 
on  its  foundations  and  damaged  a  section  of  a  factory 
building.  The  Allentown-Philadelphia  area  was  hit  by 
thunderstorms  on  the  20th  with  damage  to  roofs,  trees, 
wires,  trolley  cars  and  automobiles.  Central  Pennsyl- 
vania was  the  center  of  storm  activity  on  the  21st  when 
three  persbns  were  struck  by  lightning  and  injured, 
and  one  person  was  injured  when  struck  by  a  falling 
tree.  Heavy  rains  attending  these  storms  washed  out 
some  roads,  four  bridges,  fields  and  gardens  in  the 
Berwick  area.  Farther  north  in  Bardford  and  Sullivan 
counties ,  more  than  40  head  of  cattle  were  killed  by 
lightning  on  various  farms,  several  barns  and  one  home 
were  struck  and  fired  by  lightning,  and  high  winds  blew 
down  a  garage  and  damaged  crops.  The  afternoon  of  the 
23rd  saw  more  thunderstorm  activity  with  a  Lancaster  man 
killed  by  lightning,  while  a  Lebanon  man  died  from  the 
effects  of  the  heat.      In  Lewistown,    a  tornado   ripped  off 


half  the  roof  of  a  building,  demolished  several  silos, 
damaged  crops  and  ripped  a  carriage  away  from  the  horse 
that  was  pulling  it,  yet  no  injuries  were  reported.  The 
Johnstown,  Latrobe,  Pittsburgh  area  was  hard  hit  by 
thunderstorms  on  the  28th  with  damages  exceeding 
$100,000.  The  storms  came  in  three  sections,  about  3 
p.m.,  4  p.m.,  and  11  p.m.  In  Johnstown,  one  person 
was  killed  and  two  injured  in  the  storms.  The  winds, 
up  to  62  miles  per  hour,  caused  great  damage  to  trees 
and  utility  lines,  caused  a  warehouse  roof  to  collapse 
injuring  four  persons,  and  blocked  highways  with  debris. 
Flooded  streets  were  common  in  many  sections  of  the 
cities.  The  following  day,  a  thunderstorm  in  Ellwood 
City  resulted  in  the  death  of  one  person  and  injury  to 
two  others  when  lightning  struck  their  home.  The  cold 
front  passage  on  the  29th  provided  slow  clearing  and  a 
return  to  less  humid  conditions  as  the  month  ended.  The 
area  southeast  of  the  mountains  was  frequently  in  warm 
air  masses  which  kept  overnight  temperatures  in  the 
seventies  and  occasionally  in  the  low  eighties,  causing 
much  discomfort.  The  final  storms  of  the  month  on  the 
31st  were  most  damaging  in  ths  Harrisburg-Lykens  area, 
where  high  winds  downed  trees  and  utility  lines, 
blocked  highways  with  debris,  and  heavy  rains  caused 
temporary    local    flooding. 

Heavy   Rains   of    July   8-10.    1952 

A  weak,  low  pressure  trough  was  over  the  Middle  Atlantic 
states  on  the  8th  of  July.  This,  coupled  with  the  form- 
ation of  a  moderate  low  pressure  system  over  Delaware 
Bay  and  the  slowing  down  of  a  frontal  system  over  east- 
ern Pennsylvania  on  the  9th,  developed  the  setting  for 
general  and  continuous  heavy  rain  over  the  eastern  third 
of  the  State.  The  cool  air  behind  the  decelerating  cold 
front  had  temperatures  5  to  10  degrees  lower  than  the 
dewpoint  of  the  air  to  the  east  of  the  frontal  system. 
With  the  development  of  the  low  pressure  center  in  the 
Delaware  Bay  area,  the  inflow  of  moist  air  from  the  At- 
lantic met  the  cool  continental  air  in  sharp  conflict; 
at  the  same  time  the  air  was  forced  to  ascend  orograph- 
ically  over  the  Poconos.  The  continued  heavy  rains  pro- 
duced by  these  processes  totalled  generally  3  inches  or 
more  east  of  the  line  through  Arendtsville  ,  Millville 
and  Montrose.  At  least  20  stations  in  the  area  between 
Port  Clinton  and  Equinunk  recorded  more  than  6  inches 
of  rainfall  during  this  storm  and  5  stations  (Lakeville 
1  N,  Paupack,  Mount  Pocono  2  N  AP,  Long  Pond  and  Pimple 
Hill)  recorded  from  9.00  to  9.72  inches  for  the  storm. 
Lakeville  1  N  reported  9.29  inches  in  about  36  hours, 
and  also  reported  the  greatest  24-hour  total  for  the 
month,  7.21  inches  on  the  10th.  These  heavy  rains  re- 
sulted in  property  damage  in  excess  of  one-half  million 
dollars  in  the  area  from  Wayne  to  Lehigh  counties. 
Flash  floods  occurred  on  smaller  streams  in  this  area, 
and  4  persons  were  drowned.  The  excessive  rains  started 
landslides,  washed  out  roads,  railroads,  gardens  and 
farm  lands.  A  shoe  factory  near  Honesdale  was  severely 
damaged  when   the   Dyberry    River    flooded. 


The  Federal-State  Crop  Reporting  Service  summed  up  July 
and  its  effects  as  being  favorable  dor  storing  a  good 
quality  hay  and  harvest  of  grain,  with  good  yields  of 
wheat,  barley  and  rye.  Harvesting  of  oats  was  nearing 
completion.  However,  potatoes,  fruit  and  vegetable 
crops  found  the  month  too  hot  and  dry,  although  harvest- 
ing of  these  was  getting  under  way  at  the  close  of  the 
month.  Dry  weather  in  the  Erie  belt  retarded  grapes. 
Late  rains  in  most  commercial  apple  areas  have  materi- 
ally improved  the  outlook  for  late  varieties.  Peaches 
have  sized  well  and  quality  appears  excellent.  Tobacco 
was  thriving  following  the  rains  in  the  Lancaster  area. 
Pastures  were  below  average,  many  short  and  some  burned 
brown.

L.    F.    Conover ,    Section  Director,    Harrisburg ,    Pa, 
WEATHER    SUMMARY 


Temperature    and    precipitation  were    normal.      Summer 
thunderstorms   were    plentiful,    occurring   on   22    days 
during   the    month,    and    hail    was    reported   on    3    days. 
A   small    tornado    occurred    near   Gratz    on    the    evening 
of    the    16th.       Fog    was    recorded    from    all    sections 
of    the    State,    with    a    maximum   of    23    days    at   Titus- 
ville.       At    least    9    stations    reported    frost    on    one 
or    more    of    the    following    dates  —  19th,    23rd,    24th 
and    25th,    with    ice    reported    on   car   windshields    at 
Clearfield   Nursery,    and    frozen   pumpkins,    cucumbers 
and    potatoes    reported   very    locally    near   Pimple  Hill. 
Mean    temperatures    for    the    month    ranged    from    76.5° 
at    Philadelphia   Point   Breeze   to  63.5°    at   Kane    1    NNE, 
with    the    extremes    for    the    month    96°    at    Everett    on 
the    3rd    and    30°    at    Kane    1    NNE    on    the    24th.      This 
was    the    wettest    August    since    1942  ,    and   the    aver- 
age  of   11    days   with    measurable  rainfall    is   the    high- 
est   since   that    same    year.      The    most    rain   fell   at 
Wernersville    1   W  with    a   total    of    8.53    inches,    while 
the    least    fell    at    Elizabetht own    1   SW   with    a   total 
of   1.75   inches. 

Temperatures    for    the    summer    season       (June,    July, 
August)    averaged  71.7°,    or   1.5°    above   normal.      Summer 
precipitation    totalled    10.79    inches,    which  was    1.80 
inches    below    normal,    and    the    lowest    season   total 
since   1944. 

During  the  first  three  weeks  of  the  month,  high 
pressure  persisted  over  the  south  Atlantic  Ocean 
and  kept  a  nearly  steady  flow  of  moist  air  moving 
into  Pennsylvania.  Eastward  moving  weak  frontal 
systems  tended  to  become  stationary  over  Pennsyl- 
vania or  to  develop  waves  which  brought  recurring 
showers  to  the  State.  The  first  major  outbreak  of 
cold  air  from  central  Canada  on  the  22nd  brought  a 
week   of   settled    fair,  but    cool   weather    to   the   State. 

Fair  weather  with  temperatures  in  the  eighties  on 
the  1st  started  the  month  off  auspiciously.  By 
morning  of  the  2nd,  the  real  pattern  for  the  month 
was  evident — that  of  nearly  daily  rains  somewhere 
in  the  State.  Warm  moist  air  from  the  south  brought 
rain  to  the  southern  counties  and  the  Delaware  basin 
on  the  2nd.  Sunny  and  hot  weather  on  the  3rd  was 
followed  by  general  showers  and  thunderstorms  on 
the  4th,  and  over  the  southeastern  counties  on  the 
5th.  The  frontal  system  which  carried  these  storms 
with  it  became  stationary  over  the  extreme  south- 
eastern counties  with  one  to  two  inches  of  rain 
falling  there  on  the  6th.  Scattered  showers  on  the 
7th  were  replaced  with  cool  air,  easterly  winds  and 
drizzle  or  rain  from  low  overcast  skies  on  the  8th 
and  9th  east  of  the  mountains.  Locally  heavy  thun- 
dershowers  on  the  9th  in  Philadelphia  caused  a  sewer 
carrying   Mill    Creek    to   burst  ,    ripping   a    40   foot    hole 


in  the  street,  and  making  19  families  vacate  their 
homes.  The  10th  was  another  upset  day  as  a  warm 
front  moved  northward  over  the  State  in  the  morning 
and  a  cold  front  moved  eastward  in  the  evening,  each 
with  its  retinue  of  scattered  showers.  The  11th  was 
warm  with  scattered  showers  which  continued  into  the 
12th  when  temperatures  were  some  10°  lower  and  ended 
on  the  13th  as  drier  air  spread  over  the  State  for 
a  36-hour  period.  By  the  15th,  temperature  and  humidity 
were  again  climbing  with  general  afternoon  and  evening 
thundershowers  ,  which  repeated  on  the  16th  to  make 
the  two-day  totals  2.00  to  4.00  inches  over  much  of 
the  State.  Heavy  rains  on  the  15th  localized  over 
eastern  Harrisburg  and  adjacent  suburbs  caused  brief 
flash  flooding  of  small  streams  and  flooded  basements. 
The  evening  of  the  16th,  a  small  tornado  developed 
with  the  passage  of  a  cold  front,  and  struck  the 
northern  portion  of  Gratz,  ripping  off  a  barn  roof 
and  damaging  other  smaller  buildings.  Fair,  sunny 
weather  prevailed  until  the  evening  of  the  18th  when 
another  weak  cold  front  spread  its  share  of  showers 
over  the  State.  Light  frost  was  reported  at  day- 
break of  the  19th  in  Wayne  County.  The  19th  and 
20th  were  mild  and  generally  dry,  although  there 
were  a  few  very  light  sprinkles  from  the  low  stratus 
layer  on  the  20th.  Showers  and  thunderstorms  on 
the  21st  were  cleared  away  that  evening  to  usher 
in  a  spell  of  fair  weather  with  chilly  mornings  (mini- 
mum temperatures  in  the  thirties  and  forties  with 
frost  at  several  stations)  and  cool  days  with  low 
humidity.  On  the  28th  a  semi-tropical  storm  dis- 
sipated in  West  Virginia  during  the  day  after  it 
had  spread  very  humid  air  northward  into  Pennsylvania 
to  produce  scattered  showers.  The  last  days  of  the 
month  were  hot  and  humid  with  increasing  tendency 
for  showers.  By  evening  on  the  31st,  the  rain  area 
from  the  weakening  tropical  storm  (moving  northward 
over  North  Carolina)  had  reached  southern  Pennsylvania 
with    locally   heavy   rains. 

The  Federal-State  Crop  Reporting  Service  summary  for 
the  month  stated  that  adequate  moisture  and  near  normal 
temperatures  improved  crop  prospects.  We  11- spaced 
rainfall  assured  satisfactory  development  of  most 
late  maturing  crops.  Pastures,  new  ssedings  and 
late  cutting  hays  were  mucn  improved  at  month-end 
with  some  third  cuttings  of  alfalfa  outyielding  second 
cuttings.  Tobacco  made  rapid  growth  and  good  yields 
are  expected.  Corn  prospects  have  improved  gener- 
ally following  the  rains.  Size  and  color  of  apples 
is  generally  good  and  harvest  is  continuing.  Peach 
production  was  above  average,  with  large  fruit  and 
high  quality.  An  early,  but  below  average  grape 
harvest  is  expected.  Potato  yields  are  only  fair 
due    to   the    earlier    dry   spells.

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PENNSYLVANIA  -  SEPTEMBER  1952

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


This  was  the  wettest  September  since  1945  and 
the  warmest  since  1948,  although  the  tempera- 
ture averaged  below  normal.   Rainfall  frequency 
was  low,  averaging  only  8  days,  but  the  heavy 
rains  on  the  1st  from  the  remnants  of  the  At- 
lantic Hurricane  boosted  the  state  average  to 
above  normal.   These  heavy  rains  were  primarily 
confined  to  the  area  southeast  of  a  line  from 
Franklin  to  Union  and  Pike  counties,  which  re- 
ceived 4  to  7  inches  from  the  evening  of  August 
31st  to  the  evening  of  September  2nd.   As  a  re- 
sult, rainfall  averaged  2  inches  more  for  the 
month  over  eastern  counties  than  over  western 
counties.   Monthly  totals  ranged  from  8.33  inches 
at  Quakertown  to  0.56  inch  at  Keating  Summit.   The 
area  of  least  rainfall  (less  than  2  inches)  extend- 
ed from  Somerset  and  Allegheny  to  Elk  and  Cameron 
counties.   The  greatest  precipitation  in  24  hours 
was  4.95  inches  on  the  1st  at  Bloserville  1  N. 
Temperature  extremes  ranged  from  27°  at  Kane  1  NNE 
on  the  25th  and  27th,  to  100°  at  Newell  on  the 
12th,  13th  and  14th.   This  is  the  first  time  since 
1944  that  temperatures  reached  100°  in  Pennsylvania 
in  September.   Monthly  mean  temperatures  varied 
from  70.6°  at  Philadelphia  Drexel  Institute  to 
56.5°  at  Kane  1  NNE.   Many  stations  reported  from 
13  to  19  clear  days,  with  Scranton  setting  a  new 
record  of  18  clear  days.   Percent  of  possible  sun- 
shine was  high,  ranging  from  63  percent  at  Pitts- 
burgh to  75  percent  at  Harrisburg  (the  highest  in 
22  years) .   Large  scale  overnight  cooling  produced 
frequent  early  morning  fog  conditions,  with  a  max- 
imum of  29  days  occurrence  at  Bradford.   Frost  was 
reported  on  8  days,  thunderstorms  on  12,  and  hail 
on  3  days. 

Rainfall  during  the  growing  season  (April-September) 
totalled  26.22  inches,  which  was  2.72  inches  above 
normal  and  was  the  wettest  season  in  5  years.   Tem- 
perature for  the  same  period  averaged  64.4°,  which 
was  0.6°  above  normal  and  was  the  warmest  in  8 
years. 

The  Atlantic  Hurricane  which  came  inland  over  the 
Carolinas  on  the  31st  of  August,  weakened  rapidly 
as  it  moved  northward  toward  Pennsylvania,  and  by 
1:30  p.m.  on  the  1st  of  September  it  was  centered 
a  short  distance  southeast  of  Reading.   Surface 
winds  over  southeastern  counties  reached  40  to  50 
miles  per  hour  in  gusts  as  this  weakened  storm 
center  moved  northeastward.   Rainfall  was  especial- 
ly heavy  from  Franklin  and  Mifflin  counties  east- 
ward to  Montgomery  and  Monroe  counties.   A  sample 
of  the  intensities  as  recorded  at  Harrisburg  shows 
the  following:   0.41  inch  in  15  minutes,  0.96  inch 
in  60  minutes,  1.81  inches  in  120  minutes,  and  2.40 
inches  in  180  minutes.   The  combination  of  heavy 
rains  and  high  winds  damaged  corn  fields  and  trees 
in  several  areas.   Small  streams  especially,  showed 
sharp  rises  with  local  flooding  of  lowland  areas, 
but  with  little  damage  reported  from  the  rains 
which  ranged  up  to  6  inches  in  36  hours.   A  squall 
line  and  cold  front  from  the  west  passed  across 
Pennsylvania  on  the  2nd  with  thunderstorms  adding 
another  sudden  downpour  of  rain  and  set  of  gusty 
winds  on  the  heels  of  the  weakened  hurricane. 


High  pressure,  the  night  of  the  2nd,  brought  fair, 
cool  weather  to  Pennsylvania  on  the  3rd,  followed 
by  moderating  temperature  the  next  3  days.   A  slow- 
moving  cold  front  moved  southward  across  the  state 
on  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  the  6th  with  gener- 
al light  showers.   The  southern  portion  of  Franklin 
County  had  an  active  thunderstorm  from  6  to  8  a.  m. 
on  the  7th,  producing  hail  heavy  enough  to  shovel 
in  some  sections,  with  some  crop  damage.   A  second 
high  pressure  system  with  cool  air  and  northerly 
winds  spread  into  Pennsylvania  on  the  7th  with 
frost  reported  in  north-central  counties  on  the 
8th.   Moderating  temperatures  set  in  on  the  9th 
with  90-degree  readings  common  over  the  state  from 
the  11th  through  the  14th  as  high  pressure  remained 
nearly  stationary  over  this  area.   Pittsburgh's  95 
degrees  on  the  12th  and  Philadelphia's  96  degrees 
on  the  13th  set  new  records  for  the  dates.   A 
stronger  high  pressure  system  developed  over  the 
Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  and  by  the  morning  of  the 
14th,  the  easterly  winds  from  the  Atlantic  were 
pushing  this  cool  air  westward  across  the  state , 
becoming  stationary  over  central  Pennsylvania 
early  on  the  15th.   A  cold  front  from  the  west 
entered  Pennsylvania  in  the  late  morning  and 
passed  Harrisburg  in  the  evening  of  the  15th, 
attended  by  showers  and  thunderstorms,  and  follow- 
ed by  clearing  conditions.   This  frontal  system 
was  most  active  in  the  east-central  counties  where 
winds  damaged  summer  cottages  along  Maiden  Creek 
about  15  miles  north  of  Reading.   Fair  weather 
with  brisk,  westerly  winds  prevailed  on  the  16th 
and  17th,  until  scattered  showers  and  thunderstorms 
preceding  and  attending  the  passage  of  a  squall 
line  and  cold  front  spread  over  the  state  on  the 
18th  and  19th.   The  third  major  high  pressure 
system  of  the  month  reached  our  state  on  the  20th 
with  mostly  fair  weather  prevailing  the  remainder 
of  the  month.   Clear  skies  overnight  provided  cool 
mornings  with  frost  reported  daily  somewhere  in 
the  state  from  the  22nd  to  the  28th.   A  low  pres- 
sure system  which  passed  northeastward  just  off 
the  coast  during  this  period  produced  intermittent 
periods  of  cloudiness  and  some  light  precipitation 
over  southern  and  southeastern  counties  on  the 
21st,  22nd  and  23rd.   A  weak  cold  front  passage 
from  the  northwest  on  the  29th  brought  in  another 
high  pressure  system  for  fine  weather  on  the  30th. 

The  monthly  report  of  the  Federal-State  Crop  Re- 
porting Service  advised  that  field  work,  harvest- 
ing and  fall  planting  progressed  on  schedule.   The 
dryness  of  the  month  after  the  rains  of  the  1st 
and  2nd  severely  cut  prospects  for  the  potato  crop, 
caused  many  pastures  to  decline,  resulted  in  some 
small  streams  drying  up,  and  required  some  farmers 
to  start  hauling  water  for  livestock.   Harvest  of 
buckwheat,  corn  for  grain,  and  Type  41  tobacco  are 
practically  complete.   Harvest  of  the  good  peach 
crop  was  completed,  apples  have  colored  and  gained 
size,  and  grapes  in  the  Erie  belt  were  well  colored 
and  sugar  content  was  high,  but  bunches  were  smaller 
than  usual.   Nearly  all  crops  had  successfully  ripen- 
ed and  were  safe  from  freezing  by  the  end  of  the 
month.   Late  cuttings  of  hay  made  fairly  good  yields 
and  over-all  prospects  for  the  winter  supply  improved.

PENNSYLVANIA  -  OCTOBER  1952

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


October  was  cold  and  dry,  with  water  supplies 
in  wells,  streams  and  soils  becoming  very  low 
by  month-end.   It  was  the  7th  coldest  of  re- 
cord and  the  coldest  since  1925.   The  7°  at 
Coudersport  1  NNE  on  the  21st  set  a  new  low 
temperature  record  for  the  state.   The  highest 
temperature  during  the  month  was  88°  at  Farrell 
Sharon  and  Midland  Dam  7  on  the  1st,  and  Newell 
on  the  2nd.   Mean  temperatures  ranged  from  56.7° 
at  Philadelphia  Drexel  Institute  to  40.9°  at 
Kane  1  NNE.   Degree  day  totals  varied  from  300 
in  the  Philadelphia  area  to  over  600  in  the 
north-central  mountains  and  the  extreme  north- 
eastern counties.   Killing  frost  was  reported 
from  many  sections  or.  the  4th,  and  from  remain- 
ing sections  by  the  21st.   This  was  the  6th 
driest  October  of  record  and  the  driest  since 
1930.   Only  Kregar  4  SE  (3.14  inches)  and 
Coudersport  1  NNE  (3.12  inches)  reported  totals 
of  more  than  3  inches,  with  only  another  20 
stations  reporting  more  than  2  inches  for  the 
month.   At  least  60  stations  (mostly  in  the  east 
half  of  the  state)  failed  to  receive  1  inch  of 
rain  for  October,  the  least  being  0.21  inch  at 
Chadds  Ford.   Stations  in  the  eastern  half  of 
Pennsylvania  averaged  only  5  days  with  measur- 
able rain,  compared  to  9  days  at  stations  in 
the  western  half  of  the  state.   Snowfall  aver- 
aged higher  than  any  October  since  1940,  with 
the  greatest  amount  8.0  inches  at  Marshburg. 
Four  inches  or  more  fell  in  the  Poconos  and 
portions  of  Bradford  and  Potter  counties,  and 
nearly  every  station  reported  traces  of  snow. 
Thunderstorms  were  reported  on  10  days  during 
the  month;  hail  was  reported  on  4,  sleet  on  5, 
and  glaze  on  4  days. 

A  deep  storm  system,  centered  well  to  the  north 
of  Pennsylvania,  sent  two  cold  fronts  across 
Pennsylvania  on  the  1st  and  2nd,  attended  by 
numerous  active  thunderstorms.   Some  hail  was 
reported  in  northwestern  counties,  with  the 
storms,  but  they  were  most  active  in  the  south- 
eastern counties.   In  Adams  and  York  counties, 
hail  and  wind  damaged  corn,  apples,  trees, 
utility  lines,  small  buildings  and  roofs.   Hail 
reached  1-1/2  inches  in  diameter  in  the  vicinity 
of  Spring  Grove.   In  York  County,  wind,  hail  and 
lightning  damage  totalled  at  least  $40,000.   By 
the  time  the  storm  system  moved  into  the  Reading- 
Philadelphia  area,  the  winds  reached  gusts  of 
75  m.p.h.   A  three-year  old  boy  was  blown  by  the 
wind  into  the  street  where  the  current  of  water 
from  heavy  rains  carried  him  a  considerable 
distance  before  being  rescued.   Some  washouts 
were  reported  in  the  Reading  area.   By  the  5th, 
another  cold  front,  less  active  in  character, 
spread  additional  light  showers  over  the  state. 
This  frontal  system  became  stationary  over  east- 
ern Pennsylvania  on  the  6th  with  temperatures  in 
the  upper  seventies  in  the  Allentown-Philadelphla 
area,  and  in  the  middle  forties  in  the  area  west 
of  the  mountains.   Light  rains  attending  this 
system  ended  during  the  7th,  with  clearing  weather 
coming  in  from  the  west.   A  storm  system  over  the 
southeastern  states  on  the  8th  and  9th  produced 
cloudiness  over  Pennsylvania,  followed  by  scatter- 
ed light  precipitation  on  the  10th  and  11th.  Clear 


skies,  plus  overnight  cooling,  produced  much 
valley  fog  on  the  mornings  of  the  12th  and  13th. 
The  fair  weather  prevailed  until  the  approach 
of  a  small  low  pressure  system  from  the  south- 
west, which  brought  a  brief  interval  of  light 
showers  on  the  15th.   A  three-day  spell  of  fair 
weather  with  cold  mornings  and  mild  afternoons 
ended  on  the  19th  with  the  passage  of  a  cold 
front  that  produced  snow  flurries  over  most  of 
the  state,  and  up  to  3  inches  of  snow  in  the 
north-central  counties.   Highways  in  these 
sections  became  very  slippery.   Early  on  the 
morning  of  the  20th,  an  early  season  snowstorm 
produced  up  to  4  inches  of  snow  in  the  Wilkes- 
Barre  and  Pocono  Mountain  areas.   Dozens  of 
motorists  were  stalled  and  icy  highways  resulted 
in  several  skidding  accidents.   A  strong  high 
pressure  system  over  the  Upper  Lakes  region 
brought  in  a  sudden  flow  of  unseasonably  cold 
air  on  the  20th,  sending  temperatures  as  low  as 
7  degrees  above  zero  at  Coudersport  the  morning 
of  the  21st  to  establish  a  new  October  state 
record.   (On  the  morning  of  the  26th,  a  tempera- 
ture reading  of  5  degrees  above  zero  was  record- 
ed on  a  properly  exposed  minimum  thermometer  at 
an  experimental  installation  0.6  mile  east-north- 
east of  Pimple  Hill.)   Diminishing  cloudiness  and 
winds  on  the  21st  brought  in  an  extended  spell  of 
fair,  dry  weather.   During  this  period,  forest 
fires  in  neighboring  states  to  the  west  and  south- 
west produced  aggravated  smoke  conditions  over 
most  of  Pennsylvania  on  the  27th.   This  smoke 
layer  varied  from  2000  to  6000  feet  in  thickness, 
with  surface  visibilities  reduced  in  many  cases 
to  less  than  one  mile.   Pilot  reports  during  the 
day  indicated  that  smoke  extended  as  high  as 
10,000  to  12,000  feet,  m.s.l.,  over  portions  of 
the  state,  but  was  less  dense  at  the  higher  ele- 
vations.  A  weak  cold  front  during  the  night  of 
the  27th-28th  cleared  out  much  of  the  smoke  and 
brought  with  it  scattered  snow  flurries,  which 
continued  into  the  29th.   Another  large  high 
pressure  system  effectively  blocked  any  inflow 
of  general  moisture  into  Pennsylvania  for  the 
remainder  of  the  month,  with  temperatures  moder- 
ating the  last  two  days  of  the  month. 

Subfreezing  temperatures  at  most  stations  on  the 
morning  of  October  4  effectively  ended  the  grow- 
ing season.   Near  Lake  Erie  and  southeast  of  the 
mountains  growth  continued  until  the  cold  weather 
of  the  21st.   Nearly  all  corn  matured  with  little 
or  no  damage  from  freezing,  and  yields  generally 
were  good.   Winter  grains,  grasses  and  hardy 
vegetation  made  little  growth  the  last  half  of 
the  month,  due  to  the  absence  of  general  pre- 
cipitation.  Picking  of  late  apples  continued 
throughout  the  month,  but  production  was  much 
below  last  year  and  the  10-year  average.   Several 
stations  reported  no  measurable  rainfall  after 
the  7th  of  October.   The  continued  absence  of 
general  rains  resulted  in  a  very  dry  forest  cover 
over  the  state.   Several  thousands  of  acres  of 
forest  land  were  burned  over,  especially  during 
the  last  10  days  of  the  month.   In  north-central 
counties,  some  streams  dried  up,  and  reservoirs 
were  being  steadily  depleted.   A  few  communities 
were  forced  to  restrict  water  usage.

Hourly  precipitation  data  were  published  in  Climatological  Data  through  September  1951,  at  which  time  it  was  necessary 
to  discontinue  publication  of  hourly  amounts,  because  of  withdrawal  of  fiscal  support. 

Recent  developments  make  possible  the  resumption  of  publication  of  these  data  in  a  new  bulletin  entitled  "Hourly 
Precipitation  Data".   There  will  be  one  bulletin  for  each  of  the  42  climatological  sections  in  the  United  States  and 
one  for  Alaska.   (Climatological  sections  correspond  to  States  except  that  the  six  New  England  States  comprise  a 
single  section  and  Maryland  and  Delaware  comprise  another.) 

"Hourly  Precipitation  Data"  will  be  issued  monthly,  with  an  annual  summary  issue.   The  first  month  to  be  published 
will  be  October  1951,  and  publications  thereafter  will  be  as  rapid  and  as  regular  as  funds  permit.   The  price  will  be 
10  cents  per  copy;  $1.00  per  year  (including  the  annual).   Checks  and  money  orders  for  subscriptions  should  be  made 
payable  to  the  "Treasurer  of  the  United  States".   Remittances  and  correspondence  should  be  sent  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

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PENNSYLVANIA  -  NOVEMBER  1952

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


November  was  mild  and  wet  with  below  average 
snowfall.   The  range  between  the  highest 
mean  temperature  (48.5°  at  Donora  and  two 
Philadelphia  stations)  and  the  lowest  mean 
(37.0°  at  Pleasant  Mount)  was  the  least  of 
any  month's  range  since  June  1951.   The  high- 
est temperature  was  76°  at  Wellsville  on  the 
1st ,  and  the  lowest ,  3°  at  Donegal  and  Springs 
1  SW  on  the  29th.   Degree  day  totals  ranged 
from  500  in  the  Philadelphia  area  to  over  700 
in  mountain  sections.   This  was  the  3rd  con- 
secutive wet  November  and  the  7th  month  this 
year  with  above  normal  precipitation.   However, 
it  was  very  unevenly  distributed,  with  only 
light  amounts  before  the  20th.   Only  2  stations 
west  of  Johnstown-Wellsboro  recorded  more  than 

4  inches  for  the  month,  while  only  20  stations 
east  of  that  line  reported  less  than  4  inches. 
Numerous  stations  in  the  latter  area  recorded 
from  6  to  11  inches  (11.09  inches  at  Mount 
Pocono) .   Twenty-four  of  these  reported  3  to 

5  inches  in  a  24-hour  period  about  the  21st 
of  the  month,  the  greatest  being  5.63  inches 
at  South  Mountain.   Donora,  with  a  monthly 
total  of  1.51  inches,  was  the  driest  station 
in  the  State.   Snowfall  was  of  little  con- 
sequence until  the  last  2  days,  when  one  to 
three  inches  fell  over  much  of  the  State. 
Snowfall  totals  of  4  inches  or  more  were  re- 
stricted to  the  area  from  Potter  to  Erie 
County  and  to  7  scattered  stations  in  southern 
counties.   The  greatest  total  was  12.0  inches 
at  Gifford,  and  the  greatest  depth  on  the 
ground  was  8  inches  at  Gifford  and  Lewis  Run. 
Sunshine  this  month  ranged  from  24  percent  at 
Erie  to  50  percent  at  Philadelphia  and  52 
percent  at  Pittsburgh.   Thunderstorms  were 
reported  on  4  days,  hail  on  5,  sleet  on  1, 
and  glaze  on  4  days. 

High  pressure  over  the  southeastern  states 
blocked  the  advance  of  moist  air  into  Penn- 
sylvania, and  also  prevented  much  cooling  from 
the  northwest  the  first  two  days  of  the  month. 
Smoke  from  forest  fires  was  present  over  most 
of  the  State  until  the  cold  front  passage 
during  the  day  on  the  3rd.   Sunny,  cool 
weather  on  the  4th  moderated  on  the  5th,  but 
the  coolness  returned  with  fresh  to  strong 
west  to  northwest  winds  on  the  6th,  bringing 
1  to  7  inches  of  snow  to  a  number  of  north- 
western counties.   This  snow  cover  permitted 
the  relaxing  of  the  hunting  ban  (imposed  be- 
cause of  very  dry  forest  cover)  in  the  counties 
where  appreciable  snow  had  fallen.   The  7th  con- 
tinued cold  with  snow  flurries  and  strong 
northwest  winds.   Fair  and  milder  weather  on 
the  8th  was  a  prelude  to  the  first  general  rains 
of  consequence  (averaging  0.10  to  0.30  inch) 
which  began  on  the  9th  and  continued  on  the 
10th.   Following  these  rains,  the  hunting  sea- 
son was  officially  opened  on  the  11th,  when 
morning  temperatures  were  well  below  freezing. 
Fair  weather  with  moderating  temperatures  pre- 
vailed to  the  15th  over  eastern  sections,  and 
to  the  18th  over  the  extreme  western  sections. 
A  disturbance  moving  northward  along  the  At- 
lantic coast  on  the  15th  spread  light  rain 
over  the  eastern  half  of  the  State  during  the 
daylight  hours.   The  next  3  days  over  the  east- 
ern section  were  dominated  by  high  humidity  and 
widespread  fog  conditions.   Fog  on  the  highways 
was  blamed  for  2  deaths  and  22  persons  injured 
during  this  period.   Temperatures  averaged  15° 


to  20°  cooler  in  the  Susquehanna  and  Delaware 
valleys  than  in  the  Ohio  Valley  area  during  the 
period  of  November  16th-18th. 

The  weather  pattern  of  deep  low  pressure  sys- 
tems passing  well  to  the  north  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  high  pressure  over  or  to  the  south  of 
Pennsylvania  had  carried  moist  air  streams 
around  the  State  for  over  a  month.   By  the  18th 
a  pattern  of  north-south  ridges  and  troughs  had 
developed  over  the  eastern  part  of  the  country, 
and  on  the  19th  an  avenue  had  been  opened  to 
bring  moist  air  into  Pennsylvania  from  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico  and  from  the  south  Atlantic  area. 
The  trough  became  nearly  stationary  along  the 
eastern  slopes  of  the  Appalachians  as  rain  spreac 
over  Pennsylvania  the  afternoon  of  the  19th.   A 
series  of  waves  on  this  frontal  system,  with 
the  main  center  staying  south  of  Pennsylvania, 
continued  the  moderate  to  heavy  rains  through 
the  20th  and  21st,  ending  during  the  afternoon 
of  the  22nd.   Totals  over  the  State  for  this 
4-day  rain  were  2  to  6  inches  generally  and  as 
high  as  8.3  inches  at  South  Mountain  and  Shade 
Gap.   These  rains  effectively  ended  the  pro- 
longed dry  spell  and  greatly  benefited  reser- 
voirs, winter  grains,  and  grasses.   However, 
the  combination  of  heavy  rains  and  gusty  winds 
on  the  evening  of  the  21st  between  Dauphin  and 
Franklin  Counties  resulted  in  numerous  highway 
accidents  which  took  a  toll  of  6  dead  and  13  in- 
jured.  In  Mount  Alto,  creek  waters  flowed  a 
foot  deep  through  the  Center  Square  streets. 
In  the  Philadelphia  area,  one  person  was  killed 
and  at  least  6  injured  in  highway  accidents.   In 
addition,  high  winds  felled  trees  and  utility 
lines,  and  the  heavy  rains  swelled  streams, 
with  the  Perkiomen  and  Schuylkill  overflowing 
their  banks.   Flooded  highways  blocked  traffic 
in  several  sections,  and  near  Collegeville  15 
families  were  forced  from  their  homes  by  rising 
waters.   The  Delaware  River,  whipped  by  winds, 
overflowed  at  high  tide,  affecting  waterfront 
warehouses. 

Cloudy,  mild  weather  continued  on  the  23rd  with 
some  light  rain  in  western  counties.   The  wea- 
ther remained  mild  through  the  26th  until  the 
cold  front  with  showers  moved  eastward  across 
the  State  late  in  the  day.   Colder  weather  pre- 
vailed the  remainder  of  the  month  with  snow  in 
northwestern  sections  on  the  28th  and  across 
the  whole  State  on  the  29th  and  early  on  the 
30th.   The  1  to  3  inches  deposited  over  central 
Pennsylvania  during  that  snowfall  produced  slick 
highways,  with  skidding  accidents,  resulting  in 
injury  to  at  least  30  persons. 

Hundreds  of  acres  of  forest  land  were  burned 
over  during  the  dry  spell,  which  was  relieved 
by  the  rains  of  the  9th  and  10th  and  ended  by 
the  rains  of  the  19th-22nd.   Streams,  wells, 
and  some  reservoirs  were  seriously  depleted 
at  mid-month  (several  communities  had  rationed 
water  usage  from  reservoirs) ,  but  had  recovered 
greatly  by  month-end  following  the  general 
4-day  rain.   Farmers  in  many  sections  had  had 
to  haul  water  for  livestock  the  first  half  of 
the  month.   Winter  grains  and  grasses  improved 
steadily  the  last  10  days  of  the  month.   Autumn 
temperatures  averaged  51.6°  ,  which  were  1.1° 
below  normal,  and  precipitation  totalled  9.89 
inches,  which  was  0.34  inch  above  normal.

Hourly  precipitation  data  were  published  in  Climatological  Data  through  September  1951,  at  which  time  it  was  necessar 
to  discontinue  publication  of  hourly  amounts,  because  of  withdrawal  of  fiscal  support. 

Recent  developments  make  possible  the  resumption  of  publication  of  these  data  in  a  new  bulletin  entitled  "Hourly 
Precipitation  Data".   There  will  be  one  bulletin  for  each  of  the  42  climatological  sections  in  the  United  States  and 
one  for  Alaska.   (Climatological  sections  correspond  to  States  except  that  the  six  New  England  States  comprise  a 
single  section  and  Maryland  and  Delaware  comprise  another.) 

"Hourly  Precipitation  Data"  will  be  issued  monthly,  with  an  annual  summary  issue.   The  first  month  to  be  published 
will  be  October  1951,  and  publications  thereafter  will  be  as  rapid  and  as  regular  as  funds  permit.   The  price  will  be 
10  cents  per  copy;  $1.00  per  year  (including  the  annual).   Checks  and  money  orders  for  subscriptions  should  be  made 
payable  to  the  "Treasurer  of  the  United  States".   Remittances  and  correspondence  should  be  sent  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


The  month  averaged  warm  and  wet  with  less 
than  normal  snowfall.   This  was  the  8th 
month  of  the  year  with  above  normal  pre- 
cipitation and  temperature,  and  was  the 
warmest  December  in  3  years.   Monthly 
mean  temperatures  varied  from  40.1  degrees 
at  Philadelphia  Drexel  Institute,  to  26.9 
degrees  at  Kane  1  NNE.   The  highest  tem- 
perature for  the  month  was  73  degrees  on 
the  10th  at  Newell ,  while  the  lowest  was 
-12  degrees  on  the  27th  at  Coudersport  1 
NNE.   Degree  day  values  were  quite  uniform 
for  December,  varying  only  from  about  800 
in  the  Philadelphia  area  to  about  1100  at 
scattered  mountain  stations.   This  was  the 
5th  consecutive  December  with  above  normal 
precipitation,  the  bulk  of  which  fell  dur- 
ing the  period  of  the  9th  to  the  15th, 
with  the  heaviest  concentration  (5  to  8 
inches)  in  the  Poconos.   Mount  Pocono  2  N 
AP  recorded  the  greatest  monthly  total 
(8.81  inches)  and  the  greatest  in  24  hours 
for  the  month  (4.99  inches).   The  latter 
figure  is  one  of  the  heaviest  single-day 
totals  ever  recorded  in  December.   Pre- 
cipitation west  of  the  line  from  Wellsboro 
to  Sunbury  and  York  averaged  at  least  1.50 
inches  less  than  over  the  area  to  the 
east.   In  spite  of  this,  precipitation  fre- 
auency  averaged  only  9  days  over  the  east- 
ern part  of  the  State,  compared  to  15  days 
over  the  western  part.   The  greatest  snow- 
fall total  for  the  month  was  23.4  inches 
at  Kregar  4  SE ,  and  the  greatest  depth  on 
the  ground  was  10  inches  at  Stroudsburg  2 
on  the  3rd.   Snowfall  totals  of  12  inches 
of  more  were  confined  to  portions  of  Somer- 
set, Westmoreland  and  Potter  Counties  and 
most  of  McKean ,  Warren,  Crawford  and  Erie 
Counties.   Thunderstorms  were  reported  on 
3  days,  sleet  on  11,  and  glaze  on  9  days. 

High  pressure  over  eastern  Canada  sent 
surges  of  colder  air  southward  over  Penn- 
sylvania on  the  1st  and  3rd.   One  to  six 
inches  of  snow  fell  over  the  State  on  the 
2nd  as  a  storm  system  moved  from  the  Ohio 
Valley  eastward  to  the  Atlantic.   Drizzle 
on  the  evening  of  the  4th  was  the  advance 
indication  of  the  cold  rain  on  the  5th, 
which  amounted  to  less  than  one-half  inch 
over  the  western  portion  of  the  State,  but 
totalled  from  0.50  to  1.25  inches  over  the 
eastern  portion.   This  moisture  was  brought 
into  Pennsylvania  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico 
and  the  south  Atlantic  as  an  elongated 
north-south  trough  moved  across  the  eastern 
United  States.   High  pressure  building  up 
over  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  late  on  the  5th 
cut  off  this  supply  of  moisture,  and  brought 
fair  weather  with  moderating  temperatures 
until  the  9th,  when  a  second  and  more  ac- 
tive north-south  trough  spread  a  new  flow 
of  warm,  moist  air  into  our  State.   Thunder- 
storms began  at  Erie  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  9th  with  heavy  rains,  and  temperatures 
were  in  the  fifties  over  the  State  on  the 
10th.   Additional  thunderstorms  on  the  10th 


brought  precipitation  totals  up  to  1  to  5 
inches  for  this  storm.   Fog  was  very  preva- 
lent over  the  southeastern  counties  during 
this  mild  spell.   The  cold  front  passage 
early  on  the  11th  and  the  development  of 
high  pressure  over  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  again 
cut  off  the  supply  of  moisture.   A  deep  low 
pressure  system  over  eastern  Canada  per- 
sisted for  the  next  4  days,  with  northwest 
winds  bringing  cold  air  and  daily  snow 
flurries  into  Pennsylvania  from  the  Great 
Lakes  region.   The  16th  and  17th  were  fair 
with  milder  temperatures,  but  passage  of  a 
cold  front  with  little  or  no  active  weath- 
er on  the  18th  brought  back  lower  tempera- 
tures for  the  19th,  20th  and  21st.   The 
third  major  precipitation  period  of  the 
month  began  on  the  20th  with  snow  and  rain 
from  an  occluding  storm  system  centered 
over  Illinois.   Rain  continued  on  the  21st 
and  22nd,  with  a  few  stations  reporting 
freezing  rain  early  on  the  21st  as  low  pres- 
sure persisted  off  the  New  Jersey  coast. 
The  western  storm  center  stayed  well  to  the 
northwest  and  north  of  Pennsylvania ,  and 
once  again  northwesterly  winds  brought 
light  precipitation  in  the  form  of  showers, 
snow  flurries ,  and  occasional  drizzle  from 
the  Great  Lakes  region.   A  cold  front  pas- 
sage on  the  27th  brought  1  to  2  inches  of 
snow  to  the  mountain  areas  and  much  colder 
weather,  with  temperatures  dronoing  to 
zero  or  below  at  several  stations  on  the 
28th,  and  remaining  below  freezing  through- 
out that  day.   Circulation  around  the  At- 
lantic coast  high  pressure  system  resulted 
in  10  to  15  degree  temperature  rises  the 
afternoon  of  the  29th.   Increasing  cloudi- 
ness with  mild  afternoon  temperatures  on 
the  30th  indicated  the  approach  of  another 
warm,  moist  air  mass  from  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico.   Low  pressure  centers  over  tbe 
lower  Mississippi  Valley  and  off  the  Georgia 
coast  moved  northeastward  and  merged  off  the 
middle  Atlantic  coastal  states,  but  in  the 
process ,  Pennsylvania  received  heavy  snow 
the  afternoon  and  evening  of  the  31st , 
with  depths  reaching  2  to  7  inches  over 
southern  counties,  but  with  only  light 
amounts  over  northern  counties.   New  Year's 
Eve  travel  was  greatly  hampered  by  the  fall- 
ing snow  and  by  slippery  highways. 

Condition  of  winter  grains  was  near  seasonal 
normal  at  the  beginning  of  the  month.   Mild 
weather  with  general  precipitation  the 
second  week  provided  ample  soil  moisture 
and  allowed  for  some  greening  and  growth, 
but  the  patchy  snow  cover  did  not  allow  for 
much  protection  against  cold.   Mild  tempera- 
tures also  removed  most  ice  from  rivers. 
Heavy  local  rains  the  second  week  caused 
some  lowland  flooding  near  LeRoy  and  in 
the  Monroe  and  Northampton  County  areas. 
There  was  very  little  frost  in  the  ground 
after  the  first  week  until  the  cold  weath- 
er of  the  holiday  week.   -  C.L.R.

Hourly  precipitation  data  were  published  in  Climatological  Data  through  September  1951,  at  which  time  it  was  necessary 
to  discontinue  publication  of  hourly  amounts,  because  of  withdrawal  of  fiscal  support. 

Recent  developments  make  possible  the  resumption  of  publication  of  these  data  in  a  new  bulletin  entitled  "Hourly 

Precipitation  Data".   There  will  be  one  bulletin  for  each  of  the  42  climatological  sections  in  the  United  States  and 

one  for  Alaska.   (Climatological  sections  correspond  to  States  except  that  the  six  New  England  States  comprise  a 
single  section  and  Maryland  and  Delaware  comprise  another.) 

"Hourly  Precipitation  Data"  will  be  issued  monthly,  with  an  annual  summary  issue.   The  first  month  to  be  published 
will  be  October  1951,  and  publications  thereafter  will  be  as  rapid  and  as  regular  as  funds  permit.   The  price  will  be 
10  cents  per  copy;  $1.00  per  year  (including  the  annual).   Checks  and  money  orders  for  subscriptions  should  be  made 
payable  to  the  "Treasurer  of  the  United  States".   Remittances  and  correspondence  should  be  sent  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


The  year  averaged  warm  (51.0°,  +0.8°)  and  wet  (46.81  inches, 
+4.54  Inches)  with  below  average  snowfall  (30.1  inches, 
-11.6  inches).   Annual  mean  temperatures  ranged  from  57.5° 
at  Philadelphia  Point  Breeze,  to  44.3°  at  Kane  1  NNE,  while 
the  temperature  extremes  were  104°  at  Newport  on  June  27 
and  30,  and  -12°  at  Coudersport  1  NNE  on  December  27.   Only 
1913,  with  -9°,  and  1897,  with  -12°,  had  extreme  minima  as 
high  as  1952.   The  only  sections  of  the  state  with  below 
normal  temperatures  were  portions  of  Berks,  Schuylkill, 
Greene,  Washington,  McKean,  Cameron  and  Potter  counties. 

This  was  the  3rd  consecutive  year  with  above  normal  pre- 
cipitation, with  totals  ranging  from  32.31  inches  at 
Albion  to  81.64  inches  at  Mount  Pocono  2  N  AP.   This  latter 
figure  (81.64  inches)  and  the  totals  of  79.80  inches  at 
Pimple  Hill  and  76.75  inches  at  Long  Pond  far  exceeded  the 
previous  maximum  annual  rainfall  at  any  Pennsylvania 
station  of  73.00  inches  recorded  in  1889,  and  the  highest 
of  recent  years,  69.77  inches  in  1945  which  also  occurred 
at  Mount  Pocono  2  N  AP.   Precipitation  totals  were  below 
normal  at  most  stations  west  of  the  mountains,  but  ranged 
from  10  to  32  inches  above  normal  from  Pike,  Schuylkill 
and  Adams  counties  southeastward.   The  year  averaged  132 
days  with  measurable  precipitation  (.01  inch  or  more), 
with  the  highest  total  being  195  days  at  Kregar  4  SE. 

The  length  of  the  season  from  the  latest  date  with  32° 
temperature  in  spring  to  the  earliest  date  in  fall  averaged 
174  days,  but  ranged  from  less  than  100  days  in  parts  of 
McKean,  Potter  and  Centre  counties  to  over  200  in  the 
Pittsburgh,  Holtwood,  Reading,  West  Chester  and  Philadelphia 
areas.   Thunderstorms  were  recorded  on  154  days,  hail  on  56, 
sleet  on  62,  glaze  on  57,  aurora  borealis  on  9,  and  tornado- 
es on  5  days.   One  mild  earth  tremor  was  recorded  on  April 
22. 

JANUARY  was  mild  and  wet  with  less  than  half  the  normal 
snowfall.   Bradford's  9°  below  zero  on  the  30th  was  the 
coldest  January  temperature  in  4  years.   The  17th  was  one 
of  the  roughest  days  of  this  winter,  with  sleet,  snow, 
freezing  rain  to  start  the  day  and  thunderstorms,  hail, 
high  winds,  heavy  rains  and  a  tornado  before  the  day  ended. 
The  Allegheny  River  rose  to  near  flood  stage  in  the  upper 
reaches  from  the  rains  of  the  17th.   The  rains  of  the  27th 
caused  the  river  at  Pittsburgh  to  rise  8  feet  in  14  hours, 
and  it  remained  above  flood  stage  there  for  42  hours. 
Soil  moisture  conditions  improved,  but  there  was  inadequate 
snow  cover  for  full  protection  of  winter  grains. 

FEBRUARY  averaged  4.3°  above  normal,  but  was  deficient  in 
precipitation.   Snowfall  was  barely  half  of  normal  with 
many  areas  reporting  snow-covered  ground  on  less  than  10 
days  during  the  month.   Philadelphia  WB  City  and  Reading 
WB  City  reported  the  3rd  least  snowfall  of  record  for  Febru- 
ary.  The  1951-52  winter  season  averaged  2.9°  above  normal 
in  temperature  and  2.4  inches  above  normal  in  precipitation. 
It  was  the  wettest  winter  since  1936-37. 

MARCH  was  cooler  and  wetter  than  average.   Rainfall  was 
nearly  twice  as  great  in  the  southeastern  counties  as  in 
the  northern  tier  counties.   The  phenomenon  of  muddy  rain 
was  reported  at  8  stations  in  western  and  central  counties 
on  the  13th.   Heavy  rains  and  high  winds  on  the  11th  caused 
heavy  property  damage  in  areas  east  of  the  mountains  where 
2  to  3  inches  of  rain  fell  in  12  to  18  hours.   Wet  ground 
and  cool  weather  hindered  outdoor  work  and  retarded  vegetal 
growth,  swelling  of  fruit  buds,  and  maple  sap  flow.   Con- 
dition of  winter  grains  and  grasses  was  below  that  of  last 
year. 

APRIL  was  the  2nd  wettest  of  record,  and  the  11.82  inches 
total  at  Long  Pond  set  a  new  record  for  the  month.   It  was 
the  wettest  of  record  at  Reading  WB  City  and  Allentown  WB 
AP.   Counties  east  of  the  mountains  received  more  than  twice 
the  rainfall  reported  from  counties  west  of  the  mountains. 
A  series  of  small  tornadoes  occurred  on  the  5th  from  York 
County  to  Monroe  County,  with  damages  exceeding  $2,000,000. 
This  was  the  warmest  April  in  4  years  and  the  first  time 
in  7  years  that  temperatures  rose  to  90°.   The  period  of 
the  17th  to  22nd  was  the  finest  week  of  Spring.   Marcus 
Hook  reported  an  earthquake  on  the  22nd.   Late  planted 
winter  grains  showed  the  effects  of  winter-kill.   Fruit  was 
in  bloom  in  all  areas  and  freeze  damage  was  especially 
light. 

MAY  was  cool  and  wet  with  thunderstorms  reported  on  19  days. 
Rivers  rose  on  the  11th,  20th,  and  25th  from  the  rains  but 
no  flooding  or  damage  of  consequence  was  reported.   In  spite 


of  the  rains,  there  was  an  outbreak  of  many  brush  and  some 
forest  fires  on  the  5th,  6th,  and  7th.   Winter  grains  Im- 
proved, and  fruit  bloom  was  heavy,  but  sunshine  was  de- 
ficient.  The  spring  season  averaged  0.6°  below  normal  in 
temperature  and  4.94  inches  above  normal  in  precipitation 
which  made  it  the  wettest  of  record. 

JUNE  was  dry  and  warm,  being  the  2nd  driest  of  record.   By 
month-end  crops  had  been  stunted,  small  streams  dried  up 
and  many  pastures  burned  brown.   The  evening  of  the  8th  a 
series  of  thunderstorms  struck  the  Erie  area  with  winds  up 
to  70  mph.   Southeastern  sections  were  struck  on  the  19th 
and  the  Pittsburgh  area  on  the  22nd  by  active  storms,  with 
Pittsburgh  receiving  a  second  battering  on  the  29th.  Twelve 
persons  died  and  scores  were  prostrated  during  the  100° 
heat  wave  from  the  25th  to  the  27th. 

JULY  continued  the  dry  spell  until  the  heavy  rains  of  the 
8th  to  10th  which  produced  over  9  inches  of  rain  at  several 
northeastern  stations.   In  that  area  the  rains  caused 
landslides  and  washed  out  roads,  railroads,  gardens  and  fan 
lands.   Thunderstorms,  many  very  active,  were  nearly  dally 
features  the  last  half  of  the  month,  with  a  tornado  reported 
from  Corry  on  the  19th  and  one  from  Lewis town  on  the  23rd. 
On  the  21st  Park  Place  WB  reported  winds  of  72  mph  from  the 
north  with  gusts  to  90  mph.   Property  damage  from  these 
storms  was  high.   Harvest  of  hay  and  grains  prospered,  but 
the  month  was  too  hot  and  dry  for  potatoes,  fruits  and  vege- 
tables.  The  apple  outlook  improved,  and  peaches  sized  well. 

AUGUST  temperature  and  precipitation  were  normal,  with  this 
being  the  wettest  in  10  years.   A  small  tornado  occurred 
near  Gratz  on  the  16th.   The  first  major  outbreak  of  cold 
air  on  the  22nd  brought  in  a  week  of  fair,  cool  weather  with 
frost  reported  from  several  mountain  stations.   Crop  pros 
pects  were  much  improved.   Summer  season  temperatures  av- 
eraged 1.5°  above  normal  and  precipitation  averaged  1.80 
Inches  below  normal  making  it  the  driest  In  8  years.   Locall 
heavy  rains  entered  extreme  southern  counties  on  the  31st. 

SEPTEMBER  averaged  wet  and  cool,  but  the  rainfall  was  con- 
centrated on  the  1st  to  the  3rd  (from  the  weakened  Atlantic 
hurricane)  with  another  period  about  the  third  week  of  the 
month.   Clear  skies  and  sunshine  prevailed  up  to  75%  of  the 
time  at  several  stations  which  favored  harvesting,  field 
work  and  fall  planting.   Prolonged  dryness  after  the  rains 
on  the  1st  caused  small  streams  to  dry  up,  pastures  to  de- 
cline, and  farmers  in  some  sections  to  haul  water  for  live- 
stock.  Nearly  all  crops  had  successfully  ripened  and  were 
safe  from  freezing  by  the  end  of  the  month. 

OCTOBER  was  the  7th  coldest  of  record  and  the  coldest  since 
1925.   The  7°  minimum  at  Coudersport  1  NNE  on  the  21st  set 
a  new  state  record.   Killing  frost  was  general  on  the  4th 
except  In  southeastern  counties  and  along  Lake  Erie  where 
the  growing  season  ended  on  the  21st.   This  was  the  6th 
driest  October  of  record,  although  snowfall  averaged  the 
greatest  in  12  years.   Water  supplies  in  wells,  streams  and 
soils  were  very  low  by  month-end,  especially  In  north- 
central  counties  where  a  few  communities  were  forced  to 
restrict  water  usage. 

NOVEMBER  averaged  mild  and  wet  with  below  average  snowfall. 
The  dry  spell  which  began  In  October  caused  extremely  dry 
forest  cover  and  depleted  streams,  wells  and  reservoirs 
(several  communities  had  rationed  water  usage  from  reser- 
voirs).  The  opening  of  the  small  game  hunting  season  was 
delayed  until  the  7th  in  northwestern  counties  and  until 
the  11th  elsewhere  in  the  state  due  to  the  fire  hazard.  The 
rains  of  the  19th  to  22nd  averaged  2  to  6  inches  and  ef- 
fectively ended  the  dry  spell,  replenished  soil  moisture, 
and  benefited  winter  grains.   Heavy  rains  and  high  winds 
on  the  21st  resulted  in  numerous  highway  accidents  and  some 
local  flooding.   One  to  three  Inches  of  snow  on  the  29th 
produced  slick  highways  with  many  skidding  accidents. 

DECEMBER  was  mild  with  less  than  average  precipitation  and 
snowfall.   Rains  of  1  to  3  inches  about  the  10th  resulted 
In  sharp  rises  in  Pennsylvania  rivers  but  no  flooding  of 
consequence.   Christmas  shoppers  were  favored  with  mostly 
fair  weather  from  the  11th  to  the  31st  except  for  the  rainy 
week  end  of  the  21st.   Snowfall  over  the  state  on  the  2nd 
ranged  from  1  to  6  inches  and,  except  for  some  light  snow 
at  higher  elevations,  there  was  none  of  consequence  until 
the  31st  when  2  to  7  inches  fell  over  southern  counties 
with  lesser  amounts  over  northern  counties.   New  Year's  Eve 
travel  was  greatly  hampered  by  the  falling  snow  and  by 
slippery  highways.  -  C.L.R.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


This  was  the  5th  consecutive  warm,  wet  January. 
It  tied  with  1947  as  the  10th  warmest  of  record, 
and  was  the  11th  wettest  of  record.   This  was 
the  first  time  since  1937  that  there  were  no 
below  zero  temperatures  recorded  in  Pennsylvania 
in  January.   The  highest  mean  temperature  was 
39.8°  at  Newell  and  the  lowest  was  25.7°  at 
Pleasant  Mount  1  W,  while  the  temperature  ex- 
tremes were  67°  at  Hanover  on  the  25th  and  0°  at 
Pleasant   Mount  1  W  on  the  27th,  30th  and  31st. 
Degree  days  were  again  rather  uniform,  ranging 
from  near  800  at  Pittsburgh  and  Philadelphia  to 
about  1100  in  the  northeastern  mountains.   Pre- 
cipitation totals,  northwest  of  a  line  from 
Greene  to  Susquehanna  County,  rarely  reached  4 
inches  with  20  stations  reporting  less  than  3 
inches.   Southeast  of  that  line  monthly  totals 
ranged  upward  from  4  inches  to  7  inches.   The 
greatest  monthly  total  was  7.01  inches  at  Palm 
and  the  least  was  1.58  at  Le  Roy.   Many  stations 
in  the  southwest  quarter  of  the  state  reported 
rainfall  on  20  or  more  days  during  the  month. 
Only  20  stations  reported  4  inches  or  less  snow- 
fall for  the  January  period.   Three  stations  re- 
ported 24  inches  or  more,  the  maximum  being  28.3 
inches  at  Hooversville.   The  greatest  depth  on 
the  ground  was  16  inches  at  Kregar  on  the  6th. 
The  heaviest  snowfall  was  confined  primarily  to 
the  Crawford,  Cambria  and  Somerset  County  areas. 
Thunderstorms  were  reported  on  2  days,  sleet  on 
15  and  glaze  on  12.   Prevalence  of  clouds  and 
fog  reduced  sunshine  to  generally  less  than  30% 
of  possible  for  the  month.   The  outstanding 
feature  of  the  month  was  the  widespread  glaze 
storm  on  January  8-11,  which  is  discussed  as  a 
separate  paragraph  below. 

The  New  Year's  Eve  snowfall  of  1  to  6  inches 
over  southern  counties  had  very  little  wind  with 
it  and  produced  a  winter  wonderland  effect  as  it 
piled  up  on  every  exposed  object.   Morning  fog 
on  the  2nd  with  below  freezing  temperatures  pro- 
duced heavy  hoar-frost  accumulations,  especially 
in  the  Chambersburg  area.   A  low  pressure  system 
moved  from  Oklahoma  on  the  1st  to  Maine  on  the 
4th  with  intermittent  snow  flurries  over  the 
Pennsylvania  mountains  during  that  period.   An- 
other disturbance  from  the  Lakes  region  brought 
additional  snow  and  cold  on  the  5th  and  6th  with 
some  freezing  drizzle  in  the  Harrisburg  and 
Allentown  areas.   By  the  night  of  the  6th,  an 
east-west  frontal  system  with  a  series  of  waves 
along  it  extended  from  Maryland  to  Oklahoma, 
while  an  intensifying  cold  high  pressure  system 
moved  into  eastern  Ontario.   The  first  onslaught 
of  snow,  sleet  and  freezing  rain  from  one  of  the 
waves  occurred  on  the  morning  of  the  7th,  but  the 
nearly  continuous  period  of  snow,  sleet,  freezing 
rain  and  freezing  drizzle  started  on  the  8th, 
becoming  general  about  6  p.m.  and  finally  ended 
with  the  arrival  of  cold,  dry  air  the  morning  of 
the  12th.   High  pressure  settled  over  the  south- 
eastern states  and  brought  milder  daytime  tem- 
peratures to  Pennsylvania  which  reached  the 
fifties  on  the  14th,  15th  and  16th.   More  season- 
able temperatures  returned  the  night  of  the  16th 
when  a  cold  front  dropped  temperatures  an  average 
of  20°  over  the  state  on  the  17th.   A  brief  period 
of  rain  and  some  freezing  rain  ended  early  on  the 
18th  with  clearing  in  the  afternoon.   Scattered 
very  light  precipitation  on  the  20th  was  followed 
on  the  21st  by  mixed  rain,  sleet  and  snow  as  a 
low  pressure  system  moved  from  Arkansas  to  the 
Virginia  coast.   By  the  evening  of  the  23rd,  low 
pressure  moving  northeastward  from  Arkansas 
brought  general  rain  to  Pennsylvania,  with  in- 
termittent precipitation  continuing  on  the  24th 
and  25th.   Sunny,  cold  weather  on  the  26th  changed 
quickly  to  overcast  by  the  27th  with  rain  the 


night  of  the  27th,  and  light  precipitation  on  the 
28th  with  passage  of  a  cold  front.   Daily  snow 
flurries  over  the  mountains  changed  to  rain  with 
mild  temperatures  on  the  31st. 

The  warm,  wet  weather  of  January  kept  soil  moisture 
high  and  winter  grains  showed  some  growth.   The 
mild  temperatures  partially  overcame  the  effect  of 
the  absence  of  snow  cover,  so  that  condition  of 
winter  grains  was  about  normal  at  the  end  of  the 
month.   Mild  weather  also  favored  milk  and  egg  pro- 
duction and  winter  pruning  of  orchards.   Some 
spring  bulbs  had  appeared  by  the  end  of  the  month. 

The  Glaze  Storm  of  January  8-11.  1953 

One  of  the  heaviest  ice  storms  of  record  occurred 
over  the  eastern  ridges  of  the  Appalachian  Moun- 
tains in  and  adjacent  to  Pennsylvania  January  8-11. 
Cold  air  pouring  out  of  New  England  at  the  surface 
and  warm  moist  air  streaming  northward  aloft  on  the 
eastern  side  of  a  persistent  trough  of  low  pressure 
caused  mixed  rain,  sleet  and  snow  to  fall  on  cold 
surfaces  for  nearly  five  days. 

The  glaze  storm  provided  moderate  to  heavy  accumu- 
lations of  ice  at  higher  elevations  in  Pennsylvania 
from  York  and  Bucks  counties  west  and  north  to 
Somerset,  Clearfield,  Lycoming  and  Wayne  counties. 
Some  glaze  formed  outside  this  area  and  at  lower 
elevations  but  caused  little  or  no  damage.   Through- 
out this  area  there  was  general  agreement  that  heavj 
glaze  was  observed  only  above  1000  to  1200  feet 
m.s.l.   Ice  thickness  ranged  from  1  to  2-1/2  inches 
in  the  central  and  northeastern  mountains  except  a 
few  sections  of  Carbon  and  Monroe  counties  where 
thickness  ranged  to  as  much  as  4  to  4-3/8  inches 
and  circumferences  of  10  to  13  inches  on  wires.   In 
western  and  southwestern  mountain  sections  the 
thickness  ranged  from  1  to  3-1/2  inches.   Near  Mc- 
Connellsburg,  2  days  after  the  end  of  the  storm,  a 
15  inch  length  of  ice-coated  wire  weighed  2  pounds. 
The  heaviest  coating  reported  was  just  south  of  the 
Pennsylvania-Maryland  line  in  Garrett  County  where 
the  ice  weighed  4  pounds  per  foot.   Several  sections 
of  the  state  reported  more  than  40  hours  of  freezing 
rain  and/or  freezing  drizzle  between  6  p.m.  of  the 
8th  and  6  p.m.  of  the  10th.   The  rate  of  accumulatic 
of  glaze  was  apparently  very  uniform  as  tens  of 
thousands  of  trees  were  bent  over  to  the  ground  by  I 
the  ice  but  only  a  very  small  percentage  actually 
were  broken.   Most  of  the  breakage  came  as  the  resuj 
of  locally  gusty  winds  on  the  10th,  11th  and  12th. 
Heavy  damage  to  utility  lines  and  trees  was  centeret 
in  the  east-central  counties  around  Carbon  County,  1 
and  on  the  ridges  from  western  Adams  and  Perry  coun- 
ties to  Cambria  and  Somerset  counties. 

The  Pennsylvania  Power  and  Light  Company  reported 
that  50,000  customers  in  the  east-central  counties 
were  without  service  at  one  time  or  another  during 
this  storm  and  that  125  line  crews  were  put  in  the 
field.   Several  main  high  voltage  lines  were  knocke> 
out  when  a  series  of  steel  support  towers  collapsedi 
Service  was  out  in  some  areas  for  periods  up  to  3 
days.   At  least  2500  phones  were  out  in  the  Strouds 
burg-Allentown  section  alone.   The  Metropolitan 
Edison  Company  in  Reading  reported  power  line  damag 
alone  totalled  $22,500.   Two  miles  of  poles  were 
downed  near  Kunkletown.   Many  highways  were  blocked 
by  fallen  wires  and  bent  or  broken  trees.   A  radio 
station  tower  was  downed  by  the  storm  on  the  mountai 
south  of  Williamsport.   Spotty  heavy  wire  and  tree  ' 
damage  was  reported  in  the  vicinity  of  South  Mountaii 
East  Waterford,  McConnelsburg,  Broad  Top  City, 
Hooversville,  Creasson,  Philipsburg  and  State  Collet. 
Moderating  temperatures  and  evaporation  gradually 
diminished  the  ice  load  on  the  12th  and  13th  with  vry 
little,  if  any,  ice  remaining  after  the  14th.  -  C.LR.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


This  was  the  warmest  February  since  1949, 
and  was  the  4th  consecutive  month  with 
above  normal  temperatures.   The  minimum  of 
-4°  at  Kane  1  NNE  on  the  2nd  and  Burgetts- 
town  3  W  on  the  18th  ties  with  February 
1938  for  the  2nd  highest  minimum  of  record. 
The  highest  temperature  for  the  month  was 
72°  at  Wellsville  on  the  21st.   Twenty- 
seven  stations  averaged  6°  or  more  above 
normal.   The  highest  mean  temperature  was 
40.4°  at  Philadelphia  Drexel  Inst,  of  Tec. 
and  the  lowest  was  25.8°  at  Pleasant  Mount 
1  W.   Total  degree-days  for  the  month 
ranged  from  only  700  in  the  Philadelphia 
area  to  1000  locally  in  the  north-central 
and  extreme  north-eastern  counties.   This 
was  the  driest  February  since  1948  and  the 
first  time  in  4  months  that  precipitation 
has  been  deficient.   Only  4  stations  west 
of  the  Susquehanna  River  recorded  more 
than  3  inches  of  precipitation,  while  to 
the  east  totals  of  3  inches  or  more  were 
generally  confined  to  the  area  from  Berks 
and  Schuylkill  counties  to  western  Monroe 
County.   The  greatest  monthly  total  was 
4.54  inches  at  Pimple  Hill,  and  the  least 
was  0.78  inch  at  Le  Roy.   The  maximum  pre- 
cipitation in  24  hours  was  1.61  inches  at 
Pimple  Hill  on  the  21st.   The  number  of 
days  with  measurable  precipitation  ranged 
from  4  to  8  in  the  area  southeast  of  the 
mountains,  but  ranged  from  8  to  16  in  the 
area  west  of  the  mountains.   This  was  the 
5th  consecutive  February  with  below  normal 
snowfall.   Except  for  the  northern  tier 
counties,  there  were  only  6  stations  that 
received  as  much  as  12  inches  of  snow  dur- 
ing the  month,  with  over  half  the  area  of 
the  State  receiving  less  than  4  inches. 
Kane  1  NNE  with  a  total  of  24.4  inches  and 
Rew  with  a  total  of  25.9  inches  reported 
the  greatest  snowfall  totals  for  the  month, 
while  Coudersport  8  E  reported  the  greatest 
depth  on  the  ground  -  12  inches  on  the  17th. 
Thunderstorms  were  recorded  on  5  days  this 
month,  sleet  on  9  and  glaze  on  5  days.   The 
month  was  windy  with  the  highest  speeds  on 
the  27th  and  28th,  when  gusts  reached  51  and 
47  m.p.h.  respectively  at  Harrisburg.

ward-moving cold  front  finally  ended  the 
precipitation  by  the  evening  of  the  7th, 
but  northwest  winds  on  the  8th  brought  snow 
flurries  to  the  western  mountains  from  Lake 
Erie.   A  deep  storm  centered  over  the  Gulf 
of  St.  Lawrence  maintained  fresh  north- 
westerly winds  across  Pennsylvania  on  the 
9th  and  10th.   A  low  pressure  trough  over 
the  Mississippi  Valley  spread  its  moisture 
pattern  eastward  to  include  Pennsylvania  on 
the  llth  with  a  thin  layer  of  snow  followed 
by  mixed  sleet  and  freezing  rain  that  after- 
noon and  evening.   Highway  travel  was  hazard- 
ous with  at  least  one  fatal  accident  and 
numerous  lesser  skidding  accidents.   Snow 
flurries  continued  on  the  12th,  but  tempera- 
tures slightly  above  freezing  freed  most 
roads  from  their  icy  coating.   A  deepening 
storm  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  brought  general 
snow  and  rain  over  the  State  from  the  evening 
of  the  14th  until  the  cold  front  passage  the 
afternoon  of  the  15th.   It  deposited  1  to  7 
inches  of  snow  in  the  mountains,  and  was 
followed  by  fresh  to  strong  northwest  winds. 
Additional  snow  from  another  disturbance 
moving  eastward  on  the  16th  from  Ohio  brought 
snow  depths  on  the  ground  up  to  9  to  12  inche 
at  several  stations  in  the  northern  counties. 
Two  days  of  fair,  cold  weather  gave  way  to 
increasing  cloudiness  and  milder  temperatures 
on  the  19th  with  general  rains  beginning  on 
the  20th  and  ending  on  the  21st  as  a  new  mass 
of  cold  air  moved  in  from  the  west.   Three 
days  of  fair  weather  with  above  normal  tem- 
peratures ended  as  showers  developed  on  the 
26th.   A  strong  west-east  flow  of  air  de- 
veloped late  on  the  26th  with  gale  winds, 
mild  temperatures  and  scattered  showers  con- 
tinuing into  the  28th  with  colder  weather 
returning  on  the  28th.   Only  a  few  localities 
in  southern  counties  reported  property  damage 
from  these  gusty  winds,  even  though  velocitie 
of  50  m.p.h.  or  more  had  been  reported. 

The  mild  weather  this  month  was  emphasized 
by  many  observers  reporting  very  little  or 
no  frost  in  the  ground.   At  Harrisburg  it 
was  the  3rd  warmest  winter  season  of  record. 
It  was  the  2nd  warmest  February  of  the  past 
25  years  in  Philadelphia,  and  the  5th  warmest 
at  Erie.   Several  western  counties  reported 
sugar  camps  were  opened  the  latter  half  of 
the  month  but  not  much  syrup  was  made  up  to 
the  end  of  the  month.   Moderate  river  rises 
tqok  place  during  the  period  February  21-24 
but  no  flooding  was  reported.   Winter  grains 
and  grasses  showed  some  greening  and  locally 
a  little  growth,  due  to  the  mild  weather. 
The  winter  season  temperatures  for  the  State 
averaged  33.6°  (+4.1*),  precipitation  aver- 
aged 9.87  inches  (+0.86  inch) ,  and  snowfall 
averaged  20.4  inches  (-8.4  inches).   This 
was  the  5th  consecutive  winter  season  with 
above  normal  temperature  and  precipitation.

PENNSYLVANIA  -  MARCH  1953 


L.  F.  Conover ,  Section  Director,  Harrisburg,  Pa, 
WEATHER  SUMMARY 


March  averaged  warm  and  wet  with  nearly  normal 
snowfall.   It  was  the  wettest  March  since  1944, 
with  34  stations  in  eastern  and  southern  coun- 
ties reporting  monthly  totals  2  inches  or  more 
above  normal.   There  were  only  24  stations, 
mainly  west  of  the  mountains,  that  failed  to 
receive  normal  precipitation  totals.   Chadds 
Ford  was  the  wettest  station  with  a  total  of 
7.55  inches,  and  Orwell  3  N  with  only  2.45  in- 
ches was  the  driest.   Chadds  Ford  also  reported 
the  greatest  24-hour  total  of  2.66  inches  on 
the  16th.   Snowfall  totals  of  12  inches  or  more 
were  confined  to  the  strip  from  Erie  and  Craw- 
ford counties  to  Potter  County,  and  locally 
from  Potter  south  to  Somerset  and  Bedford  Coun- 
ties.  Corry  and  Hooversville  took  top  honors 
with  totals  of  24.0  inches  for  the  month,  while 
Boswell  6  WNW  led  in  depth  on  the  ground,  hav- 
ing reported  12  inches  on  the  8th.   This  was 
the  warmest  March  since  1948  and  the  5th  con- 
secutive warm  month.   Nineteen  stations  re- 
ported temperature  averages  3.0°  or  more  above 
normal,  while  only  4  stations  reported  averages 
below  normal.   The  highest  mean  temperature 
was  46.1°  at  Philadelphia  Drexel  Institute, 
and  the  lowest  31.7°  at  Pleasant  Mount  1  W, 
while  the  actual  extreme  temperatures  were  74° 
on  the  23rd  at  Devault  1  W  and  -3°  on  the  2nd 
at  Lawrenceville  2  S.   Degree  day  totals  again 
showed  a  narrow  range — from  about  900  at 
scattered  mountain  stations  to  under  700  in  the 
Monongahela  Valley  and  from  Cumberland  to  Phila- 
delphia counties.   The  average  number  of  days 
with  measurable  precipitation  was  14,  but  many 
stations  in  western  counties  had  20  or  more 
days.   Thunderstorms  were  reported  on  8  days, 
hail  on  5,  sleet  on  7,  and  glaze  on  11  days. 
The  aurora  borealis  was  reported  visible  on  the 
8th  and  9th. 

March  began  with  chilling  northwest  winds  from 
the  Lakes  Region,  sweeping  across  the  State  and 
leaving  1  to  3  inches  of  snow  in  their  wake. 
The  high  pressure  system  over  southern  Canada 
also  moved  eastward  and  developed  a  ridge  on 
the  2nd  along  the  east  slopes  of  the  Appalach- 
ians.  The  strengthening  of  this  ridge  developed 
easterly  winds  with  gusts  up  to  40  miles  per 
hour  in  exposed  locations.   The  blocking  effect 
of  this  cold  air  developed  rain  and  some  freez- 
ing rain  over  the  central  and  eastern  counties 
and  rain  mixed  with  snow  over  western  counties. 
The  frontal  passage  late  on  the  4th  ended  the 
rain  and  easterly  winds,  but  replaced  them  with 
colder  northwest  winds  and  snow  flurries  on  the 
5th.   Wave  disturbances  from  the  Missouri-Ark- 
ansas area  kept  cloudy  skies  and  cool  weather 
over  Pennsylvania  on  the  6th  and  7th.   But  the 
disturbance  the  night  of  the  7th  deepened  over 
southwestern  Virginia  and  spread  3  to  7  inches 
of  snow  over  southern  counties  (with  a  maximum 
of  11  inches  at  Buffalo  Mills)  and  1  to  4  inches 
over  northern  counties  by  the  morning  of  the 
8th.   Much  of  this  snow,  such  as  the  7  inches  at 
Philadelphia,  fell  in  about  a  6-hour  interval 
and  hampered  highway  travel.   Many  skidding 
accidents  were  reported  on  the  slippery  roads, 
and  several  pedestrians  were  injured  in  falls 
on  icy  sidewalks  and  steps.   Cool  weather  with 
snow  flurries  and  northwesterly  winds  continued 


on  the  9th  with  colder  weather  spreading  south- 
ward on  the  10th,  especially  in  the  northeast- 
ern section  of  the  State.   This  build-up  of 
high  pressure  along  the  middle  and  north  Atlan- 
tic coast  marked  the  end  of  the  cold,  blustery 
portion  of  March.   Following  this,  the  weather 
took  on  a  more  spring-like  pattern  as  the  low 
pressure  centers  moved  eastward  across  the 
United  States  at  more  northerly  latitudes.   This 
was  clearly  demonstrated  the  afternoon  of  the 
11th  when  temperatures  reached  60°  at  Erie  and 
Pittsburgh,  and  the  middle  or  high  forties  else- 
where in  the  State.   Rain  developed  in  eastern 
Pennsylvania  by  midnight  and  spread  over  the 
whole  State  on  the  12th,  ending  early  on  the 
13th.   Mild  weather,  with  temperatures  in  the 
fifties  and  sixties,  prevailed  on  the  14th  and 
15th  until  the  passage  of  the  squall  line,  with 
its  attendant  showers  and  thunderstorms,  brought 
in  cooler,  drier  air  and  northwest  winds.   A 
day  and  a  half  of  fair,  dry  weather  gave  way 
to  scattered  showers  the  afternoon  of  the  17th 
and  general  rain  on  the  18th,  which  ended  the 
morning  of  the  19th.   A  ridge  of  high  pressure 
from  Manitoba  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  brought  .in 
the  longest  spell  of  fine  spring  weather  of  the 
month,  from  the  19th  to  the  23rd.   By  the  23rd, 
the  high  pressure  system  was  centered  off  the 
Virginia  coast,  and  warm,  moist  air  from  the 
south  Atlantic  was  spreading  northwestward  into 
Pennsylvania.   This  culminated  in  heavy  general 
rains  from  the  evening  of  the  23rd  to  the  morn- 
ing of  the  24th  and  was  followed  by  another 
series  of  showers  early  on  the'  25th.   This  com- 
bination sent  streams  rising  sharply  in  all 
sections  of  the  State.   The  deep  low  became 
nearly  stationary  over  New  Jersey  and  kept  cool, 
cloudy  weather  and  strong  northwest  winds  over 
Pennsylvania.   Light  rain  or  drizzle  continued 
over  southern  sections  and  rain  mixed  with  snow 
over  northern  sections  during  the  next  3  days, 
but  with  precipitation  amounts  dwindling  each 
day.   By  the  30th,  Pennsylvania  was  once  again 
in  a  cool  and  relatively  dry  air  flow  from  the 
northwest  which  prevailed  through  the  31st. 

The  first  week  of  the  month  averaged  below  normal 
in  temperature  for  the  first  time  in  8  weeks, 
with  the  maxima  averaging  7°  subnormal.   Snow 
at  the  end  of  the  week  accumulated  up  to  10  in- 
ches in  the  mountains.   It  provided  needed  cover 
for  winter  grains  and  grasses  in  many  sections, 
but  also  produced  slick  highways  with  many  traffi 
accidents.   The  rest  of  the  month  favored  growth 
and  greening  of  winter  grains,  grasses  and  hardy 
vegetation  with  generally  mild  temperatures  and 
mostly  ample  precipitation,  especially  in  easter 
counties.   The  warm  spring  brought  an  early  end 
to  the  maple  sugaring  season  with  only  fair  pro- 
duction.  Kane  reported  the  frost  out  of  the 
ground  on  the  24th.   Peach,  pear  and  apricot 
buds  swelled  considerably  by  month  end,  with 
early  shrubs  and  trees  snowing  leaflets  and  some 
blossom  color.   Sharp  rises  in  levels  of  rivers 
and  streams  occurred  from  the  24th  to  the  26th, 
but  stages  generally  remained  below  bankful. 
WBAS  Allentown  reported  this  the  wettest  March 
since  1923,  and  WBO  Philadelphia  reported  this 
the  3rd  wettest  of  record.   -  C.L.R. 
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Data  for  the  period  beginning  with  January  1949  to  date  have  been  weighted 
on  an  areal  basis  and  are  not  comparable  with  unweighted  values  published 
in   this    table  for    earlier    years.

PENNSYLVANIA  -  APRIL  1953 


L.  F.  Conover ,  Section  Director,  Harrisburg,  Pa, 
WEATHER  SUMMARY 


April  was  cool  and  wet  with  about  normal 
snowfall.   This  was  the  coolest  April  in 
3  years  and  the  first  month  since  October 
1952  with  below  normal  temperature.   Aver- 
age temperatures  for  the  month  ranged 
from  53.8°  at  Philadelphia  Drexel  Institute 
to  40.7°  at  Kane  1  NNE ,  while  temperature 
extremes  were  87°  at  Columbia  on  the  25th 
and  12°  at  Kane  1  NNE  on  the  19th.   Tem- 
peratures west  of  the  mountains  averaged 
2.5°  colder  than  to  the  east  of  them.   De- 
gree day  totals  ranged  from  less  than  400 
in  the  York  and  Philadelphia  County  areas, 
to  over  600  in  the  Poconos ,  the  western 
mountains  and  the  northwestern  counties. 
Precipitation  was  heaviest  ,  totalling  5 
inches  or  more,  from  Wayne,  Schuylkill  and 
Delaware  Counties  eastward  to  the  Delaware 
River;  and  at  Ebensburg,  Blairsville  6  ENE 
and  Kregar  4  SE  in  the  southwestern  moun- 
tains.  The  areas  of  least  precipitation 
extended  across  the  northern  counties  from 
Bradford  to  the  Ohio  line  and  from  Mifflin 
to  Bedford  County.   The  greatest  monthly 
total  was  7.21  inches  at  Paupack  2  WNW, 
and  the  least  was  2.00  inches  at  Erie  CAA 
AP.   The  greatest  total  in  24  hours  was 
2.17  inches  on  the  26th  at  Reading  WB 
City.   The  average  number  of  days  with 
0.01  inch  or  more  precipitation  was  16, 
but  totals  ranged  from  less  than  12  at 
many  stations  east  of  the  mountains  to  20 
or  more  west  of  them.   Snow  fell  in  every 
county  in  the  State  during  April,  but  less 
than  half  the  State  received  as  much  as 
one  inch.   Only  a  few  of  the  stations  in 
the  northwestern  counties  reported  8  in- 
ches or  more  for  the  month,  with  the  great- 
est being  14.3  inches  at  Kane  1  NNE.   The 
greatest  depth  on  the  ground  during  the 
month  was  6  inches  on  the  19th  at  Clarence 

1  E.   Thunderstorms  were  reported  on  11 
days,  hail  on  5,  sleet  on  5  and  glaze  on 

2  days.   The  aurora  borealis  was  reported 
visible  on  the  3rd  at  Pimple  Hill,  and  the 
Marcus  Hook  observer  reported  a  meteor 
(with  a  bright  blue  flame)  on  the  3rd. 

April  showers  began  on  the  first  ,  as  a  low 
pressure  system  from  the  Ohio  Valley  spread 
cloudiness  and  rain  over  the  State.   Sub- 
freezing  temperatures  over  northern  counties 
the  morning  of  the  2nd  moderated  rapidly 
during  the  day,  and  rose  to  the  sixties  on 
the  3rd.   Showers  attended  the  cold  front 
passage  on  the  4th,  followed  by  sunny,  mild 
weather  with  brisk  westerly  winds  on  Easter 
Sunday,  the  5th.   A  second  low  pressure 
system  advanced  from  Louisiana  to  Virginia 
on  the  6th  and  7th,  bringing  cloudiness 
and  rain  to  the  State  which  ended  the  morn- 
ing of  the  7th.   Fair,  mild  weather  lasted 
only  until  another  of  the  series  of  low 
pressure  systems  from  the  middle  Mississippi 
Valley  could  marshall  its  forces.   Rain  be- 
gan over  the  southwestern  counties  the  morn- 
ing of  the  9th,  but  the  rest  of  the  State 
remained  sunny  and  warm  until  that  night, 
when  the  rain  and  scattered  thunderstorms 
spread  across  the  rest  of  the  State,  ending 
on  the  10th  over  the  eastern  counties. 
After  another  one-day  interval  of  fair, 
mild  weather,  the  fourth  low  pressure 
system  from  the  southwest  advanced  with 


its  area  of  cloudiness  and  rain  on  the  12th. 
This  disturbance,  however,  remained  near 
the  New  Jersey  coast  on  the  13th  to  keep 
cloudiness,  rain,  and  northerly  winds  con- 
tinuing over  Pennsylvania  with  some  snow  in 
the  higher  elevations.   This  storm  center 
continued  to  deepen  off  the  Maine  coast  on 
the  14th  with  gusty  northwest  winds  (up  to 
50  miles  per  hour)  over  the  State,  and 
scattered  rain  and  snow  showers  in  the 
mountains.   A  fifth  deep  storm  center  re- 
mained north  of  Pennsylvania  on  the  16th 
and  17th,  with  occasional  shower  periods 
and  gusty  westerly  winds.   Four  inches  of 
snow  covered  the  ground  around  Brookville. 
On  the  18th,  the  sixth  low  pressure  system 
of  the  month  began  its  travel  toward  Penn- 
sylvania from  Arkansas  with  mixed  rain  and 
snow  spreading  over  the  State,  and  added 
a  one  to  six-inch  snow  cover  to  much  of 
the  mountain  area.   Circulation  around  the 
high  pressure  ridge  from  Saskatchewan  to 
Texas  brought  in  near-record  cold  air  from 
central  Canada  and  the  Lakes  region.   The 
morning  of  the  20th,  only  the  Philadelphia 
area  reported  above  freezing  temperatures, 
with  Eagles  Mere  and  Tamarack  2  S  Fire 
Tower  reporting  22° ,  Allentown  WB  AP  30° 
and  Harrisburg  WB  AP  31°.   Snow  flurries 
also  occurred  in  nearly  every  section  of 
the  Commonwealth  on  this  date.   Sub-freezing 
temperatures  occurred  again  on  the  21st  and 
22nd  in  many  sections.   By  the  afternoon  of 
the  22nd,  the  circulation  pattern  had  change 
from  northwest  to  southwest ,  and  mild  tem- 
peratures again  returned.   The  cold  front 
passage  the  night  of  the  22nd-23rd  produced 
showers  and  scattered  thunderstorms,  but  no 
great  change  in  temperature.   The  seventh 
major  disturbance  of  the  month  brought 
periodic  showers  and  some  thunderstorms 
from  the  night  of  the  24th  to  the  27th. 
Tamarack  2  S  Fire  Tower  reported  heavy  hail 
the  size  of  robin's  eggs.   Another  cold 
air  mass  brought  sub-freezing  temperatures 
to  some  mountain  sections  the  morning  of 
the  29th  with  some  light  sleet  reported  near 
Millersburg.   Daytime  temperatures  rose  to 
the  eighties  on  the  25th,  cooled  to  the  fif 
ties  on  the  27th  and  28th,  and  moderated  to 
the  sixties  on  the  29th  and  30th. 

Wet  ground  throughout  the  month  hampered 
field  activity  and  pasturing  of  cattle,  but 
provided  more  than  ample  moisture  for  vege- 
tal growth.   Lack  of  sunshine  kept  daytime 
temperatures  lower  than  usual,  especially 
during  the  third  week  when  they  were  15° 
below  normal.   Freeze  damage  to  early  fruit 
was  mostly  limited  to  low  spots  and  local 
areas  in  southern  counties.   Unusual  featur 
of  April  weather  include  the  following: 
Williamsport  WB  AP  reported  the  first  hail- 
storm in  22  months;  Kane  1  NNE  reported  a 
5-day  snow  from  the  21st  to  the  25th,  in- 
clusive;  Harrisburg  WB  AP  reported  this  tht 
first  April  in  9  years  to  record  more  than  i 
trace  of  snow;  Pittsburgh  WB  AP  2  reported 
this  the  2nd  consecutive  month  with  no  cleai 
days;  Pittsburgh  WB  AP  2  also  reported  thert 
were  only  3  days  without  precipitation,  and 
the1  rain  on  the  9th  measured  0.46  inch  in 
10  minutes  and  0.80  inch  in  30  minutes.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


May  was  warm,  wet  and  stormy  with  no  measurable 
snowfall.   It  was  the  3rd  wettest  of  record, 
being  exceeded  only  by  1946  and  1894.   Only  8 
stations  reported  less  than  4  inches  of  rain- 
fall, the  lowest  being  3.38  inches  at  Greens- 
boro Lock  7.   The  heavy  precipitation  (8  inches 
or  more)  extended  in  a  band  from  Crawford,  Erie 
and  McKean  counties  southeastward  to  Indiana, 
Snyder  and  Schuylkill  counties,  and  in  a  narrow- 
er band  from  Newport  and  Shippensburg  to  Columbia 
and  Reading,  and  from  Pottstown  to  Philadelphia. 
Rainfall  totalled  10  inches  or  more  at  8  stations 
in  northwestern  counties,  the  greatest  being 
12.71  inches  at  Torpedo  4  W  (which  is  the  4th 
greatest  of  record  for  May) .   At  least  a  dozen 
stations  in  the  heavy  rain  belt  reported  over 
3  inches  in  a  single  day,  the  maximum  being 
3.90  inches  on  the  25th-26th  at  Philipsburg 
CAA  AP.   The  month  averaged  17  days  with  measur- 
able precipitation.   This  was  the  warmest  May 
since  1944  with  all  temperature  stations,  ex- 
cept Port  Clinton  1  S  and  Marcus  Hook,  averaging 
above  normal.   The  highest  mean  temperature  for 
the  month  was  67.0°  at  Donora  and  the  lowest  was 
55.2°  at  Pleasant  Mount  1  W.   Temperature  ex- 
tremes for  May  were  93°  on  the  11th  at  Bethlehem 
Lehigh  Oni.  and  York  3  SSW  Pump  Sta.  and  on  the 
12th  at  Stroudsburg  2,  and  27°  on  the  29th  at 
Bradford  4  W  Reservoir,  Donegal  and  Kane  1  NNE. 
Frost  was  reported  from  a  score  of  stations  on 
one  or  more  of  the  following  dates:  3rd,  4th, 
24th,  27th,  28th  and  29th.   The  most  general 
frost  occurred  on  the  28th.   Thunderstorms  were 
extremely  abundant  this  month,  and  occurred  daily 
somewhere  in  the  state,  except  on  the  4th,  19th, 
20th,  24th  and  28th.   Hail  was  reported  on  10 
days.   "Muddy"  rain  and  "red"  rain  were  reported 
from  several  stations  on  the  1st  and  2nd.   The 
aurora  boreal is  was  reported  from  Kane  on  the 
21st.   The  storm  period  of  May  22nd  to  31st  is 
discussed  in  more  detail  below. 

The  average  spring  (March,  April,  May)  tempera- 
ture was  49.8°,  which  made  this  the  warmest 
spring  since  1946.   Rainfall  for  the  same  period 
was  15.58  inches,  the  3rd  wettest  of  record 
(1952 — 15.91  inches  and  1933—15.68  inches). 
The  average  snowfall  for  the  state  for  the  winter 
1952-53  was  33.0  inches,  which  was  the  lowest  in 
3  years  and  8.6  inches  below  the  season  average. 

The  typical  weather  pattern  for  Pennsylvania  this 
month  was  low  pressure  over  or  near  Pennsylvania 
with  a  trough  southwestward  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico 
which  provided  the  supply  of  moist  air  for  the 
frequent  rains  and  thunderstorms.   This  pattern 
persisted  the  first  three  days  of  May  until  high 
pressure  from  eastern  Canada  spread  far  enough 
southward  on  the  4th  to  provide  a  fair  day.  There 
was  a  dust  cloud  aloft  on  the  1st,  based  on  pilot 
reports,  with  maximum  density  about  9000  feet 
where  visibility  was  reduced  to  1/2  mile.   Muddy 
rain  was  reported  from  several  stations  in  western 
and  central  counties  that  day.   In  the  evening, 
Delaware  and  Philadelphia  counties  had  a  series 
of  hailstorms  with  hailstones  as  large  as  golf 
balls,  which  damaged  neon  signs  and  automobiles. 
By  the  5th,  the  flow  of  moist  air  had  resumed 
under  the  original  weather  pattern  with  daily 
rain  and/or  thunderstorms  over  many  sections  of 
the  state.   A  mountain  camp  near  Pine  Grove 
Furnace  reported  an  unofficial  rainfall  of  4.5 
inches  from  a  thunderstorm  on  the  6th.   The  run- 
off from  this  downpour  caused  a  flash  flood  near 
Mt.  Holly  Springs  with  water  flowing  5  feet  deep 


at  the  spot  where  one  family  had  to  be  evacuated 
by  boat.   A  number  of  rock  and  land  slides  oc- 
curred, which  closed  some  highways.   Several  road: 
in  the  area  south  towards  Gettysburg  had  up  to  2 
feet  of  water  over  them.   Lightning  destroyed  a 
barn  near  Gettysburg  the  same  night.   On  the  9th 
near  Hanover,  high  winds  damaged  a  barn,  and  hail 
which  reached  a  depth  of  3  to  5  inches  in  places 
did  much  damage  to  tomato  plants.   Moderate  high 
pressure  spread  over  the  Appalachians  and  Atlantii 
coast  states  on  the  9th  to  interrupt  the  flow  of 
moist  air  from  the  Gulf.   As  a  result,  the  9th, 
10th  and  11th  were  relatively  dry  days  with  only 
a  few  scattered  light  showers  or  thundershowers. 
Very  warm  weather  prevailed  on  the  10th,  11th  and 
12th  with  a  number  of  stations  reaching  90°  or 
higher  before  the  passage  of  a  cold  front  the 
afternoon  of  the  12th.   Beginning  again  on  the 
13th,  a  small  high  pressure  system  off  the  south 
Atlantic  coast  and  a  nearly  stationary  trough 
from  the  middle  Atlantic  states  to  the  western 
Gulf  funnelled  moist  air  into  Pennsylvania  for 
daily  showers  and  thunderstorms.   On  the  13th  in 
Chambersburg  a  half-hour  heavy  rain  flooded 
sections  with  up  to  5  feet  of  water,  marooned  a 
family  in  their  car,  and  damaged  basements. 
Middletown  on  the  15th  had  a  new  home  damaged  by 
lightning  and  water  during  an  active  thunder- 
storm.  Cumberland  County  and  the  Harrisburg  area 
were  hard  hit  by  thunderstorms  and  heavy  rain  wit 
high  winds  on  the  17th,  with  damage  to  schools  at 
Shippensburg  and  Carlisle.   Water  across  highways 
in  several  sections  slowed  and  detoured  traffic,  j 
Many  basements  were  flooded.   High  winds  caused 
much  tree  and  wire  damage.   A  weak  cold  front 
passage  on  the  morning  of  the  18th  gave  a  3-day 
respite  from  the  general  rains,  which  resumed 
again  on  the  21st.   The  storm  period  of  May  22 
to  30  developed  when  a  very  cool  air  mass  from 
Canada  and  a  warm  humid  air  mass  from  the  Gulf 
met  over  Pennsylvania.   Temperatures  were  30° 
cooler  over  the  northern  counties  of  the  state 
than  they  were  over  the  southern  counties  the 
night  of  the  22nd-23rd,  with  the  result  that  a 
band  of  heavy  rain  (1  to  over  3  inches)  occurr- 
ed over  the  area  from  Allentown,  Beavertown  and 
Brookville  northward  to  Warren,  Wellsboro  and 
Rushville.   Elsewhere  amounts  were  under  1  inch. 
The  23rd  and  24th  were  fair  and  cool  with  min- 
imum temperatures  in  the  upper  thirties  as  a 
small  high  pressure  area  moved  eastward  across 
the  state  and  brought  in  a  second  cool  air  mass 
to  set  the  stage  for  the  second  siege  of  heavy 
rains.   Rains  of  the  25th  and  26th  culminated  in 
a  series  of  heavy  thunderstorms  early  on  the  26t 
with  24-hour  totals  of  1  to  3.9  inches  of  rain 
over  a  band  from  Coatesville  and  Holtwood  north- 
westward to  Warren,  Erie  and  Franklin.   Precipi- 
tation generally  ended  the  morning  of  the  27th  a 
a  major  outbreak  of  cool  dry  air  from  a  large  hii 
pressure  system  over  central  Canada  spread  into 
Pennsylvania.   The  28th  was  fair  and  cold  with 
several  stations  reporting  sub-freezing  tempera- 
ture, frost  and  even  ice.   The  29th  was  not  quit 
as  cool,  but  was  still  cool  enough  to  provide  a 
third  occurrence  of  radically  different  air  masEJ 
over  Pennsylvania  with  up  to  30°  cooler  air  over 
northeastern  counties  than  over  southwestern 
counties  the  night  of  the  29th-30th.   This  thirc 
series  of  heavy  rains  (1  to  over  3  inches)  coveil 
the  state  from  Erie,  Franklin  and  Vandergrift  tc 
Wellsboro,  Eagles  Mere  and  Philadelphia.   Buffa] 
Mills  reported  3.78  inches  for  the  24  hours  endig 
the  morning  of  the  31st.   Additional  rains  of  1/ 
to  2/3  of  an  inch  fell  on  the  31st  as  Pennsylvaia

The  third  week  was  warm  and  continued 
et  with  all  vegetation  making  excellent  growth, 
eavy  rains  caused  considerable  erosion  and  some 
looding  of  farm  land.   All  fruit  appears  to  have 
good  set,  and  some  thinning  of  peaches  will  be 
Bcessary.   Above  normal  rainfall  the  remainder 
f  the  month  continued  to  delay  planting  and 
ield  work,  but  crops  and  fruits  continued  growth 
ad  sizing.   Much  winter  wheat  and  barley  has 
ank  growth  and  lodging  is  common.   Many  sections 
f  the  state  report  field  work  delayed  almost  a 
all  month  by  persistent  rains. 

The  Storm  Period  of  May  22-31 ,  1953 

bis  period  of  thunderstorm,  heavy  rain,  high 
ind,  hail  and  tornado  activity  was  made  up  of 
major  sub- periods:   22nd-23rd,  25th-26th  and 
9th-30th.   The  first  period  affected  primarily 
be  following  counties:   Erie,  Lawrence,  Warren, 
Ik,  Cameron,  McKean,  Union,  Northumberland, 
olumbia,  Luzerne  and  Schuylkill.   In  these 
aunties,  sudden  heavy  rains  flooded  streets, 
uderpasses,  basements,  gardens  and  fields.  Cars 
ere  marooned  by  the  sudden  rise  of  water  in  the 
rie  area,  and  at  Kane  where  3.5  inches  of  rain 
ell  in  about  2  hours,  small  bridges  were  washed 
ut,  families  had  to  be  evacuated,  and  many  high- 
ays  were  covered  with  up  to  3  feet  of  water, 
raffic  was  halted  by  the  intensity  of  the  rain- 
all.   In  the  Emporium  area,  rainfall  was  3.2 
aches  (mostly  between  8  and  10  p.m.);  cellars 
ere  under  several  feet  of  water,  3  small  bridges 
ere  washed  out,  gardens  and  fields  were  severely 
ashed,  railroad  tracks  were  undermined  and  land 
lides  were  reported  across  some  highways.   News- 
aper  estimates  gave  $10,000  damage  to  Ridgway 
nd  $200,000  damage  to  Johnsonburg  where  it  was 
eported  as  the  second  worst  flood  in  their 
istory,  with  75  homes  and  25  businesses  flooded, 
ad  with  up  to  30  inches  of  water  on  the  first 
loors.   Schools  were  closed  and  plants  shut 


down.   More  than  70  families  were  evacuated  from 
their  homes  in  Kane,  Sheffield,  Ridgway,  Johnson- 
burg and  other  nearby  communities.   From  Laurel  ton 
to  Wilkes-Barre  thunderstorms  and  high  winds  caused 
much  property  damage  from  felled  trees  and  wires, 
and  local  flooding  of  streets  and  cellars.   A 
tornado  was  reported  at  Valley  View,  where  farm 
buildings  and  crops  were  damaged  in  a  half-mile 
long  path. 

The  second  period  of  storms  was  most  destructive 
in  the  following  counties:   Allegheny,  Jefferson, 
Centre,  Elk,  McKean,  Perry,  Dauphin,  Cumberland, 
Adams,  York,  Lancaster  and  Northumberland.   The 
rains  during  this  period  were  not  quite  as  heavy 
in  the  Kane-Ridgway  area,  but  were  heavier  in  the 
Punxsutawney-Philipsburg  area.   Philipsburg  CAA  AP 
reported  3.7  inches  in  about  9  hours,  and  Clear- 
field 8  NW  Nursery  3.2  inches  in  11  hours.  Streets 
and  highways  were  flooded,  as  were  basements,  while 
gardens  and  fields  were  hard  hit  by  washing.   High- 
way traffic  was  halted  at  several  places  by  flooded 
roads.   Power  and  telephone  lines  were  hardest  hit 
in  Pittsburgh,  Hanover  and  Elizabethtown  areas. 
The  Mechanicsburg-Bloomsburg-Harrisburg  area  was 
hard  hit  by  the  heavy  rains,  with  scores  of  base- 
ments and  many  streets  flooded.   The  heavy  rains 
of  the  17th  and  23rd  had  nearly  saturated  the 
ground  in.  this  area,  and  the  rains  of  the  26th  fell 
with  no  place  to  go.   In  the  Shamokin  area,  3 
bursts  of  heavy  rain  at  1:30,  9:00  and  10:00  a.m., 
washed  hundreds  of  tons  of  culm  from  coal  mine 
waste  piles  into  streets,  yards  and  gardens  for  a 
distance  of  several  blocks.   Culm  piled  in  depth 
up  to  5  feet  as  it  flowed  like  lava.   At  least  2 
cars  were  marooned  in  it,  and  lawns,  shrubbery  and 
gardens  were  buried. 

The  third  period  had  most  of  its  activity  in  the 
southwestern  counties.   Flash-flooding  occurred  in 
the  Acmetonia-Freeport  Section,  and  basements  were 
flooded.   Navigation  on  the  Allegheny  River  was 
halted  on  the  31st  when  the  water  overtopped  the 
lock  walls.   Hail  and  lightning  caused  much  damage 
in  the  Uniontown-Meyersdale  area,  and  heavy  rains 
flooded  a  trailer  camp  in  the  Everett-Bedford  area. 
The  second  tornado  of  the  month  occurred  in  the 
Blairsville-Bolivar  area,  attended  by  heavy  rains 
and  hail.   A  garage  was  blown  apart,  roofs,  trees, 
wires  and  television  antenna  were  damaged.   Power 
outages  lasted  up  to  15  hours.  -  C.L.R. 
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Averages  for  the  period  January  1949  to  date  have  been  weighted  according 
to  area  and  are  not  comparable  with  unweighted  values  published  in  this 
table   for   earlier   years.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


The  month  averaged  warm  and  dry,  but  had 
a  high  frequency  of  thunderstorms.   Mean 
temperatures  ranged  from  74.2°  at  Donora 
to  61.8°  at  Hawley  1  S  Dam.   The  tempera- 
ture extremes  were  100°  at  Stroudsburg  2 
and  Johnstown  on  the  22nd,  and  31°  at 
Kane  1  NNE  on  the  2nd  (the  only  subfreez- 
ing  temperature  reported) .   Although  tem- 
peratures averaged  below  normal  at 
several  stations,  mainly  from  Adams  to 
Bucks  County,  there  were  22  stations  over 
the  State  which  reported  10  days  or  more 
with  temperatures  of  90°  or  higher.   This 
was  the  second  driest  month  this  year,  but 
was  still  0.65  inch  above  the  June  1952 
average.   Only  scattered  stations  in  the 
southeastern  and  west-central  counties  re- 
ported above  normal  rainfall.   Heavy  local 
rains  produced  amounts  of  2.50  inches  in 
24  hours  (or  more)  at  Stump  Creek,  Sagamore 
1  SE  and  Marion  Center  2  SE  on  the  7th  and 
at  Saxton  on  the  29th,  where  the  greatest 
for  the  month  (4.20  inches)  occurred.   Only 
scattered  stations  in  northwestern  counties 
had  measurable  rainfall  on  as  many  as  12 
days  during  the  month.   Elsewhere  most 
stations  averaged  8  days  or  less,  which  is 
half  the  May  average.   Generous  sunshine 
this  month  ranged  from  67  percent  of  possible 
at  Pittsburgh,  to  78  percent  of  possible  at 
Harrisburg  (the  4th  sunniest  of  record) . 
Thunderstorms  were  reported  somewhere  in  the 
State  on  21  days,  and  hail  on  9  days.   Light 
frost  with  little  or  no  damage  was  reported 
on  the  2nd  and  12th.   A  family  of  "baby 
tornadoes"  struck  a  3-mile  long  area  east 
of  Honeybrook  on  the  22nd. 

Incoming  high  pressure  from  central  Canada 
on  the  1st  brought  clearing  skies  to  north- 
ern counties  in  the  morning,  and  to  the 
rest  of  the  State  by  mid-afternoon.   Over- 
night cooling  produced  light  frost  locally 
in  McKean  and  eastern  Crawford  counties. 
By  the  4th,  warm,  moist  air  from  the  south- 
west had  again  reached  Pennsylvania,  with 
a  series  of  active  thunderstorms  over  the 
northwestern  counties,  and  showers  over 
the  rest  of  the  northern  counties.   In  the 
James  City  area,  hail  accumulated  2  inches 
deep  on  porches,  broke  windows,  damaged 
roofs  and  flattened  gardens.   Elsewhere 
across  Crawford,  Warren  and  McKean  counties, 
gusty  winds  caused  much  damage  to  trees, 
television  antenna  and  utility  lines.   The 
5th  was  warm  and  humid.   By  the  afternoon 
of  the  6th ,  general  showers  and  thunder- 
storms broke  out  over  the  State,  continu- 
ing until  the  cold  front  passage  the  after- 
noon of  the  7th.   Many  stations  reported  1 
to  2  inches  of  rain.   In  the  Jefferson- 
Indiana  County  area,  amounts  ranged  up  to 
3.36  inches  at  Marion  Center  for  the  high- 
est total  for  this  period.   Pittsburgh  WB 
AP  2  reported  excessive  rainfall  rates  of 
0.45  inch  in  15  minutes.   Franklin  and 
Adams  counties  reported  wind,  water  and 
lightning  damage  from  thunderstorms  with 
fields  badly  washed  and  roads  flooded  lo- 
cally.  Weak  high  pressure  provided  a  one- 
day  interval  of  fair  weather  on  the  8th, 
but  the  9th  was  marred  by  scattered  thun- 
dershowers  in  the  southern  counties.   A 


second  and  more  active  high  from  the  Lakes  Re- 
gion provided  fine,  pleasant  weather  until 
the  morning  of"  the  12th,  when  showers  moved 
into  western  counties,  yet  in  the  northeast 
light  frost  was  reported  in  southern  Wayne 
County.   Showers  and  scattered  thunderstorms 
on  the  13th  were  confined  to  the  eastern 
two-thirds  of  the  State,  with  the  heaviest 
amounts  in  the  Lancaster-Philadelphia  County 
area.   Holtwood  reported  2.45  inches  of  rain, 
and  Safe  Harbor  2.16  inches  of  rain  between 
noon  and  1:00  p.m.  on  the  13th,  with  brief 
local  flooding.   Strengthening  high  pressure 
over  Ontario  and  the  northern  Appalachians 
provided  cloudy,  cool  weather  on  the  14th 
and  pleasant  weather  until  the  17th,  when 
low  pressure  from  the  central  plains  reached 
western  counties  with  a  band  of  showers  and 
warm,  humid  air.   Temperatures  of  90°  or 
more  were  common  through  the  21st,  with  at 
least  8  deaths  and  2  injuries  attributed  to 
the  heat.   As  the  cold  front  moved  across 
the  State  on  the  22nd,  it  intensified  and 
developed  thunderstorms  over  the  southeast- 
ern counties.   A  series  of  "baby  tornadoes" 
with  funnel-like  clouds  struck  a  small  area 
east  of  Honeybrook  about  1:30  p.m.  that 
afternoon,  causing  much  damage  to  farm 
buildings  and  crops.   Another  period  of  fair 
weather  set  in  on  the  23rd,  warmed  rapidly 
on  the  25th  with  general  showers  and  thun- 
derstorms over  the  State,  many  with  excessive 
rates  of  rainfall.   Pittsburgh  WB  AP  2  report- 
ed 0.63  inch  in  15  minutes,  and  Harrisburg 
WB  AP  0.43  inch  in  15  minutes.   The  Lock 
Haven  area  had  severe  thunderstorms  with 
winds  of  40  to  50  miles  per  hour  during  a 
5  to  8-minute  period  that  caused  great 
damage  to  trees,  utility  lines,  houses  and 
cars.   Hot,  humid  summer  weather  with 
scattered  showers  and  thundershowers  pre- 
vailed the  remainder  of  the  month  as  a 
weak  east-west  frontal  zone  remained  nearly 
stationary  over  Pennsylvania.   On  the  28th, 
Saxton  reported  4.10  inches  of  rain  from 
about  5:00  p.m.  to  6:30  p.m.  from  an  extremelj 
localized  thunderstorm.   Scores  of  cellars 
were  flooded,  retaining  walls  were  washed 
away,  lawns  and  gardens  were  severely  damaged, 
and  water  flowed  6  to  24  inches  deep  on  high- 
ways.  That  same  period  developed  hailstorms 
along  a  15-mile  belt  from  Erie  to  Northeast 
and  about  2  to  4  miles  in  from  the  lake.   Fru: 
in  this  area  suffered  considerable  damage. 

Much  ground  remained  too  wet  to  work  the 
first  week  of  June,  but  sunshine  was  very 
welcome  to  all  vegetation.   Fruits  sized 
rapidly.   Alfalfa,  clover  and  grasses  yielded 
heavily.   A  second  week  of  light  rainfall 
helped  field  work,  let  sunshine  continue  its 
good  work.   Condition  of  pastures  is  the  high 
est  of  record,  but  there  was  too  much  rain 
this  spring  for  the  strawberry  crop.   Sunshin 
and  adequate  soil  moisture  continued  good  cro 
growth  and  favored  field  work  of  all  kinds 
during  the  3rd  week.   The  last  week  in  June 
was  also  the  4th  week  with  below  normal 
rainfall,  which  permitted  rapid  advance  in 
harvesting  and  cultivating,  but  pastures  are 
now  on  the  decline  and  many  show  need  of  rain 
Soil  moisture  was  still  generally  sufficient 
for  crop  growth.   -  C.L.R.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


The  month  was  dry  and  warm,  but  with  damaging  storms  in 
many  sections  of  the  State.   This  was  the  driest  July 
since  1944,  and  only  the  5th  time  the  frequency  of  meas- 
urable rainfall  has  been  as  low  as  7  days  average  for  the 
month.   Precipitation  totals  from  regular  reporting  sta- 
tions ranged  from  7.30  inches  at  Whitesburg  to  1.14  inches 
at  Dushore  3  NE .   The  greatest  24-hour  total  was  3.70  in- 
ches at  Saxton  on  the  23rd.   The  extremely  heavy  rains  in 
the  Dillsburg  area  on  the  22nd-23rd  are  discussed  in  a 
separate  paragraph  below.   Rainfall  totals  of  5  inches  or 
more  occurred  mainly  in  the  Kittanning-Saxton-New  Stanton 
area,  with  about  10  other  scattered  stations  over  the 
State  also  reporting  that  much  precipitation.   Rainfall 
totals  were  less  than  3  inches  from  Beaver  to  Erie  County, 
from  Potter  and  Juniata  to  Wayne  County,  and  in  portions 
of  Berks,  Lancaster,  Franklin  and  Fulton  counties.   The 
104°  at  Stroudsburg  on  the  19th  was  the  highest  July 
temperature  reported  in  Pennsylvania  since  1941,  and  the 
33°  at  Kane  1  NNE  on  the  25th  was  the  lowest  July  tempera- 
ture for  the  State  since  1945.   The  highest  monthly  mean 
temperature  was  78.8°  at  Philadelphia  WB  City,  and  the 
lowest  was  64.9°  at  Kane  1  NNE.   There  were  54  stations 
over  the  State  that  reported  temperatures  of  90°  or  higher 
on  10  or  more  days  in  July,  with  Columbia  reporting  a 
total  of  19  days.   Two  stations,  Philipsburg  CAA  AP  and 
Titusville  2  S,  failed  to  reach  90°  during  the  month. 
Thunderstorms  were  reported  on  24  days  during  July,  hail 
on  7  days.   A  meteor  flash  was  reported  from  Meadville  7 
NW  on  the  31st,  and  a  waterspout  was  reported  15  miles 
northeast  of  Erie  on  the  9th.   Light  frost  was  reported 
on  the  25th  from  Kane  1  NNE  and  Pimple  Hill.   An  experi- 
mental station  about  0.5  mile  east  of  Pimple  Hill  in  a 
natural  frost  pocket  recorded  31°  on  the  4th  and  29°  on 
the  11th  of  July  on  a  standard  minimum  thermometer.   Sun- 
shine percentages  were  high  in  most  sections  of  the  State, 
ranging  from  60  percent  to  70  percent  in  the  Pittsburgh 
area  to  84  percent  at  Reading  and  85  percent  at  Harris- 
burg, where  it  equalled  July  1944  as  the  sunniest  of 
record. 

A  deepening  low  pressure  system  moved  eastward  across 
southern  Canada  on  the  1st  and  2nd,  leaving  Pennsylvania 
in  the  warm,  humid  air  mass  with  numerous  thunderstorms, 
many  of  which  were  attended  by  high  winds.   Gusts  of  85 
miles  per  hour  were  reported  in  the  Pittsburgh  area,  and 
60  miles  per  hour  in  the  Harrisburg  area.   The  Pitts- 
burgh-Ligonier  section  estimated  damage  as  over  $50,000 
from  lightning  strikes  and  high  winds.   In  the  Lebanon- 
Dauphin-Cumberland  county  area,  lightning  and  high  winds 
c«used  estimated  damages  of  over  $100,000.   A  "baby  twist- 
er" was  reported  near  York  on  the  2nd,  but  no  confirmation 
or  damage  estimate  has  been  obtained.   A  small  high  pres- 
sure system  brought  cooler,  drier  weather  on  the  3rd  and 
4th  with  a  minimum  of  35°  at  Philipsburg  CAA  AP  on  the 
4th.   Showers  and  thunderstorms  hit  the  southwestern  coun- 
ties on  the  5th,  with  local  flash  floods  near  Pittsburgh 
which  severely  damaged  a  swimming  pool,  parking  lot  and 
access  road  at  Mineral  Beach.   This  storm  activity  spread 
eastward  across  the  State  on  the  6th  and  was  replaced  by 
fair  and  dry  weather  on  the  7th.   Another  influx  of  warm, 
humid  air  on  the  8th  resulted  in  thunderstorms  and  high 
winds  in  the  Mechanicsburg-Dillsburg-Harr isburg  area, 
until  it  was  replaced  on  the  9th  by  moderate  high  pres- 
sure from  the  northern  plains  states.   The  dry  air  associ- 
ated with  this  high  pressure  system  allowed  rapid  night- 
time cooling,  and  temperatures  dropped  to  37°  at  Philips- 
burg CAA  AP  the  morning  of  the  11th.   Scattered  light 
showers  fell  over  northern  counties  on  the  12th  and 
13th  as  a  small  disturbance  moved  up  the  Atlantic  Coast. 
Rising  temperature  and  increasing  humidity  continued  into 
the  18th  as  moderate  high  pressure  persisted  over  Pennsyl- 
vania.  Showers  and  thunderstorms  reached  western  counties 
on  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  the  18th  and  spread  east- 
ward on  the  19th  with  active  thunderstorms  and  wind  gusts 
to  80  miles  per  hour  in  the  Philadelphia-Berks-Chester 
area.   Much  property  damage  was  done  by  flying  debris  and 
felled  trees  and  wires.   Warm,  humid  weather  persisted 
to  the  23rd.   However,  the  combination  of  moderate  high 
pressure  over  the  New  England  coast  ,  which  brought  cool 
air  into  Pennsylvania  from  the  northeast,  and  the  warm, 
humid  air  already  over  the  State  which  was  forced  aloft  , 
set  off  a  series  of  active  thunderstorms  with  locally 
excessive  rainfall  from  the  afternoon  of  the  22nd  until 


the  cold  front  passage  the  morning  of  the  23rd.   The 
Pittsburgh  area  again  reported  damaging  thunderstorms, 
with  high  winds  and  flash  flooding  from  rains  which  were 
measured  at  0.62  inch  in  10  minutes,  0.97  inch  in  20  min- 
utes and  1.56  inches  in  45  minutes.   Kittanning  Lock  7 
reported  2.31  inches  between  7  and  9  p.m.  on  the  22nd, 
and  Saxton  3.70  inches  in  15  hours.   For  the  local  cloud- 
burst rains  near  Dillsburg  at  this  time,  see  the  separate 
paragraph  below.   By  noon  of  the  23rd,  the  small  low  pres- 
sure system  and  its  attendant  fronts  had  moved  eastward 
to  the  coast  with  cooler,  drier  air  coming  in  from  the 
Great  Lakes  region.   Temperatures  the  morning  of  the  25th 
dropped  to  35°  at  Philipsburg  CAA  AP  and  33°  at  Kane  1 
NNE.   Moderating  high  pressure  gave  way  to  an  unstable 
east-west  frontal  pattern  with  scattered  showers  and 
thunderstorms  on  the  27th,  fair,  warm  weather  on  the 
28th,  general  rains  over  central  and  northern  counties 
on  the  29th,  hot,  humid  weather  with  scattered  thunder- 
showers  on  the  30th,  and  warm,  but  slightly  drier  weather 
on  the  31st. 
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Local  Heavy  Rains  in  the  Vicinity  of  Dillsburg. 
Pennsylvania  July  22-23.  1953 

Shortly  after  noon  on  July  22,  cloudiness  began  to  increase 
rapidly  over  the  hilly  section  near  Dillsburg.   Thunderstor 
activity  developed  over  the  area  from  Churchtown,  Brandts- 
ville  and  Dillsburg  to  Siddonsburg  and  Mt .  Pleasant,  be- 
ginning about  1:45  p.m.,  with  the  whole  area  receiving  rain 
by  2:30  p.m.   By  4  p.m.,  most  of  the  above  area  had  re- 
ceived amounts  of  2  to  4  inches,  and  observers  reported 
the  sound  of  the  heavy  rain  as  approximating  the  roar  of  a 
large  waterfall.   The  rain  let  up  over  most  of  the  area 
shortly  after  4  p.m.,  but  continued  unabated  over  about  a 
4-square  mile  area  between  Siddonsburg  and  Dillsburg,  with 
a  total  fall  of  7  to  8  inches  by  6  p.m. ,  when  the  original 
thunderstorm  seemed  to  drift  eastward.   Additional  rains 
that  evening  and  over  night  brought  the  total  up  to  a  maxi- 
mum of  11.6  inches  by  9  a.m.  on  the  23rd,  when  the  arrival 
of  a  cold  front  from  the  west  changed  the  air  mass  over  th< 
area.   An  observer  near  the  center  of  the  heaviest  rainfalj 
said  there  were  times  when  blue  sky  was  visible  on  the 
horizon,  but  rain  continued  to  fall,  and  the  clearing  nevei 
reached  his  farm.   Soil  erosion  was  very  heavy,  piling  up  I 
to  6  to  12  inches  deep  across  roads.   Crops  and  gardens 
were  damaged.   High  water,  2  to  4  feet  deep  over  low  spots 
in  fields  and  several  feet  deep  across  highways,  blocked 
traffic.   Gusty  winds  and  hail  occurred  sporadically 
throughout  the  afternoon  storm,  downing  trees  and  utility 
lines.   A  car  and  a  truck  were  caught  in  the  sudden  rise 
of  water  and  carried  down-slope  into  a  group  of  trees.   A 
covered  bridge  was  damaged  by  floating  trees.   Lightning 
fired  a  barn  which  burned  down  while  firemen   were  trying 
to  find  a  passable  road  to  it.   The  flood-wave  which  swept 
down  the  Yellow  Breeches  below  Williams  Grove  reached  a 
height  of  at  least  8  feet  above  average  level  near  the 
junction  with  the  Susquehanna  River.   Three  persons  caught 
in  the  torrent  in  a  cottage  had  to  be  rescued  by  firemen 
with  boat  and  line.   -   C.L.R.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


This  was  the  4th  driest  August  of  record.   The 
temperature  average  was  0.1°  above  normal.   Sun- 
shine percentages  ranged  from  53  percent  in  the 
Pittsburgh  area  to  76  percent  elsewhere.   The 
above  figures,  however,  do  not  portray  a  true 
picture  of  the  month,  because  the  rainfall  was 
confined  to  the  first  11  days  in  most  sections, 
and  in  addition  much  of  it  fell  in  one  or  two 
thunderstorm  bursts.   The  temperature  pattern 
was  such  that  after  nearly  two  weeks  of  dry 
weather,  a  heat  wave  began  about  the  24th  and 
continued  the  remainder  of  the  month.   Every 
temperature  substation  reported  readings  in  the 
nineties,  and  31  stations  reported  readings  of 
100°  or  higher  sometime  during  the  last  8  days 
of  August.   Eleven  stations  reported  10  or  more 
days  in  August  with  temperatures  of  90°  or 
higher,  yet  scattered  light  frost  was  reported 
in  mountain  sections  on  5  days. 

Temperature  extremes  this  month  were  103°  on  the 
31st  at  Columbia,  Marcus  Hook,  Philadelphia 
Drexel  Institute  and  Phoenixville  1  E  (the  high- 
est August  maximum  since  1948) ,  and  33°  on  the 
19th  at  Kane  1  NNE.   The  highest  mean  tempera- 
ture was  76.9°  at  Philadelphia  WB  City,  and  the 
lowest  63.1°  at  Kane  1  NNE.   There  were  about 
50  stations  which  had  monthly  precipitation 
totals  of  less  than  1  inch  (mostly  east  of  the 
Towanda-Hanover  line) ,  and  only  15  stations  which 
reported  more  than  4  inches  (mostly  from  Indiana 
and  Armstrong  counties  to  McKean  County) .   The 
greatest  24-hour  precipitation  was  4.45  inches  on 
the  10th  at  Clermont,  although  Blairsville  6  ENE 
reported  3.50  inches  in  12  hours  on  the  5th,  and 
Pittsburgh  WB  AP  2  reported  2.31  inches  in  2 
hours  on  the  9th.   Thunderstorms  occurred  on  16 
days  and  hail  on  3  days  this  month.   Incipient 
tornado  conditions  were  reported  at  Shippensburg 
on  the  evening  of  the  8th,  and  a  waterspout  was 
reported  just  east  of  Erie  on  the  9th.   The 
state  averaged  7  days  with  measurable  precipi- 
tation (0.01  inch  or  more),  but  the  bulk  of  these 
occurred  before  the  11th. 

The  seasonal  temperature  for  June,  July  and 
August  averaged  70.6°  (+0.4°),  and  the  precipi- 
tation totalled  8.34  inches  (-4.25  inches).  This 
was  the  second  driest  summer  of  record  for  the 
state  as  a  whole  (6.73  inches  in  1894).   It  was 
the  driest  of  record  for  the  eastern  half,  and 
the  third  driest  of  record  and  driest  since  1930 
for  the  western  half. 

The  unstable  and  vacillating  weather  pattern, 
which  began  the  last  few  days  of  July,  continued 
to  about  the  11th  of  August.   This  consisted  of 
an  east-west  frontal  zone  from  the  middle  Atlantic 
coastal  area  to  a  rather  persistent  trough  over 
the  plains  states  from  Texas  to  Nebraska.   Re- 
peatedly, waves  developed  and  travelled  along  this 
frontal  zone  attended  by  cloudiness,  showers, 
thunderstorms,  and  in  two  cases,  tornadic  con- 
ditions during  this  portion  of  the  month.   The  3rd 
and  6th  were  about  the  only  dry  days  during  this 
spell.   Heavy  rainfall  from  thunderstorms  was 
reported  on  the  5th  from  Blairsville  6  ENE  (3.50 
inches  in  12  hours) ,  and  again  on  the  8th  and  9th 
from  portions  of  Elk  and  McKean  counties  (Glen 
Hazel  2  NE  Dam  reported  4.03  inches  and  Kane  1 
NNE  4.55  inches,  both  in  48  hours,  with  consider- 
able damage  to  crops,  roads  and  basements).   Be- 
tween 4  and  7  p.m.  on  the  9th,  many  of  the  north- 
ern sections  of  Pittsburgh  were  struck  by  thunder- 
storms and  heavy  rain  which  flooded  cellars  and 
first  floors,  and  left  mud  4  feet  deep  on  some 
roads.   At  the  Greater  Pittsburgh  Airport  rainfall 
intensities  were  as  follows:  0.40  inch  in  5  min- 
utes, 1.06  inches  in  15  minutes,  1.48  inches  in  20 


minutes,  1.81  inches  in  1  hour  and  2.31  inches 
in  2  hours.   On  Saturday  evening,  August  8,  a 
severe  thunderstorm  with  some  incipient  tornadic 
characteristics  struck  the  western  edges  of 
Shippensburg,  injuring  2  persons,  and  causing 
$35,000  damage  to  a  trailer  camp,  trees,  utility 
lines  and  crops.   On  the  afternoon  of  August  9, 
a  waterspout  was  observed  about  4  miles  off  the 
shore  about  6  miles  east  of  Erie,  Pa.   The  well- 
shaped  cone  was  seen  to  touch  the  water  about 
400  feet  from  the  beach.   Just  one  month  earlier, 
July  9,  three  funnel-shaped  clouds  had  been  seen 
off  the  lake  shore  about  15  miles  northeast  of 
Erie,  Pa.,  the  first  such  occurrence  in  that  area 
since  1934,  according  to  newspaper  accounts.   Ap- 
parently all  of  these  waterspouts  dissipated  before 
striking  the  shore.   On  August  9,  heavily-rolling, 
white-capped  waves  were  reported  from  the  north  a 
half-hour  after  the  waterspout  was  seen.   On  the 
11th,  a  change  in  air  masses  and  weather  patterns 
took  place,  and  this  date  marked  the  beginning  of 
a  dry  spell  of  considerable  magnitude  for  Pennsyl- 
vania, which  continued  at  month's  end.   High  pres- 
sure tended  to  remain  over  or  near  Pennsylvania 
the  remainder  of  the  month.   Weak  frontal  systems 
did  pass  across  the  state  with  a  few  scattered 
light  showers  or  thunderstorms  during  this  time. 
The  hurricane  that  came  northward  along  the  At- 
lantic coast  on  the  13th,  14th  and  15th  provided 
rains  as  far  inland  as  the  Philadelphia-Trenton 
area.   A  weak  low  pressure  system  on  the  17th  also 
provided  some  rainfall  over  the  southeastern 
counties.   Following  this,  a  large  slow-moving 
high  pressure  system  from  central  Canada  spread 
across  the  eastern  half  of  the  country,  and  pro- 
vided moderate  daytime  temperatures  and  cool 
nights.   By  the  24th,  this  air  mass  had  moderated 
considerably,  and  beginning  with  the  25th,  daytime 
temperatures  rose  to  the  nineties  regularly  the 
remainder  of  the  month,  with  many  stations  passing 
the  100-degree  mark  on  the  29th,  30th  and  31st. 
This  heat  wave  was  further  intensified  after  the 
close  of  the  month. 

Much  needed  rain  fell  in  most  sections  of  the  state 
during  the  first  11  days,  but  amounts  were  insuf- 
ficient to  fully  replenish  soil  moisture.   Daytime 
temperatures  during  this  period  averaged  6°  below 
normal,  and,  combined  with  cloudy  days,  delayed 
completion  of  small  grain  harvests,  although  grass 
seeding  and  growing  crops  prospered.   Pastures  con- 
tinued short,  some  were  brown,  and  cattle  were 
being  barn- fed  in  some  sections.   Rainfall  for  the 
week  ending  August  17  averaged  only  1/4  inch.   Man) 
localities  were  again  becoming  too  dry  for  good 
growth  of  crops,  and  plowing  for  fall  grains  was 
delayed  by  hard,  dry  ground.   Condition  of  crops 
was  variable  depending  on  planting  date  and  the 
vagaries  of  showers.   Peaches  and  potatoes  were 
smaller  than  usual  due  to  dry  weather.   A  local 
flash  flood  occurred  in  Union  County  on  the  13th 
from  sudden  heavy  rains.   Supplemental  feeding  of 
hay  and  ensilage  was  common  because  of  poor  con- 
dition of  pastures.   Rainfall  the  last  2  weeks  of 
the  month  averaged  0.03  and  0.02  inch,  respectivel: 
to  make  this  the  driest  such  period  in  August  in 
years.   Hauling  of  water  for  livestock  was  common 
in  a  number  of  localities,  and  persistently  higher 
temperatures  brought  added  difficulties  to  late- 
planted  crops  and  hindered  plowing  for  winter 
grains.   Some  fields  of  crops  dried  beyond  help. 
Many  cattle  were  on  winter  rations  of  hay  and  grai 
Warm  nights,  and  temperatures  which  averaged  9° 
above  normal  for  the  last  7  days  of  the  month,  add 
greatly  to  the  damage  to  crops  caused  by  the  ex- 
tended dry  spell.   Streams  remained  at  seasonal  lo 
levels  throughout  the  month,  and  in  at  least  one 
instance  the  flow  was  not  enough  to  carry  away 
normal  sewage  discharge.  -  C.L.R.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


September  averaged  slightly  below  normal  in  tem- 
perature and  precipitation,  but  will  be  long 
remembered  for  the  unprecedented  heat  wave  and 
extreme  maxima  of  the  first  5  days.   The  106° 
recorded  at  Stroudsburg  on  the  3rd  set  a  new 
maximum  for  the  state  for  September,  while  the 
105°  at  Newell  on  the  4th  and  at  Phoenixville 

1  E  on  the  2nd  equalled  the  former  record  set 
September  1,  1932  at  Hyndman  and  Lewisburg.   All 
stations  reported  maxima  of  90°  or  more  during 
the  month,  and  64  stations  reported  maxima  of 
100°  or  more,  while  17  reached  103°  and  3  reached 
105°  or  more.   This  was  the  warmest  September 
since  1948  and  the  fourteenth  September  of  record 
with  100°  temperatures.   Although  it  was  the 
second  month  this  year  with  below  normal  tempera- 
tures, it  was  the  fourth  consecutive  month  with 
maxima  of  100°  or  more  (the  first  such  occurrence 
since  1944) .   Minima  of  32°  or  lower  were  report- 
ed at  42  stations.   More  than  half  of  Pennsylvania 
had  5  or  more  days  with  temperatures  of  90°  or 
more,  with  a  maximum  of  7  days  at  Shippensburg, 
Carlisle,  Hanover,  York  3  SSW  Pump  Station  and 
Newell.   McKean  County  had  the  greatest  number  of 
days  with  minima  below  32°  —  Kane  1  NNE  9  days, 
and  Bradford  4  W  Res.  7  days.   The  lowest  tempera- 
ture of  the  month  was  22°  at  Hawley  1  S  Dam  on  the 
24th  and  25th.   The  highest  monthly  mean  tempera- 
ture was  71.3*  at  Philadelphia  Drexel  Institute, 
and  the  lowest  was  56.6°  at  Kane  1  NNE. 

Precipitation  totals  ranged  from  7.23  inches  at 
Pottsville  Palo  Alto  Bridge  to  0.55  inch  at 
Everett  1  SW,  but  the  areal  distribution  varied 
markedly.   Totals  in  excess  of  5  inches  were 
general  from  eastern  York  County  to  Luzerne  and 
from  Schuylkill  to  Monroe,  Pike  and  Wayne  counties 
in  the  east ;  and  from  western  Armstrong  County  to 
McKean  County  in  the  west.   Totals  of  less  than 

2  inches  were  general  from  eastern  Bedford  to 
southern  Lycoming  and  from  Adams  to  eastern  Centre 
County,  as  well  as  at  scattered  stations  in  ex- 
treme southeastern  counties.   The  greatest  day's 
rainfall  was  4.14  inches  on  the  7th  at  Zion 
Grove.   Thunderstorms  were  reported  on  14  days 
during  the  month,  hail  on  4,  a  trace  of  snow  on 
one  (13th  at  Kane  1  NNE)  and  frost  on  8  days.   A 
"twister"  was  reported  near  Wilkes-Barre  on  the 
2nd,  a  tornado  near  Klingerstown  on  the  12th, 

and  an  exceptionally  brilliant  primary  and  second- 
ary rainbow  on  the  21st  at  Linesville  5  WNW  and 
Meadville  7  NW.   Percentage  of  possible  sunshine 
was  again  high,  ranging  from  61  percent  at 
Scranton  to  79  percent  at  Philadelphia.   Many 
sunsets  (with  clear  skies)  were  brilliant  yellow 
to  reddish  gold,  and  cast  a  greenish  tinge  to 
surface  objects  from  September  8th  to  the  month 
end,  similar  to  the  effect  caused  by  high  level 
dust  or  smoke . 

The  heat  wave  that  began  on  the  25th  of  August 
continued  and  increased  in  intensity  the  first 
5  days  of  the  month.   In  the  Philadelphia  area 
alone,  the  coroner  reported  65  deaths  attribut- 
able to  the  heat.   September  temperature  records 
were  set  at  numerous  stations:   Montrose  3  E  and 
Towanda  reported  the  highest  in  more  than  45 
years;  Scranton  WB  City,  Williamsport  WB  AP,  Lock 
Haven,  Phllipsburg  CAA  AP,  State  College,  Hunting- 
don 1  WNW,  East  Waterford  3  E,  Newport  and  Harris- 
burg WB  AP  (to  pick  several  at  random)  reported 
the  highest  of  record  for  September  and  the  high- 
est so  late  in  the  season.   There  were  a  few 
scattered  thundershowers  during  this  5-day  period. 
A  severe  thunderstorm  with  heavy  rain  and  high 
winds  and  some  aspects  of  a  "twister"  moved  south- 
eastward through  Toby  Creek  valley. from  Dallas  to 
Kingston,  Pennsylvania.   Hundreds  of  trees  were 
damaged  or  uprooted,  utility  lines  downed,  high- 


ways and  fields  littered  with  branches,  and  homes 
and  cars  damaged  by  fallen  trees.   Windows  were 
blown  in,  awnings  damaged,  and  100  feet  of  fence 
at  an  outdoor  theater  were  destroyed.   Heavy  rains 
flooded  low  spots  and  caused  water  damage  through 
broken  windows.   The  first  general  relief  from  the 
dry  spell  which  began  about  August  11  occurred 
with  the  slow  eastward  passage  of  a  cold  front  on 
September  5th.   Maxima  at  western  stations  on  the 
5th  were  20°  to  30°  lower  than  on  the  4th,  but  the 
cooling  at  eastern  stations  did  not  take  place 
until  the  night  of  the  5th.   Rainfall  from  the 
cold  front  passage  averaged  1.73  inches  for  the 
state,  with  totals  of  6  inches  reported  from  Avoca 
CAA  AP  and  Park  Place  WB.   Following  this  cold 
front  passage,  high  pressure  again  spread  over  the 
eastern  portion  of  the  United  States  and  effective- 
ly cut  off  the  supply  of  moist  air.   Cool,  crisp 
weather  prevailed  with  a  few  sub-freezing  tempera- 
tures reported  in  mountain  sections  on  the  9th  and 
10th,  and  then  moderating  slowly  through  the  11th. 
A  low  pressure  system  passed  eastward  across  the 
Lakes  Region  on  the  12th,  and  gave  general  light 
to  moderate  rains  over  the  state  with  a  number  of 
stations  reporting  amounts  of  over  one  inch.   A 
tornado  moved  from  northwest  to  southeast  in  hit- 
skip  fashion  for  about  5  miles  in  the  vicinity  of 
Klingerstown  about  6:30  p.m.  on  the  12th.   Several 
barns  and  sheds  were  unroofed,  a  garage  demolish- 
ed, an  automobile  and  utility  lines  damaged.   Cold 
air  from  Ontario  swept  into  Pennsylvania  on  the 
13th  with  a  trace  of  snow  reported  at  Kane  1  NNE, 
and  sub-freezing  temperatures  at  several  mountain 
stations  on  the  morning  of  the  14th,  making  it  the 
coolest  morning  since  May  in  many  areas.   A  double 
centered,  weak  disturbance  dawdled  across  the  stat 
on  the  15th  and  16th  with  little  or  no  active  wea- 
ther, and  was  followed  by  the  third  major  high  pre 
sure  area  of  the  month.   By  the  19th,  this  system 
had  moved  eastward  sufficiently  to  let  the  flow  of 
moist  air  return  to  Pennsylvania.   Western  and 
northern  counties  received  from  one-half  to  two 
inches  of  rain  on  the  19th  and  20th,  but  south- 
eastern counties  generally  received  less  than  one- 
quarter  inch.   Gusts  to  58  miles  per  hour  were  re- 
ported from  Brookville  CAA  AP  on  the  19th.   The 
4th  major  high  pressure  system  of  the  month  sprea 
southeastward  from  central  Canada  on  the  21st.  Thi 
effectively  shut  off  the  moist  air  flow  on  the  22i 
and  brought  another  spell  of  sub-freezing  tempera- 
tures to  mountain  sections.   Frost  was  general  in 
western  and  northern  sections  on  the  morning  of  tl 
23rd,  and  in  eastern  sections  on  the  morning  of  tl 
24th  (39°  at  Harrisburg  WB  AP  was  the  record  low 
for  the  date) .   Hurricane  "Florence"  threatened 
Pennsylvania  from  the  south  on  the  26th  and  27th, 
but  veered  northeastward  from  Georgia  without 
affecting  the  state.   Fair,  mild  weather  prevailec 
to  the  month  end. 

Extended  dry  weather  from  the  11th  of  August  and 
excessive  heat  (10°  above  normal)  from  the  25th  or 
August  greatly  lowered  development  of  potatoes, 
yield  prospects  of  late  grains  and  truck  crops, 
and  hampered  preparations  for  planting  winter 
grains.   Rains  of  the  5th  and  6th  brought  relief 
to  all  vegetal  growth,  but  many  fields  of  truck 
crops  were  beyond  recovery.   Frosts  on  the  23rd 
and  24th  killed  corn,  potatoes  and  tender  truck 
crops  in  low  spots.   Western  counties  had  ample 
soil  moisture  to  give  winter  grains  a  start,  but 
most  of  the  southeast  was  very  dry.   Some  late- 
planted  corn  failed  completely,  and  many  ears  wei 
poorly  filled  and  light  in  weight.   Dry  ground 
continued  to  delay  plowing  and  planting  of  wintei 
grains  and  slowed  germination  of  seeds  at  month 
end.   Some  farmers  in  eastern  and  central  locali- 
ties were  hauling  water  for  livestock.  -  C.L.R.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


The  month  was  warm  and  dry.   It  was  the 
warmest  in  3  years,  and  averaged  6°  warmer 
than  October  1952.   The  maximum  of  97°  at 
Huntingdon  1  WNW  on  the  1st  was  the  highest 
October  temperature  since  1941.   Seventeen 
stations  reported  maxima  of  90°  or  higher. 
The  lowest  temperature  of  the  month  was  17° 
at  Donegal  on  the  8th.   Mean  temperatures 
ranged  from  61.5°  at  Philadelphia  WB  City 
to  47.9°  at  Kane  1  NNE.   The  relatively 
stable  weather  patterns  during  much  of 
October  favored  the  formation  of  large 
temperature  inversions.   As  a  result,  many 
mountain  stations  were  warmer  than  valley 
stations;  for  example,  East  Waterford  3  E 
was  warmer  than  York  3  SSW  Pump  Sta. ,  Eagles 
Mere  was  as  warm  as  Towanda,  Blairsville  6 
ENE  was  as  warm  as  Pittsburgh  WB  AP  2,  etc. 
Degree  day  totals  ranged  from  less  than  200 
at  Reading  WB  City,  Holtwood  and  the  Phila- 
delphia area  to  400  to  500  in  the  north- 
western mountains  and  at  scattered  mountain 
locations  elsewhere.   The  morning  of  the 
8th  brought  sub-freezing  temperature  and 
frost  to  nearly  all  sections  of  the  state, 
with  many  stations  reporting  ice  formation. 
This  was  the  5th  consecutive  month  with 
generous  sunshine — from  59%  at  Pittsburgh 
WB  AP  2  to  78%  at  Harrisburg  WB  AP. 

Precipitation  averaged  0.66  inch  more  than 
October  1952,  but  was  very  poorly  distrib- 
uted.  West  of  a  line  from  Hanover  to  Canton, 
only  9  stations  had  more  than  2.00  inches  for 
the  month.   There  were  20  stations  in  two 
major  areas  (in  and  around  Crawford  County, 
and  portions  of  the  Somerset-Bedford-Hunting- 
don county  area)  that  received  less  than  6.50 
inch  for  the  month.   The  0.14  inch  total  at 
Meadville  1  S  is  the  lowest  monthly  total  for 
a  Pennsylvania  station  since  August  1951.   In 
sharp  contrast,  the  eastern  tier  of  counties 
(Chester  to  Wayne)  had  totals  of  3  to  over  6 
inches  for  the  month,   with  the  greatest  being 
6.38  inches  at  Matamoras.   The  greatest  pre- 
cipitation in  24  hours  was  4.08  inches  at 
Doylestown  on  the  29th.   Nine  scattered  moun- 
tain stations  reported  traces  of  snow,  mostly 
on  the  7th.   Thunderstorms  were  reported  on  5 
days,  hail  on  2  and  sleet  on  1.   Main  streams 
and  tributaries  were  at  low  flow  throughout 
the  month,  except  for  moderate  rises  in  the 
Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers  after  the 
heavy  rains  in  eastern  counties  on  the  28th 
and  29th.   The  Wilkes-Barre  stage  on  the  4th 
(0.28  feet  provisional)  equalled  the  record 
low  stage  reported  on  September  3  and  4,  1953. 
September  4,  1953  also  recorded  a  stage  of 
2.73  feet  at  Harrisburg,  which  equalled  the 
record  low  free- flow  stage  set  September  27, 
1939. 

The  high  pressure  system  centered  over  the 
Great  Lakes  Region  on  the  1st  brought  in  a 
fresh,  cool  air  mass  from  Canada,  which  pro- 
duced sub- freezing  temperatures  in  the  moun- 
tains on  the  morning  of  the  2nd.   Fair,  mild 
weather  prevailed  until  the  afternoon  of  the 
4th,  when  cold  front  showers  spread  eastward 
over  the  state.   This  frontal  system  became 
stationary  just  south  and  east  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, until  a  disturbance  from  the  Lakes 
Region  caught  up  with  it  on  the  6th  with  cold, 
rainy  weather  continuing  and  changing  to  snow 


flurries  at  a  number  of  mountain  stations 
on  the  7th.   A  second  major  high  pressure 
system  over  the  Lakes  Region  brought  in  a 
new  mass  of  cold  air  on  the  morning  of  the 
8th,  with  many  mountain  stations  reporting 
minima  near  20° ,  and  other  stations  report- 
ing frost.   Mild  afternoons  and  chilly 
mornings  prevailed  until  the  11th,  when  a 
small  wave  disturbance  moved  across  the 
northern  counties,  producing  showers  and 
scattered  thunderstorms.   On  the  12th,  the 
third  big  high  pressure  system  spread  over 
the  state  and  maintained  its  spell  of  mild 
afternoons  and  chilly  mornings  to  the  16th. 
A  weak  frontal  passage  went  by  almost  un- 
noticed on  that  date,  and  fair,  mild  wea- 
ther continued  as  high  pressure  strengthen- 
ed along  the  Atlantic  coast.   This  area  of 
high  pressure  held  with  little  change  until 
the  24th.   During  this  time,  there  was  a 
large  temperature  inversion  in  the  lower 
layers  of  the  atmosphere,  during  which  moun- 
tain stations  were  frequently  10°  warmer  than 
valley  stations  each  morning.   A  small  dis- 
turbance moved  across  the  state  on  the  24th, 
producing  light  to  moderate  showers,  followed 
by  clearing  weather  which  attended  a  narrow 
wedge  of  high  pressure.   An  indefinite  low' 
pressure  system  formed  over  Louisiana  on  the 
26th  and  drifted  slowly  northeastward,  bring- 
ing cloudiness  and  rain  to  Pennsylvania  on 
the  27th,  28th  and  29th.   There  were  thunder- 
storms associated  with  this  activity,  and 
some  lightning  damage  was  reported.   By  the 
29th,  this  storm  area  had  become  rather 
centralized  over  the  Delaware  Bay  area  and 
produced  rains  of  up  to  4  inches  at  stations 
in  eastern  counties  from  Chester  to  Wayne, 
with  the  precipitation  generally  ending  early 
on  the  30th.   Sunshine  broke  through  the 
cloudiness  over  most  sections  by  noon  of  the 
30th.   Fair,  mild  weather  prevailed  for  Hal- 
loween. 

Fall  harvests  advanced  rapidly  during  the 
continued  dry  weather  the  first  days  of  this 
month,  and  were  generally  completed  before 
the  general  frost  and  freeze  of  the  8th. 
Potatoes,  apples,  grapes,  although  small  in 
size  due  to  lack  of  moisture,  were  generally 
of  good  quality.   Lack  of  rain  at  important 
times  has  resulted  in  poor  development  of 
late  planted  corn,  spotty  stands  of  winter 
grains ,  and  delay  in  plowing  and  planting  due 
to  hard,  dry  ground.   Pastures  continued  in 
poor  condition,  which  required  heavy  winter 
feeding  of  livestock.   Additional  wells  and 
Streams  dried  up  this  month,  and  farmers  in 
many  sections  had  to  haul  water  for  livestock 
and  in  some  cases,  for  home  use.   Six  of  the 
ten  weeks  (ending  October  26 ,  1953)  averaged 
less  than  0.2  inch  rainfall.   Much  needed 
rains  (1  to  4  inches)  fell  over  the  area  east 
of  the  Hanover-Harrisburg-Sunbury-Rushville 
line  at  the  close  of  the  month,  but  western 
and  central  counties  remained  very  dry. 

The  lack  of  rainfall  over  the  3-month  period 
(August-October)  was  most  pronounced  in  the 
area  from  Beaver  to  Erie  County  and  the  tri- 
angle from  Somerset  to  Clint on- Lycoming  to 
Adams  County,  with  the  driest  being  Bedford 
and  Fulton  counties.  -  C.L.R.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


November  was  warm  and  dry,  yet  had  the 
earliest  heavy  snow  of  record,  and  recorded 
two  tornadoes.   The  bulk  of  the  precipita- 
tion fell  during  the  heavy  snow  of  the  6th 
and  7th  and  is  discussed  in  detail  in  a 
separate  paragraph.   This  was  the  6th  con- 
secutive month  with  below  normal  precipita- 
tion.  The  greatest  precipitation  total 
for  the  month  was  4.83  inches  at  Lock  Haven 
and  the  least  was  0.49  inch  at  Connells- 
ville.   The  greatest  total  in  24  hours  was 
2.60  inches  on  the  23rd  at  Canton  1  NW. 
The  frequency  of  precipitation  averaged  7 
days  with  measurable  amounts.   This  was  the 
3rd  snowiest  November  of  record,  exceeded 
only  by  1950  and  1938.   The  greatest  month- 
ly total  was  30.4  inches  at  Lock  Haven,  and 
the  greatest  depth  on  the  ground  at  a  coop- 
erative substation  was  25  inches  at  Lock 
Haven  although  a  verified  depth  of  27.5 
inches  was  obtained  on  the  7th  at  Middle- 
burg,  Snyder  County.   Snowfall  averaged 
twice  as  heavy  over  the  eastern  part  of  the 
State  as  over  the  western  part. 

This  was  the  9th  month  this  year  with  above 
normal  temperature.   The  extremes  were  79° 
(at  Lewistown  on  the  17th  and  Newell  on  the 
23rd)  and  8°  (at  Claysville  3  W  on  the  29th). 
The  highest  mean  temperature  was  49.3°  at 
Philadelphia  WB  City  and  the  lowest  mean 
36.9°  at  Kane  1  NNE.   Due  to  the  prevalence 
of  large  temperature  inversions  during  the 
month,  mountain-top  stations  were  frequently 
warmer  than  valley  stations.   This  resulted 
in  a  relatively  uniform  mean  temperature 
distribution.   This  is  further  delineated 
in  the  degree  day  totals,  which  varied  only 
from  near  500  in  the  Philadelphia  area  to 
near  800  at  scattered  western  mountain  sta- 
tions.  There  were  51  stations  which  reported 
freezing  temperatures  on  20  or  more  days 
during  November.   Thunderstorms  were  reported 
on  3  days,  hail  on  1,  sleet  on  3,  glaze  on 
3,  and  tornadoes  on  2  days.   A  thin  layer 
of  slush  ice  was  reported  on  the  Susquehanna 
River  as  far  downstream  as  Harrisburg  on 
the  7th  and  8th. 

Temperature  for  the  fall  season  (September, 
October,  November)  averaged  53.6°  (+0.9°) 
which  made  it  the  warmest  fall  since  1949. 
Precipitation  totalled  7.47  inches  (-2.08 
inches)  which  made  it  the  driest  since 
1949.   The  temperature  departure  since 
January  1st  is  +1.6°  and  the  precipita- 
tion departure  is  -1.29  inches.   Precipi- 
tation totalled  8.2  inches  over  the  east- 
ern portion  of  the  State,  but  only  6.2 
inches  over  the  western  part  making  it  the 
driest  fall  since  1930  for  that  section. 

Fair,  mild  weather  with  daytime  tempera- 
tures near  or  slightly  above  70°  prevailed 
the  first  three  days  of  the  month  as  high 
pressure  over  the  southeastern  states 
brought  warm  air  northward.   The  cold  front 
passage  the  evening  of  the  3rd  marked  the 
start  of  a  3-day  cooling  spell  as  a  large 
high  pressure  system  from  central  Canada 
strengthened  and  expanded  to  cover  the 
Mississippi  valley  and  northeastern  states 
by  the  5th.   On  the  6th  and  7th,  the  axis 


of  this  large  high  veered  from  nearly  north- 
south  to  almost  east-west  over  southeastern 
Canada  with  a  ridge  southward  from  the  Lakes 
Region  to  the  western  Gulf  states.   The 
small  disturbance  that  developed  in  the  east 
ern  Gulf  region  on  the  5th  crossed  the  Florida 
peninsula  into  the  Atlantic  and  then  moved 
northeastward  along  the  coast  gradually 
deepening.   When  it  reached  the  New  Jersey 
coast ,  it  was  slowed  in  movement ,  but  deepened 
and  developed  a  very  active  circulation.   This 
resulted  in  the  very  heavy  early  season  snow- 
storm over  the  central  and  eastern  counties 
which  is  discussed  in  more  detail  below. 
From  the  New  Jersey  coast ,  this  storm  center 
moved  almost  northwestward  across  New  York 
and  into  southern  Ontario  keeping  Pennsyl- 
vania in  the  cold  air  with  continuing  snow 
on  the  7th  and  snow  flurries  on  the  8th. 
Fair  cool  weather  prevailed  until  scattered 
light  precipitation  from  a  weak  cold  front 
arrived  on  the  12th.   High  pressure  re-estab- 
lished itself  on  the  12th  with  only  a  slow 
drift  southward  on  the  next  3  days.   Warm 
air  aloft  during  this  time  plus  large  scale 
overnight  cooling  resulted  in  much  early 
morning  heavy  fog,  which  hampered  highway 
and  river  traffic  in  central  and  eastern 
sections  of  the  State.   This  situation  re- 
developed and  from  the  19th  to  the  21st 
southeastern  counties  were  plagued  with  a 
combination  of  fog,  smoke  and  haze  (popu- 
larly called  smog  and  smaze) .   This  accumu- 
lated in  industrial  areas  to  such  an  extent 
that  highway  and  river  traffic  were  slowed, 
fumes  entered  homes,  offices,  factories  and 
schools,  brought  tears  to  the  eyes,  resulted 
in  hospitalizing  at  least  12  persons  in  the 
Philadelphia  area.   There  were  many  highway 
accidents  during  these  foggy  periods  with  at 
least  3  fatalities.   High  pressure  finally 
drifted  slowly  seaward  on  the  21st  bringing 
in  a  gradual  change  of  air  and  release  from 
the  fog  and  smoke  on  the  22nd.   It  was  on 
this  day  that  an  active  low  pressure  center  j 
moved  from  Louisiana  to  the  Lakes  Region  in 
18  hours  with  the  cold  front  attending  it 
reaching  the   estern  part  of  Pennsylvania 
before  midnight  of  the  22nd.   As  this  frontal 
system  swept  across  the  State  that  night , 
there  was  widespread  thunderstorm  activity 
with  strong,  squally  winds.   A  small  tornado 
was  reported  the  evening  of  the  22nd  in  Corry 
with  $60,000  damage  to  homes,  garages,  util- 
ity lines,  trees  and  autos.   Two  persons 
were  injured.   About  6  hours  later  a  small 
tornado  struck  the  Landisville  area  damaging 
two  homes.   Fair,  mild  weather  returned  on 
the  23rd  and  continued  until  the  showers 
and  snow  flurries  accompanying  the  cold  front 
began  on  the  25th.   The  deep  center  to  this 
storm  system  was  located  north  of  the  Great 
Lakes  and  the  active  circulation  around  it 
kept  light  precipitation  (mostly  snow)  oc- 
curring periodically  into  the  26th.   By 
this  time  another  small  disturbance  from 
the  Dakotas  had  reached  the  Ohio  valley  and 
continued  the  light  precipitation  to  the 
28th.   A  weak  high  pressure  area  did  little 
to  clear  the  skies,  and  at  the  month's  end 
a  small  disturbance  was  over  the  Lower  Lakes 
Region  with  mixed  snow  and  rain  well  scattered 
over  the  State.

WEATHER  SUMMARY  (Continued) 


Winter  grains  were  greatly  favored  by  the  moisture 
from  the  melting  heavy  snow,  which  had  fallen  on 
generally  frost-free  ground.   The  mild  temperatures 
at  mid-month,  17°  above  normal  in  the  daytime  and 
10°  above  normal  at  night  helped  winter  grains  get 
needed  growth  to  withstand  the  coming  winter  weather. 
Soil  moisture  over  the  eastern  two-thirds  of  the 
State  was  currently  adequate  but  the  western  third 
needed  additional  rain.   Farmers  continued  to  haul 
water  locally  for  livestock  in  some  western  counties. 

HEAVY  SNOW  OF  NOVEMBER  6-7.  1953 

On  the  morning  of  the  6th,  a  ridge  of  high  pressure 
extended  from  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  to  the  Great 
Lakes  and  southward  over  the  Mississippi  Valley. 
The  circulation  around  this  system  brought  sub-freez- 
ing temperatures  and  northeast  winds  into  Pennsyl- 
vania from  the  North  Atlantic.   An  active  low  pressure 
system  moved  northward  along  the  Atlantic  coast  from 
Florida  and  brought  a  steady  flow  of  warm  moist  air 
from  the  South  Atlantic  over  Pennsylvania  from  the 
southeast .   The  development  of  a  cold  low  aloft  over 
West  Virginia  and  Virginia  is  almost  always  a  heavy 
precipitation  indicator  for  Pennsylvania  and  this 
occurrence  reaffirmed  this  rule.   As  the  moist  air 
came  inland,  it  was  cooled  as  it  was  forced  aloft  over 
the  cold  surface  air  and  made  to  drop  its  moisture  in 
the  form  of  snow.   The  snow  first  began  in  the  New 
Park-Marcus  Hook  area  between  6  and  7  a.m.  on  the  6th, 
and  gradually  spread  northward  to  the  northern  border 
counties  about  7  p.m.   The  period  of  snow  ranged  from 
18  to  30  hours  over  the  area  east  of  Warren-Fulton 
county  line,  but  the  bulk  of  the  snowfall  at  most  sta- 
tions occurred  between  9  p.m.  of  the  6th  and  6  a.m.  of 
the  7th. 

Amounts  were  generally  less  than  4  inches  west  of  the 
Warren-Fulton  county  line,  and  depths  ranged  from  4 
to  8  inches  at  extreme  southeastern  and  northeastern 
stations.   In  between,  amounts  were  over  12  inches 
generally  and  were  over  20  inches  from  northeastern 
Perry  County  to  central  Clinton  County  and  in  western 
Potter  County.   The  greatest  reported  depth  when  the 
snow  ended  on  the  7th  was  27.5  inches  at  Middleburg, 
Snyder  County.   The  fall  of  snow  was  so  great  and 


so  persistent,  that  a  thin  film  of  slush  ice  was  re- 
ported on  the  Susquehanna  River  at  Lock  Haven  and  at 
Harrisburg,  and  probably  existed  elsewhere.   This  was 
the  heaviest  November  snow  of  record  at  Williams port , 
Harrisburg  and  Chambersburg.   It  was  the  heaviest 
snow  so  early  in  the  season  over  practically  all  of 
central  and  eastern  Pennsylvania.   It  was  the  second 
heaviest  snow  of  record  at  Reading,  and  the  fourth 
heaviest  of  record  at  Harrisburg.   At  least  13  deaths 
and  4  injuries  were  reported  in  southeastern  counties 
from  this  storm. 

High  winds  caused  3  to  4-foot  drifts.   Highway  traffit 
was  snarled,  and  in  many  places  halted,  by  stalled 
and  abandoned  vehicles  during  the  height  of  the  storm 
Rail  traffic  was  behind  schedule,  planes  were  halted, 
river  traffic  slowed  or  halted.   Schools  were  closed 
in  the  West  Chester  area.   Four  roofs  were  broken  by 
the  weight  of  the  snow  in  Snyder  County.   No  material 
damage  befell  utility  lines,  but  there  were  overloads 
of  telephone  calls.   Some  sections  received  an  addi- 
tional 2  to  5  inches  of  snow  on  November  7-8. 

Due  to  the  early  date  of  this  heavy  snowstorm,  and  a 
return  of  warmer  temperatures ,  the  snow  disappeared 
steadily  and  rapidly,  so  that  by  the  evening  of  the 
16th  there  were  only  scattered  traces  remaining  in 
the  mountains  and  on  northerly  slopes.   There  was 
little  reaction  on  the  streams  and  rivers  from  the 
melting  snow,  because  the  very  dry  ground  was  gener- 
ally frost-free  and  absorbed  nearly  all  the  snow  melt 

The  Thanksgiving  snowstorm  of  November  1938  produced 
a  higher  average  snowfall  (10.9  inches  compared  to 
9.2  inches)  for  the  State  and  was  more  general  than 
this  snowfall  of  November  1953,  and  specifically,  the 
Atlantic  drainage  area  averaged  12.0  inches  in  No- 
vember 1938  compared  to  11.2  inches  in  1953.   However 
the  greatest  monthly  fall  in  1938  was  only  21.2  in- 
ches at  Philadelphia  Shawmont  compared  to  the  30.4 
inches  in  1953  at  Lock  Haven.   The  greatest  amount  in 
24  hours  in  1938  was  18.0  inches  at  Gouldsboro  on  the 
24-25th,  but  in  1953  it  was  27.5  inches  at  Middle- 
burg (Snyder  County),  with  a  close  runner-up  of  25.0 
inches  at  Lock  Haven,  both  on  the  6-7th .   -   C.L.R.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


December  was  warm  with  a  little  more  than  average 
precipitation,  but  less  than  half  the  usual  snow- 
fall.  It  was  the  3rd  consecutive  warm  month,  and 
the  10th  month  this  year  with  above  normal  tempera- 
ture.  It  was  the  warmest  December  since  1941. 
The  highest  mean  temperature  was  41.7°  at  Phila- 
delphia Weather  Bureau  Office  and  Philadelphia 
Drexel  Institute,  and  the  lowest  was  29.3°  at  Kane 
1  NNE .   Temperature  extremes  were  69°  at  Uniontown 
on  the  6th,  and  7°  below  zero  at  Kane  1  NNE  on  the 
17th.   The  degree  day  distribution  was  again  quite 
uniform,  ranging  only  from  near  800  in  the  Phila- 
delphia area  to  a  little  over  1000  in  the  north- 
western mountains  and  extreme  northeastern  coun- 
ties.  This  was  the  driest  December  since  1947, 
yet  it  was  the  first  month  since  May  1953  with 
above  normal  rainfall.   Precipitation  extremes  were 
6.94  inches  at  Fredericksville  1  SE  and  0.91  inches 
at  Bakerstown  3  WNW.   The  greatest  precipitation  in 
24  hours  was  3.52  inches  at  Fredericksville  1  SE  on 
the  7th.   Ample  precipitation  (4  inches  or  more) 
occurred  from  Adams  to  Luzerne  counties  and  east- 
ward, and  in  the  Erie-Crawford-Warren  County  area.- 
Elsewhere  monthly  totals  were  generally  well  under 
3  inches  with  at  least  45  stations  receiving  less 
than  2  inches  for  the  month.   Snowfall  this  month 
was  concentrated  almost  entirely  over  the  Erie- 
Crawford-Warren-McKean  County  area,  which  reported 
totals  of  12  inches  up  to  a  maximum  of  43.5  inches 
at  Union  City  3  SE .   The  greatest  depth  on  the 
ground  during  the  month  was  15  inches  on  the  17th 
at  Edinboro.   Except  for  a  half  dozen  stations  in 
the  Blairsville-Cresson-Somerset  area,  which  re- 
ported 8  to  14  inches  of  snowfall,  the  rest  of  the 
State  had  less  than  8  inches.   The  area  from  Bed- 
ford and  Tioga  Counties  eastward  and  Greene  and 
Armstrong  Counties  westward  recorded  totals  gener- 
ally under  2  inches.   Thunderstorms  were  reported 
on  4  days,  hail  on  5,  sleet  on  10,  and  glaze  on  3 
days  during  the  month.   Sunshine  percentages  ranged 
from  25%  of  possible  at  Pittsburgh,  to  46%  of  pos- 
sible at  Reading.   As  of  the  end  of  December,  the 
departures  from  normal  for  1953  for  the  State  were: 
temperature,  +1.8°;  precipitation,  -1.13  inches. 

Following  the  passage  of  a  small  disturbance  over 
the  month-end,  the  northern  and  western  mountain 
sections  had  1  to  3  inches  of  snow  on  the  ground. 
High  pressure  from  the  Ohio  Valley  drifted  slowly 
eastward  during  the  2nd  and  3rd.   This  delayed  the 
arrival  of  a  cold  front  from  the  west ,  but  brought 
a  good  supply  of  warm,  moist  air  northward  from 
the  south  Atlantic.   Dark  skies  and  rain  were 
general  on  the  4th,  with  scattered  thunderstorms 
and  hail  reported  over  the  central  sections  of  the 
State,  as  the  cold  front  swept  eastward.   After  a 
brief  respite  on  the  5th  and  6th ,  Pennsylvania  was 
caught  between  two  disturbances  with  widespread 
rains  during  the  night  of  the  6th.   Amounts  east 
of  a  line  from  Chambersburg  to  Montrose  were  fre- 
quently as  much  as  2  to  3  inches,  but  west  of  that 
line,  the  amounts  were  generally  between  0.50  and 
1.50  inches.   Some  sections  of  Harrisburg  were 
flooded  bumper-deep,  and  sewer  overflow  affected 
steam  lines  in  some  areas.   In  Sunbury ,  heavy  rain 
shorted  a  transformer,  putting  most  of  the  city  in 
darkness  for  45  minutes.   Substantial  rises  occurred 
on  the  rivers  in  the  Reading  and  Allentown  area, 
but  they  did  not  approach  flood  level.   High  pressure 
from  the  middle  Mississippi  Valley  spread  eastward 
with  clearing  skies  on  the  7th.   By  the  afternoon 
of  the  9th,  rain  had  again  spread  over  the  State 
from  the  south,  as  a  low  pressure  system  moved  from 
Missouri  to  the  St.  Lawrence  Valley.   Amounts  of 
precipitation  from  this  system  were  generally  between 
1/4  to  1  inch.   The  fourth  high  pressure  system  of 
the  month  moved  slowly  from  eastern  Texas  to  the 
Virginia  coast  over  the  10th  and  11th,  with  light 
to  moderate  rains  over  most  sections  of  the  State 


on  the  12th.   On  the  13th,  an  active  storm  center 
from  the  east  Gulf  region  deepened  as  it  moved 
rapidly  northward,  with  Pennsylvania  receiving 
moderate  to  heavy  rain  and  some  snow  (the  bulk  of 
which  ended  by  noon  of  the  14th) .   The  combination 
of  snow,  sleet  and  high  winds  felled  5  poles  and 
tipped  3  others  carrying  primary  power  circuits 
to  the  Meyersdale  area,  and  caused  a  blackout  in 
the  area  which  lasted  about  12  hours.   Rivers  in 
the  Philadelphia  area  rose  sharply  following  the 
rains,  but  remained  below  flood  levels.   The  snow 
was  confined  to  the  mountains  with  1  to  4  inches 
reported  on  the  ground  the  morning  of  the  14th. 
The  14th  to  16th  was  a  very  windy  period,  with 
gradually  falling  temperatures  and  snow  flurries. 
The  Erie  County  area  received  4  to  12  inches  of 
snow  on  the  16th  which  disrupted  bus  service, 
closed  at  least  one  school ,  and  resulted  in  a  series 
of  highway  accidents.   The  afternoon  of  December  16 
was  the  coldest  since  early  March  in  several  sec- 
tions of  the  State.   Windy  and  steadily  colder  wea- 
ther with  snow  in  the  mountains  continued  on  the 
17th  and  18th,  as  a  very  strong  high  pressure  sys- 
tem moved  southeastward  from  central  Canada.   In 
the  mountains,  snow  depths  of  1  to  4  inches  were 
common,  with  8  inches  reported  at  Coudersport  7  E. 
The  18th  was  the  coldest  day  in  Harrisburg  since 
January  30,  1952.   This  very  cold  air  mass  spread 
into  the  southeastern  states  and  effectively  blocked 
the  northward  flow  of  moist  air  until  the  21st. 
Scattered  light  precipitation  and  fog  occurred  on 
the  21st  and  22nd  until  the  passage  of  the  cold 
front  the  evening  of  the  22nd.   Heavy  fog  blanketed 
the  Hershey-Palmyra  area  the  morning  of  the  22nd,  and 
in  a  2-hour  period  there  were  4  traffic  accidents 
with  2  persons  reported  injured.   The  cold  weather 
of  the  next  2  days  moderated  to  make  Christmas  Day 
fair  and  mild  over  the  State.   Scattered  light  pre- 
cipitation was  reported  periodically  the  remainder 
of  the  month,  with  rather  general  precipitation  on 
the  28th ,  considerable  fog  the  morning  and  evening 
of  the  29th  and  the  morning  of  the  30th,  and  snow 
showers  on  the  30th  and  31st.   Ice-coated  highways 
in  the  Northumberland  and  Snyder  county  areas  re- 
sulted in  a  number  of  traffic  accidents  with  8  per- 
sons reported  injured.   During  the  heavy  fog  on  the 
30th,  two  tankers  collided  on  the  Delaware  River 
near  Point  Breeze  and  burned,  with  a  loss  of  9 
lives.   On  the  31st,  Lock  Haven  reported  8  to  9 
inches  of  ice  on  the  river. 

By  mid-month,  4  weeks  with  above  normal  tempera- 
ture and  2  weeks  with  general  precipitation  had 
favored  the  growth  of  winter  grains  and  improved 
grain  prospects.   Water  levels  had  been  raised  in 
many  sections,  although  farmers  still  were  hauling 
water  for  livestock  in  western  counties.   The  cold, 
windy  spell  of  the  16th-19th  brought  locally  sub- 
zero temperatures  to  Pennsylvania  and  stopped  de- 
velopment of  winter  grains.   The  variable  snow 
cover  of  1  to  6  inches  provided  some  protection 
to  winter  grains  in  the  coldest  areas. 

At  month-end,  winter  grains  were  mostly  fair  to 
good.   Wells  and  streams  in  scattered  areas  (prin- 
cipally around  Bedford  County  and  Butler  County) 
still  were  at  below  normal  levels,  and  locally 
farmers  continued  to  haul  water  for  livestock. 

The  following  items  were  extracted  from  local 
station  summaries.   Scranton  reported  this  the 
3rd  warmest  December  of  record;  Philadelphia,  the 
warmest  since  1931;  and  Harrisburg,  the  warmest 
since  1940.   Reading  reported  this  the  4th  wettest 
December  of  record.   In  regard  Jo  snow,  Reading  re- 
ported the  2nd  lowest  snowfall  of  record,  Scranton 
the  least  snowfall  of  record,  and  Harrisburg  only 
the  5th  time  of  record  that  December  had  only  a 
trace  of  snow.   -   C.L.R.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


The  year  averaged  warm  (52.1°,  +1.8°)  and  dry 
(41.11  inches,  -1.14  inches)  with  less  than  av- 
erage snowfall  (35.1  inches,  -6.8  inches). 
This  was  the  warmest  year  since  1949.   Annual 
mean  temperatures  ranged  from  a  high  of  58.0° 
at  Philadelphia  WB  City  and  Philadelphia  Drexel 
Institute  to  a  low  of  45.6°  at  Kane  1  NNE .   The 
extreme  maximum  of  106°  at  Stroudsburg  on  Sep- 
tember 3rd  set  a  new  State  record  for  September 
and  for  so  late  in  the  season.   It  was  also  the 
highest  temperature  observed  in  Pennsylvania 
since  August  1948.   The  extreme  minimum  was  -7° 
at  Kane  1  NNE  on  December  17th,  which  is  the 
highest  minimum  of  record  for  a  calender  year. 
Annual  mean  temperatures  averaged  normal  or 
above  at  all  stations.   Eleven  stations  (in 
the  Monongahela  Valley,  Columbia,  Adams,  York 
and  Montgomery  counties)  reported  40  or  more 
days  in  1953  with  maxima  90°  or  higher  with  a 
maximum  of  51  days  at  Newell  and  Carlisle.   The 
number  of  days  with  minimum  temperature  32°  or 
below  ranged  from  near  50  in  the  Philadelphia 
area  to  a  maximum  of  193  days  at  Kane  1  NNE. 

The  State  average  precipitation  for  the  year 
was  the  least  since  1949  and  the  1st  year  since 
1949  that  it  has  been  below  normal.   Station 
totals  for  the  year  ranged  from  58.37  inches 
at  Sagamore  1  S  to  27.72  at  Lawrenceville  2  S. 
Totals  of  45  inches  or  more  were  confined  to 
the  area  bounded  by  the  Delaware  River  and  Pike, 
Schuylkill  and  York  counties,  except  for  a 
dozen  or  so  scattered  stations  (mainly  along 
a  line  from  Kane  to  Kregar) .   Amounts  of  less 
than  35  inches  were  confined  to  the  edge  coun- 
ties of  the  State,  from  Erie  southward  to  Greene 
and  eastward  to  Fulton,  and  from  northern  Tioga 
to  western  Susquehanna  County.   The  year  aver- 
aged 125  days  with  measurable  precipitation 
(.01  inch  or  more)  which  is  the  lowest  since 
1946.   Station  totals  ranged  from  74  days  at 
McConnellsburg  to  180  days  at  Titusville  2  S. 
Snowfall  for  the  calendar  year  averaged  35.1 
inches  which  was  6.8  inches  below  normal.   The 
greatest  precipitation  in  24  hours  during  the 
year  was  4.45  inches  at  Clermont  on  August  10, 
1953. 

Thunderstorms  were  recorded  on  139  days  in  1953 , 
hail  on  51,  sleet  on  50,  glaze  on  36  days.   The 
aurora  borealis  was  reported  on  4  days,  tornadoes 
on  9  days,  meteors  on  2  days,  and  muddy  rain  on 
2  days  during  the  year. 

Most  crops  and  fruits  received  a  good  start  in 
spring  although  persistent  rains  into  June  made 
some  areas  too  wet .   Extended  dry  weather  from 
mid-June  through  harvest  time  coupled  with  the 
unprecedented  late  season  heat  wave  the  end  of 
August  and  the  first  of  September  sharply  affected 
yield  of  late  crops  and  size  of  fruits.   Harvests 
were  generally  completed  before  the  occurrence 
of  damaging  low  temperatures.   The  length  of  the 
season  from  the  latest  date  with  32°  temperature 
in  spring  to  the  earliest  date  in  fall  averaged 
162  days,  which  was  12  less  than  1952.   The 
northwestern  mountain  counties,  extreme  north- 
eastern counties  and  scattered  stations  in  the 
southwest  averaged  less  than  120  days  with  the 
minimum  99  days  at  Kane  1  NNE.   The  Ohio  Valley 
and  scattered  stations  southeast  of  the  moun- 
tains averaged  more  than  180  days  with  the  maxi- 
mum of  240  days  reported  from  Philadelphia  to 
Marcus  Hook  along  the  Delaware  River.   The  most 
common  boundary  dates  of  this  period  were  April 
22nd  and  October  8th. 

JANUARY  -  This  was  the  5th  consecutive  warm, 
wet  one  and  was  noted  for  the  frequency  of  sleet 
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FEBRUARY  was  warm  and  dry,  the  first  time  in  4 
months  that  precipitation  had  been  deficient. 
The  month  was  windy  with  the  strongest  winds  on 
the  27th  and  28th  when  velocities  exceeded  50  mph. 
Yet  wind  damage  was  relatively  minor  and  local. 
Mild  weather  this  month  was  emphasized  by  many 
observers  reporting  very  little  or  no  frost  in 
the  ground.   Several  western  counties  reported 
sugar  camps  opened  the  latter  half  of  the  month. 
This  was  the  5th  consecutive  winter  season  with 
above  normal  temperature  and  precipitation.   Snow- 
fall was  8.4  inches  deficient. 

MARCH  was  warm,  wet  and  windy  with  nearly  normal 
snowfall.   Thirty-four  stations  in  eastern  and 
southern  counties  reported  precipitation  totals 
2  inches  or  more  above  normal,  and  19  stations 
reported  temperatures  averaged  3.0°  above  normal. 
The  quick  snows  on  the  1st,  5th,  and  8th  caused 
local  traffic  snarls.   The  first  week  of  the  month 
averaged  below  normal  temperature  for  the  first 
time  in  8  weeks.   The  snow  cover  during  this 
period  provided  needed  protection  for  winter 
grains.   The  remainder  of  the  month  favored  green- 
ing and  growth  of  winter  grains,  grasses,  and 
hardy  vegetation.   Early  shrubs  and  trees  were 
showing  leafets  and  some  blossom  color  at  month- 
end.   The  heavy  general  rains  of  the  23rd  to  25th 
caused  streams  to  rise  rapidly  in  all  sections  of 
the  State,  but  stages  generally  remained  below 
bankf ul . 

APRIL  was  cool  and  wet  with  about  normal  snowfall. 
It  was  the  first  month  since  October  1952  with  be- 
low normal  temperature.   There  were  a  series  of 
at  least  seven  major  storm  systems  that  affected 
Pennsylvania  during  the  month.   Cold  air  from 
central  Canada  and  the  Lakes  Region  brought  near- 
record  low  temperatures  to  Pennsylvania  on  the 
20th.   During  the  3rd  week  of  this  month  tempera- 
tures averaged  15°  below  normal.   Wet  ground 
throughout  the  month  hampered  field  activity  and 
pasturing  of  cattle.   Only  limited  freeze  damage 
to  early  fruits  was  reported. 

MAY  was  the  3rd  wettest  of  record,  and  was  warm 
and  stormy.   The  greatest  monthly  total  was  12.71 
inches  at  Torpedo  4  W.   At  least  a  dozen  stations 
reported  single  day  totals  of  3  inches  or  more 
rainfall.   "Muddy"  and  "red"  rains  were  reported 
on  the  1st  and  2nd.   Storms  were  frequent  and 
damaging  throughout  the  month,  but  the  three 
periods  (22-23,  25-26,  29-30)  were  the  most  severe 
with  active  thunderstorms,  heavy  rains,  high  winds, 
flash-flooding  and  rock-slides.   Two  tornadoes 
were  reported  —  one  at  Valley  View  and  the  other 
in  the  Blairsville-Bolivar  area.   Hail  was  reported 
on  10  days,  and  thunderstorms  on  26  days  of  the 
month.   Planting  and  field  work  were  hampered  by 
wet  ground  but  vegetation  and  fruit  prospered  from 
the  warmer  temperatures. 

JUNE  averaged  warm  and  dry,  but  nevertheless 


recorded  21  days  with  thunderstorms.   Storms  were 
especially  active  the  last  8  days.   A  series  of 
baby  tornadoes  struck  a  3-mile  long  path  east 
of  Honeybrook  on  the  22nd,  Saxton  reported  4.10 
inches  of  rain  in  90  minutes  which  caused  heavy 
property  damage,  and  hail  struck  a  15-mile  long 
area  near  the  lake  shore  northeast  of  Erie,  Pa. 
which  damaged  much  fruit.   There  were  22  sta- 
tions over  the  State  which  reported  10  or  more 
days  with  maxima  of  90°  or  higher.   Generous 
amounts  of  sunshine  this  month  made  it  the  4th 
sunniest  June  of  record  at  Ilarrisburg,  and  per- 
mitted the  rapid  advance  of  harvesting  and  cul- 
tivating. 

JULY  was  almost  a  repitition  of  June.   It  aver- 
aged warm  and  dry,  in  spite  of  the  prevalence 
of  thunderstorms  on  24  days.   The  104°  at 
Stroudsburg  on  the  19th  was  the  highest  July 
temperature  since  1941.   Six  days  later  light 
frost  was  reported  from  Kane  and  Pimple  Hill. 
Sunshine  was  again  generous,  reaching  85%  of 
possible  at  Harrisburg  to  tie  with  July  1944  as 
the  sunniest  of  record.   Crop  yields  were  good 
and  quality  high  during  the  first  3  weeks  of  the 
month,  but  lack  of  rainfall  was  affecting  pas- 
tures and  topsoil.   A  local,  nearly  stationary 
thunderstorm  near  Dillsburg  produced  a  maximum 
of  11.6  inches  of  rain  in  19  hours  on  the  22-23rd. 
Other  heavy  thunderstorm  rains  were  reported 
from  the  Pittsburgh,  Kittanning,  Saxton  and 
Carlisle-Lebanon  areas. 

AUGUST  was  the  4th  driest  of  record.   Most  of 
the  rain  fell  during  the  first  11  days  and  in 
many  sections  was  confined  to  one  or  two  thun- 
derstorm bursts.   Light  frost  was  reported  in 
mountain  sections  on  5  days,  but  caused  little 
or  no  damage.   After  nearly  2  weeks  of  dry  wea- 
ther a  heat  wave  began  on  the  24th  and  by  the 
end  of  the  month  31  stations  had  reported  tem- 
peratures of  100°  or  higher.   Soil  and  crops 
benefitted  briefly  from  the  rains  early  in  the 
month,  but  the  dryness  and  heat  the  latter  part 
of  the  month  stunted  growth  of  crops,  burned 
pastures,  and  resulted  in  many  cattle  going  on 
winter  rations  with  many  farmers  having  to  haul 
water  for  livestock. 

SEPTEMBER  recorded  an  unprecedented  heat  wave 
during  the  first  5  days.   The  106°  at  Stroudsburg 
on  the  3rd  set  a  new  September  maximum  and  made 
it  the  4th  consecutive  month  with  100°  tempera- 
tures.  There  were  64  stations  which  reported 
temperatures  of  100°  or  higher  during  this 
period.   In  the  Philadelphia  area  alone,  65 
deaths  were  attributed  to  the  heat.   A  "twister" 
was  reported  near  Wilkes-Barre  on  the  2nd  and  a 
tornado  occurred  near  Klingerstown  on  the  12th. 
Late-planted  crops  had  poor  yields  or  failed, 
but  other  crops  and  late  fruits  were  helped  by 


the  general  rains  of  the  5-6th.   Dry  ground  con- 
tinued to  delay  plowing  and  planting  of  winter 
grains  and  slowed  germination  of  seeds  at  month 
end.   Some  farmers  were  still  hauling  water  for 
livestock.   Wilkes-Barre  recorded  a  record  low 
river  stage  on  September  3rd  and  4th.   The  Har- 
risburg river  stage  on  the  4th  equalled  the  record 
low  freeflow  stage  set  September  27,  1939. 

OCTOBER  was  warm  and  dry  and  was  the  5th  consecu- 
tive month  with  generous  sunshine.   Sub-freezing 
temperature  and  frost  occurred  in  nearly  all  sec- 
tions of  the  State  on  the  morning  of  the  8th. 
There  were  20  stations  that  received  less  than 
0.50  inch  rainfall  for  the  month,  and  the  area 
west  of  a  line  from  Hanover  to  Canton  had  only  9 
stations  that  could  boast  of  as  much  as  2  inches 
of  rain.   Additional  wells  and  streams  dried  up, 
and  farmers  in  many  sections  had  to  haul  water 
for  home  use  as  well  as  for  livestock.   Fall  har- 
vests advanced  rapidly  and  were  generally  completed 
before  the  freezing  weather  on  the  8th.   Wilkes- 
Barre  reported  a  record  low  river  stage  on  the 
4th  which  equalled  the  low  value  reported  in  Sep- 
tember 1953.   One  to  four  inch  rains  fell  over 
the  area  east  of  the  Hanover-Rushville  line  at 
the  close  of  the  month  but  the  rest  of  the  State 
continued  very  dry. 

NOVEMBER  was  the  9th  month  this  year  with  above 
normal  temperature  and  the  6th  consecutive  month 
with  below  normal  precipitation.   There  was  wide- 
spread fog  each  morning  from  the  13th  to  the  16th, 
and  from  the  19th  to  the  21st  the  southeastern 
counties  were  plagued  with  a  mixture  of  fog,  smoke 
and  haze  that  slowed  highway  and  river  traffic, 
seeped  into  homes,  factories,  offices  and  schools. 
There  were  many  traffic  accidents  during  these 
periods  with  at  least  3  fatalities,  and  12  persons 
were  hospitalized  from  the  effects  of  the  fog  and 
smoke  pollution.   A  record,  early  season,  heavy 
snowstorm  struck  eastern  and  central  counties  on 
the  6th  and  7th  with  a  maximum  depth  of  27.5  in- 
ches in  Snyder  County.   Highway  traffic  was  snarled 
by  stalled  and  abandoned  vehicles  during  the  height 
of  the  storm. 

DECEMBER  was  the  3rd  consecutive  warm  month,  the 
10th  month  this  year  with  above  normal  tempera- 
tures, and  the  warmest  since  1941.   Snowfall  was 
less  than  half  of  normal  and  was  concentrated  al- 
most entirely  over  the  Erie-Crawf ord-Warren-McKean 
county  area  with  a  maximum  total  of  43.5  inches 
reported  at  Union  City  3  SE .   At  month-end,  wells 
and  streams  in  scattered  areas  (principally  around 
Bedford  County  and  Butler  County)  still  were  at  be- 
low normal  levels  and  locally  farmers  continued  to 
haul  water  for  livestock.   Condition  of  winter 
grains  was  mostly  fair  to  good.   -  C.L.R.
